BUT it was no ſooner known thro'out 
the Land that the old Emperor was dead, 
and Muley Hamet proclaimed, whom all 
People deteſted for his vicious Life, and 
more particularly for his Partiality to his 

| Negroes, who were the only Partakers of 
his Debaucheries, Power and Wealth; 
than the whole Country roſe up in Arms; 
ſome, and that the greateſt Number, with 7 
no other Intention but to plunder their 
| Neighbours, and revenge themſelves of 
their Enemies: The People of Fez firſt 7 
began by murdering their Governor, and 
about eighty of his Followers; to re- 
baff themſelves of the Cruelty and Op- 
preſſion wherewith he had governed them 
for many Years. 


THE People of Tetuan, and the Pro- 
vince under Baſhaw Hamer, generally 
take their Meaſures from thoſe of Fez,

THE People of the Mountains about 
Tetuan were the firſt who took up Arms 
EX againſt Baſhaw Hamet their Governor, 
under the Command of Bolliſe, a Man of 
great Power and Intereſt in the Mountains, 
of an antient Andaluſian Family, a bold 
Man, and one who had greatly reſented 
the Baſbauꝰs having taxed him too ſe- 
verely. | 


HE held a perfect good Intelligence 
vith the chief People of Tetuan, who 
be knew would riſe up in Arms againſt 

the Ba/haw, as ſoon as he ſhould offer to 
arch out of Town againſt him. 


was falling upon the Reefeens, a People 
of the Country where the Baſhaw was 
horn, and where all his Tenants, Kindred 
or Friends, live (ſomething like the 
Clans in Scotland :) they plundered them 
Pof all they could meet with, as Cattle, 
Horſes, Sc. and killed all that oppoſed 
Irhem. The Baſhaw, who commands a 
Province almoſt as large as the Kingdom 
of Portugal, and whoſe Father and he 
had governed it in peace for many Years, 
was 


THE AR AR the Monnaloems aid. 
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was ſurprized at this bold Attempt, and 
reſolved to revenge it. He asked the 
People of Tetuan if they would march 
out to puniſh the Rebels; but they ex- 
cuſed themſelves, pretending that in their 
Abſence the Mountaineers might come 
and plunder their Town. 


UPON this the Baſhaw raiſed the 
Blockade of Ceuta to make uſe of thoſe 
Troops, but moſt of them diſappointed 
him. And now I ſpeak of this Blockade,

THE Blockade of Ceuta conſiſted of 
between 4 and 5000 Men drawn from 
the nei 8 Country, and relieved 
every Month. This was a great Grie-

Intereſt, he was able to take the Field.

THE Baſhau's Brother was attacked arch rg. 


in his March from Tangier by the Rebels, 
who killed him twenty five Men, and 
wounded him in the Leg with a Spear, 
which went quite thro and ſtuck into 
the Horſe's Belly. 


BEFORE the Baſbaw took the Field 
ro purſue the Rebels, he conſtituted his 
Brother Governor of Tetuan, and left the 
Negroes with him to ſecure the Town in 
their Obedience. Yet the People ſhewed 
very little Reſpect to the Governor's 


| Orders in the Baſbauꝰs Abſence : But 


inſtead of that, cauſed it to be pro-

ALL this while our Advices from 
Barbary were as different, as the diffe- 
rent Places they came from had different 
Intereſts. But the 8th of 7uly Advices 
came to Tetuan from Fez, that Muley 
Abdelmeleck had routed the Army com- 
manded by Muley Ally, the Emperor's 
Brother by the ſame Mother. It is ſaid 
this Defeat was chiefly owing to the Cow- 
ardice and ill Conduct of the General, 
Muley Ally : However it was, he fled, 
and was in great Diſgrace with his Bro- 
ther when he returned to Mequinex, in- 
ſomuch that he was forbid the Court, 
and confined to his own Houſe.

Arrived at 
Tetuan, Hadge Abdelender Perez, the 
laſt Embaſſador but one in England: He 
was ſent by the Courtiers from W 
who long d to be fingering the Preſents 
that Aboggly and Mr. Rye} had brought 
from England; and finding they were not 
come' over, or could not be. prevailed 

n, either by Letters or Promiſes from 
the Baſbau, to come over to Tetuan or 
Tangier, they imagined that Perez, who 
had been in England, and was known to 
the Admiral and ſeveral others, would be 
able to effect what could not be done by 
Letters. Accordingly he was furniſhed 
with Letters from the Emperor to the 
Lord Portmore, and the Admiral; and 
what added to his Credit and Reception 
was, that ſome time before Perez's Arri- 
val, we received repeated Advices of a 
Battle fought near the Morocco's, between 
Abaelmeleck, and the King's General, 
Hamet Tariffa : It ſeems this old wary 
Warrior. had by a Stratagem divided. the 
Forces of Abaetmeleck by ſeeming to di- 
vide his own, and cauſed Deſerters to 
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* Hadge, a Sirname given to all who have been at Mecca, 


inform 
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inform Abdelmelec of it; but in the 
Night he joined his Army at a particular 
Rendezyouz, and fell upon the Prince, who 
had before parted with great part of his 
Forces. Muley Abdetmeleck in the Action 
behaved wonderfully, and received three 
Wounds, but none proved Mortal. He 
retired to Morocco, and it was given out 
he was kilPd : But this Accident ſo ruined 
his Affairs, he was obliged to quit Mo- 
rocco and retire farther into the Country. 
This Defeat of Muley Abdelmeleck, and 
what was worſe his being wounded, and 
by. that means not able to keep the Field, 
wonderfully raiſed the Negroes, and the 
King's Party; and now the Court of 
Mequinez began to talk bigger, and to 
repreſent Abdelmeleck as very inſignificant ; 
they gave out he had neither Horſe, Pow- 
der, Arms, nor Money, any way ſufficient 
to contend with his Brother the Emperor. 


THE People of Fez likewiſe began 


now: to hearken to Ovyertures of Peace, 
not out of Affection to the preſent King, 
or his drunken Crew about him ; but 
out of Fear leſt the King, having no 
other Enemies, ſhould be too much 
for them; and accordingly they made 
the King a large Preſent, and promiſed 
more, but ſtill kept poſſeſſion of their 
own Town and Caſtles, but admitted of 
Trade 
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Trade as uſual. But as Mauley Abdelmeleck 
was not killd, as had been given out, and 
a great part of his Army remained intire ; 
(tho they retired, upon his being wounded, 


into the Mountains) the Emperor could 


not draw off his Army from the Frontiers, 
to force the People of Fez to any other 
Terms than what they pleaſed ro offer 
themſelves. | 


THE beſt part of the Month of Au- 
guſt Sir Charles Wager lay with his Fleet 
in Tangier Bay, to refreſh the Seamen 
with Greens, freſh Proviſions, Sc. which 
they very much ſtood in need of, The 
Baſhaw took this as a great Mark of the 


Admiral's Fayour, and ſaluted the Admiral 


with 44 Guns, being all the Guns they 
dared to fire. The Baſhaw did not ſpare 
for Civilities in their way, to oblige the 
Admiral and Fleet, it being very much for 
his Intereſt as well as his Credit. The 
Admiral ſtaying ſo long at Tangier, gave 
the Tetuanners a Diſſatisfaction, they com- 
plaining of Partiality; but upon being in- 
formed that Tangier Bay was much more 
convenient than Tetuan, and that a Fleet 
could not conveniently nor ſafely lie in 
the latter, with an Eaſterly Wind, they 
ſeemed fatisfied, 
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ALL this time things were very quiet 
between the two — the Moun- 
taineers robbed in ſmall Parties, but did 
not appear in any formidable manner, and 
== were ſometimes met by Baſhaw Hamet's 
people, and puniſhed accordingly. 


WHILE our Fleet lay in Tanger, 
the Admiral gave a ſplendid Entertain- 
ment to the Baſhaw, his Brothers, and 
principal People. The Baſbaw himſelf is 
a very temperate Man, drinks nothing but 
Water, and behaved very decently, but 
ſeveral of his Attendants behaved in quite 
another manner. 


IN return, the Baſhaw gave a Dinner 
to the Admiral, and his Company, 4 /a 
Barbari ſco, and invited the Admiral, Oc. 
to Bear · hunting: there were above 70 
Diſhes of Meat, tho but few dreſſed to an 
= En:g/þ Appetite, except their Cuſcucu, 
W which is Flower grained like Muſtard Seed, 
ſtewed over Matton and Fowls. 


= THE Baſbaw, it was ſaid, had ſeveral

T HE Caſe of poor Aboggly the Em- 
baſſador was very much to be pity'd; 
for if he went to his old Maſter at Tan- 
gier, having his Wife and Family, Houſe 
and all he had in Tetuan, he was fure of 
having them deſtroyed, as the Teruanners 
threatned him; and if he went to Teruarn, 
he was ſure to be deſtroyed by his old 
Maſter the Baſhau, in Cale he overcame 


Power again. It is ſaid in this Dilemma, 
he ſeveral times reſolved to go to Leghorn, 
and he certainly intended it, in Caſe he 
could have carried his Effects and Preſents 
off, for he dreaded nothing more than 
going back to Barbary. 


FOR agreater Change can ſcarce poſ: | 
ſibly be imagin'd : The Figure he made 
in England, the Allowance he had, the 
Honours and Civilities he every where 
received, with the Splendor he faw 
where- ever he came, muſt appear like an 
Enchantment ; and as he was a Man of 
a good deal of Pride, and had a Taſte 
of Things, the Thoughts of his Fall 
had like to make him deſperate.

This Ceremonial being over, and 
he being invited aſhore, where a proper 
Lodging was aſſigned him, he had fe- 
veral Conferences with the Admiral and 
my Lord Portmore, about the Embaſſado: 
Aboggly in which he was always an- 
ſwered, their Embaſſador had never been 
detained, but that it was his own Choice, 
and particular Deſire to ſtay at Gibraltar, 
until things were better ſettled on the 
other ſide ; that he had been ſeveral times 
offered a Ship to carry him over; that he 
was but a Trouble and Charge to us; but 
that it was not our manner to force an ll 
Embaſſador away; ' eſpecially when he 
had a real Pretence to defer it. Perez ⁵ 
inſinuated, that as he was immediately il 
ſent from the Emperor for him, that he 
was recalled, and deſired he might no 
longer be regarded as an Embaſſador, ſince 
in reality he was now no longer ſo. _ b 
which

which the Embaſſador's two Centries 
were taken off, and he was given to un- 
derſtand, that his Maſter the Emperor ha- 
ving recalled him, and that by a particular 
Meſſenger from Court, ſo well known as 
Admiral Perez, we could no longer look 
on him as an Embaſſador, and therefore 
he was adviſed ſeriouſly to think of his 
Departure, for that we could not dif- 
oblige the Emperor by ſheltring him. 


T HIS alarmed Aboggly in a terrible 
manner, for now he feared he was to 
have been delivered up ; which would 
have been little leſs than going to imme- 
diate Death. Sure never any Man's Coun- 
tenance was ſo changed on a ſudden : 
he looked with ſo much Concern and 
— * that every body pity'd him. His 
Caſe was not really ſo bat as he imagined 
it; for Sir Charles Mager had by Argu- 
ments, Preſents, and Intreaties, ſecur d 
his Pardon from the Baſhaw, and there- 
fore gave him good Encouragement to go 
over to Tangier, Which Reſolution Lo 
at laſt took, and refuſed to go with Peres. 
This Reſolution was certainly very right, 
and that for ſeveral Reaſons : for firſt it 
very much obliged the Baſhaw, whoſe 
Servant he really was; the Baſhaw de- 
ſiring his Preſents might go thro? his own 
Hands, and be diſtributed to the beſt 
Advan- 
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Advantage : Beſides, ſeveral things he had, 

were bought with the Baſhaw's own Mo. 

ney. Aboggly knew very well Perez 
was his Enemy, and wiſhed his Ruin ; 
firſt as being the Baſ/haw's Servant; next 
as he was ſent to England in order to get 
a better Preſent than Perez had brought : 
The old Emperor being ſo diſſatisfied with 
Perez's Preſent, that he ordered him to 
be hung upon Tenter-Hooks, but ſome 
Friends interpoſing, by informing the . 
Emperor that it was not 'Perez's fault but 
Baſhaw Hamet's, the Emperor was better 
ſatisfied. 13 


IT ſeems the Emperor when he ſent: 
Perez to England, ordered him to go by 
the way of Tetuan, and told him he had 
ordered Baſhaw Hamer to ſupply him 
with Wax and Copper, ſufficient to buy 
ſeveral things of value in Zzg/and, over 
and above the Preſent uſually given 
Beſides, the Miniſters expect whoever they Mt 
ſend ſhall ſave moſt of our King's Allow- 
ance, and lay it out in Preſents for them: 
and if they do not, they are likely to have 
but a bad Reception at their return. - 
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BASHAW Hamet it ſeems was not 
at all pleaſed that an Embaſſador ſhould be 
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choice of all Embaſſadors ſent to Chriſtian 
[Princes had been left to him, therefore 
he refuſed to ſupply him with any thing, 
WT pretending he had no Orders for ſo doing: 
pon which Peres was ſo ſtraitned for 
Money to equip him for his Voyage, that 
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£ 
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be was forced to borrow a hundred Dol- 
lars in Tetuan, which he did with great 
3 4 Difficulty and at a great Premium. This 
rreatment made Perez an irreconcileable 
Enemy to Baſhaw Hamet, and had like 
o have ended in coſting Perez his Life. 
© But the Emperor, upon being informed of 
he whole Story, ordered Baſhaw Hamet 
o ſend a Perſon to England to bring all 
ach things he defired, and charged the 
aſbaw himſelf to be anſwerable for their 
oming; and this was the Reaſon of the 
econd Embaſſy when Mr. Aboggly came 
over. Perez had likewiſe heard what a 
Number of Servants the Baſ/haw had ſent 
Sith Aboggly. befides Muſick, Sc. and 
hat a Figure Aboggly had made in 
ngland, and the Reception he every 
where met with. Perez J obſerved heard 
| this with a great deal of Diſſatisfaction; 
looked upon it as eclipſing his Embaſſy, 
aud he could not hear Abogg/y nam'd with- 
ut colouring. Aboggly knew this, and if he 
ad put himſelf under his Enemy's Conduct 
o Court, no doubt but his Stay, and re- 


ing to come over, would have been ſet 
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The His ToRY of the 
off in the worſt Lights : And beſides this 


Baſhaw Hamet's Agent at Court was a 
powerful Enemy. 


THESE Conſiderations I ſay deter- 
mined Aboggly to go by the way of Tan- 
gier, to the great Diſappointment of Ad- 
miral Perez ; who loſt his Opportuity 
of being heartily revenged both of Baſhaw 
Hamet and Aboggly. 


BEFORE Abogg/y went over, he 
waited ſeveral times on the Admiral, and 
my Lord Portmore ; I ſuppoſe to get their 
farther Interceſſion by Letter to the Ba- 
ſhaw; and to let the Baſhaw know he 
came over to him of his free Choice, and 
refuſed to go with Perez by the way of 
Tetuan. | 


T HE Admiral treated him with a great 
deal of Compaſſion ; and in drder the bet- 
ter to make his Peace, ſent the Baſhaw 
ſome freſh Preſents by him, and order; 
ed the Swallow Man of War to carry him 
over. He landed in Tangzer about the roth 
of September : The Baſhaw received him 
with a great deal of Joy, and before he 
landed cauſed great Preparations to be 
made for his Reception ; the Cannon from 
the Town ſaluted him, the Baſhaw, his 
Brother, the Governor of the Town, = 

eir 
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their Attendants received him on Horſe- 


back; and the Company cavalcaded, as 
uſual upon Times of rejoicing. 


THE Baſhaw acquainted Captain 
Danſay, Commander of the Swallow Man 
of War, who carried Aboggly over, that 
Aboggly's good Reception was owing to 
the great Regard he had to the Admiral's 
Interceſſion on his Behalf. 


THE Baſhaw of Tangier thus fatif- 
fied, the Admiral's next Care was to dif- 
patch Mr. Ruſſel, by the way of Tetuan, 
that both Parties might have no -reaſon 
to complain : And to pave the way for 
Mr. Rufſe/'s better Reception, the Ad- 
miral ſent by him a Letter of Compliment 
to the Baſhaw, accompanied with a Pre- | 
ſent of 21 Barrels of Powder, a fine 1 
Fuzee Gun, and a large Box of China. 
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| MR. Nuſſel embarked with the King's Gibraltar, 
Preſent for the Emperor of Morocco, -- "a 
on board his Majeſty's Ship the Hon, 
Captain Laws Commander. Mr. Ruſſel, 
beſides his Commiſſion as Conſul General 
for his Britannick Majeſty, in the Em- 
peror of Morocco's Dominions, had a

Peace. Where tho at length the Shi 
and Engliſh Sailors were cleared, yet the 
Cargoes, and ſeveral Foreigners — Pal.

to the late Peace made by Commodore 
Steward, and the Tenor of the Paſſes 
agreed upon. Therefore Mr. Ruſſe} was 
ordered by his Grace the Duke of New: .

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during the Siege of Gibraltar, as a Volun- 
teer, and finding, after having waited from 
the 12th of June to the 14th of September 
following, that the Spaniards were not 
likely to begin again, or draw off till 
things were ſettled between the two Courts, 
thought he could not better improve his 
time than by making Obſervations upon 
a Country and People, fo differing from, 
and fo little known to, the Europeans. 


SEPTEMBER the 15th we ar- Sept 15. 
rived in Tetuan Bay, in company with 
his Majeſty's Ketch the Thunder-Bomb, 
Captain Tollard Commander. Before we 
came to an Anchor, Admiral Perez ſent 
a Moor a. ſnore to acquaint the Baſhaw of 
our Arrival, and to procure Boats to carry

T HE Moor return'd with Boats for 
the Preſent, and a Compliment from the 
Baſhaw. Aſter Dinner Mr. Ruſſel and 
his Company left the Zyo» Man of War, 
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who ſaluted with 17 Guns at our De- 2 
parture. When we came near the Shore, 1 
we found it difficult landing in a Man of * 
War's Barge, for a Bar at the Mouth of 


the River; ſo that the Seamen were ob- 
liged to go over board, and lift the Boat 
over.

Baſhaw, and a Guard for our Tents and 
Baggage, with neceſſary Proviſions for the 
Night: He aſſured Mr. Ruſſel, that in the 
Morning, as ſoon as the Inhabitants could 


be got together, the Baſhaw would come 


down, with all the Townſmen, to wel- 
come him to Tetuan; and for our greater 
Security, the Baſbauꝰs Brother ſtaid with 
us all Night. 


ABOUT Ten in the Morning, the 
Captains Laws and Tollard came aſhore, 
with their Muſick, to grace the Interview ; 
and by Eleven we could diſcern, from a 
{mall Eminence where we ſtood, with the 
Engliſh Muſick playing, the Baſhaw 
coming down a ſmall Hill, followed with 
8 Standards, and a Multitude of Horſe and 
Foot : our Trumpets founding a March as 
he came. 


THE Baſhawalighted at a Tent he had 
cauſed to be pirched for the Interview, at 
a {mall Diſtance from us ; and after having 
refreſhed himſelf, he came on foot to- 
wards us, attended by about a dozen 
of his principal People, and all the Chri- 
ſtians in Town, (except the two Spaniſh 
Friers who live in Tetuan for the Re- 
demption of Captives.)

THE Baſhhaw advanced in great State 
with his Muſick beſore him, as did Mr. 
Ruſſel, and his Company with the Engliſh 
Muſick ; when both Parties met. Ad- 
miral Perez preſented Mr. Ruſſe! to the 
Baſhaw; (who is treated with the Title 
of Excellency by the Chriſtians) and

who fpeaks tolerable E ugh. was Inter- of 
preter, and acquainted the Baſhaw with St 
what Preſents the Admiral bad ſent him; th. 
at the ſame time Mr. Ruſſel delivered him my 1. 
Lord Portmore's Letter, and Sir Charles,. He 


who had both wrote upon this Occaſion: ¶ to 
The Baſhaw was very much pleafed, and 
ask'd after the Admiral's Health, and my 
Lord Portmore's, ſaying he hoped he 
ſhould ſee the Admiral, that he might pay 
him all the Honours due to him; in the 
mean time he would anſwer the Letters as 
ſoon as they were tranſlated by his Sani 
Secretary. The Baſhaw expreſſed a very 
great Regard for the Eng/;h Nation in

general, Compliments being over, we 
walked qut to fee the Moor iſh Horſe ca- 
valcade, and attack each otfter with their 
Lances, which they do with great Dex- 
terity ; beginning with a great Cry, 
which animates their Horſes as much as a 
Horn or Trumpet does ours that are uſed 
to them. 


THE Moors ride ſhort as the Par- 
thians of old, or the preſent Huſſars; 
their Saddles have too great Peaks, one 
before, and another behind, ſo that tis 
almoſt impoſſible to fall out of them, 
unleſs the Horſe falls: their Stirrups are 
placed farther behind the Saddle than ours, 


WF which makes it very tireſome to the Knees 


of thoſe who are not us'd to em. Their 
Stirrup Irons are made to the Shape of 
the Sole of the Foot, and almoſt as long : 
Thus firted they ride well, and their 
Horſes ſtand fire, being conſtantly uſed 
to it. During this Exerciſe the Baſhaw 
himſelf was on Horſe-back, mounted upon 
a fine white Stone-Horle ; his Saddle was 


covered with Velvet. and embroider'd with 


Gold ; his Stirrup-Irons, arid the Iron 


Work of his Bridle, were gilt with the 


ſame Metal as were his Sputs. And here 
it may not be improper to deſcribe his 
Dreſs and Perſon: He had upon his 
Head a Brocade Cap, ſewed round with 
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The His TORY of the 
black Oftriches Feathers, and on the 
Top a large Plume of the ſame fort ; 
his Belt, Cimeter and Knife, exceedingly 
rich; his Cimeter hung upon a fine Silk 
Saſh, with gold Toſſils over his Shoulder; 
his Alhague, Albernuze, and the reſt of his 
Habit of the fineſt ſort: His Perſon is 
well - ſhaped, of a middling Stature; his 
Features very agreeable and engaging, but 
his Complexion has a Tincture of the Mu- 
latto; his Age about 38. He is ſaid to be 
exceedingly good-natur'd, but having al- 
ways been Governor of an Inland Town, 
as New Fez, and never having ſeen the Sea 
before, or converſed with Strangers, he 
is not ſo well acquainted with Buſineſs, 
or the Affairs of Europe, as Baſhaw Ha- 
met; but he is thought more honeſt. 


WHILST the Horſe were diverting 
us in this manner, the Foot were humble 
Spectators, and were huddled into a fort of 
a Half Moon. I perceived the manner of 
forming the Foot was done by a Perſon 
of Authority on Horſeback, to the belt 
of my remembrance it was Paix the Black- 
ſmich, whom they had choſe their Go- 
vernor ; he with a large leather Thong 
drove them into the Order, or rather 
Diſorder, he deſigned them. We were 
diverted with Cayalcading, until Word 
was brought the Dinner was upon =

Table. Then the Baſhaw excuſed him- 
ſelf from dining with us, but ſent his 
Brother, 


AT Dinner we had great Quantities of 
Meat, Fowls, and Cuſcucu, {ſerved up in 
large Braſs Baſons: for it is againſt the 
Mahometan Law to eat or drink out of 
Gold or Silver; Mahomet wiſely fore- 
ſeeing more political Uſes for thoſe va- 
luable Metals. So that thoſe great Quan- 
tities of Gold and Silver which are buried 
in Churches and Convents in Roman 
Catholick Countries, circulate here a- 
mong the People. There were ſuch 
Crowds to ſee us dine, we were forced 
to order the Muſick to play at ſome 
diſtance from our Tent, to draw off t 
People. | 


DINNER being ended, Captain Laws 
waited upon the . — at his Tent, 
and deſired his Excellency would do him 
the Honour with his Brother, to dine on 
board his Majeſty's Ship the next Day, 
if the Weather permitted. The Baſhaw 
thank'd the Captain, and in a handſome 
manner excuſed himfelf : but his Brother 
accepted the Offer, and was very well 
pleaſed with his Entertainment, being the 
lirſt Ship he ever had been aboard of. 
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The HISTORY of the 


AS the Captains were obliged to fail 
the firſt Eaſterly Wind, and there tum- 
bling then ſuch a Sea into the Bay of 
Tetuan, as made it very unſafe Ri- 
ding, they took their Leaves, and did not 
proceed to Town with us. 


AFTER Dinner the Baſhaw ſent 
ſeveral handſome Horſes to our Tent : 
We all mounted, and found the Baſhaw 
and his People ready mounted, wait- 
ing at ſome ſmall Diſtance for us. As ſoon 
as we came near, the Baſhaw deſired Mr. 
Ruſſel and his Company to ride a Breaſt 
with him: The Muſick belonging to 
the Men of War, kept playing until we 
were aut of hearing; and the Baſ/haw was 
ſo well pleaſed with them, he ordered 
ſome Handfuls of Blangqueels to be diſtri- 
buted amongſt them: Theſe are ſmall 
Pieces of Silver, value two Pence Eu. 


gliſb. 


WE continued our Journey along the 
Banks of a ſmall, but pleaſant River, 
which is navigable aſter you are over the 
Bar, for large Boats, two Miles, to a Place 
called Marteen; where all Goods for the 
Town are ſhipped and unſhipped : but 
with a very little Induſtry this River 
might be made navigable to the 
5 . an 
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and a great way beyond ; and the Mouth 
of the River might be kept clear, with 
Peer-Heads and proper Sluices. But I 
obſerved here and every where elle in 
Barbary, no body has any regard to 

blick Conveniencies, any farther than 
to build Churches and Fountains, which 
the Prieſts take care of. 


FROM Merteen to Tetuan we rode 
over a fine Plain, large enough to encamp 
20000 Men upon, the Country affordin 
a fine Proſpect. All the way we — 
the Moors continued firing and cavalcading 
before us. When we were come about 
half way, we found the Foot drawn up 
in two Lines; they ſaluted us as we 
paſſed thro' them with a continual, tho 
Irregular Fire : Here we halted ſome time, 
to give the Foot time to march on before 
us again: they went firing and ſcreaming 
all the way to Town, We were met at 
the end of the Town by a Rabble of old 
Men, Women and Boys. It was with 
great Difficulty we rode thro' the Streets, 
which are very narrow, and were ſo 


preſſed, that we ſuffered very much in 


our Legs and Knees. The Tops of all 
the Houſes by which we paſſed, were 


crouded with Women; but they were ſo 


diſguiſed by their Dreſs, that they looked 
more like Apparitions and Ghoſts than 
E 4 Objects 
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The HIS TORY: of the 
Objects of Love and Pleaſure, nothing 
being to be ſeen but one Eye: their Bo- 
dies were covered with a white woollen 
Mantle, and their Faces with a linen Cloth. 
Our Mooriſh Cavaliers diverted themſelves 
by firing at the Women, and ſcaring them 
away. I forgot to mention, that at our 
Entrance into the Town, the Caſtle and 
"Town ſaluted us with 46 Guns, the Moors 
always ſaluting with an even Number, 
Mr. Conſul Hatfie/d obſerved that this 
was an Honour the late Baſhaw had never 
paid any Chriſtian, during the time of his 
reſiding in the Country. 


THE Baſhaw marched us to the Pa- 
rade before the late Baſhauꝰs Houle ; 
where we again found the Foot drawn up 
in a Square to receive us, and the Ba- 
ſhaw ordered them a Barrel of Powder 
to fire away ; Which they did as faſt as 
they could load and fire, as they do very 
expeditiouſly, making no uſe of Cartridges, 
but load with looſe Powder, The Ba- 
ſhaw rode very leiſurely round the Peo- 
ple, and thanking them for their Perfor- 
mance, diſmiſſed them, not before we were 
heartily tired of this noiſy Joy. Then the 
Baſhaw and we all alighted, the Baſhaw 
making a Compliment of waiting upon 
Mr. Ruſſel to fee the late Baſhaw's fine 
Houle and Gardens, fo lately defaced ol 

the 
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the Populace: The Houſe had eſcaped 
much better than the Gardens, which 
were intirely rooted up; the Houſe was 
intire, all but the Doors, Windows, ſome 
of the Pavement, and ſome few other Orna- 
ments, and it was ſpacious, convenient and 
magnificent. But it was too late, and we 
too much tired to make any particular Ob- 
ſervations. 


THE Evening coming on, the Baſhaw 
was ſo complaiſant as to wait upon Mr. Ra 
ſel to the Houſe he had appointed for his 
Reſidence; which is the ſame that Admiral 


Delaval, formerly Embaſſador from Ex- 


land in this Country, reſided in eleven 

1 Before the Baſbaw took his 
Leave, he deſired Mr. Ruſſel to make uſe 
of his Stable, when either himſelf, or 
any of his Company wanted Horſes : 
And he likewiſe aſſured Mr. Ruſſel that the 
next Day he would ſend an Expreſs to 
Mequinez, to inform the Emperor of his 
being arrived in Teruan, 7 


AFTER ſome other Compliments 


the Baſhaw took Leave. The Houle the 


Baſhaw gave us was very large and con- 
yenient ; but for Furniture we found no 


other than what we brought with us. 


The fuſt Night we went home to ſup with

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Mr. Conſul Hat field, and his Partner Mr, 
Boſuile. 1 


THE Mooriſh Admiral Perez, who. 


accompany'd us from Gibraltar, and was 
to go with us to Mequine , was very 
uſeful to Mr. Ruſſel, acting as Interpreter 
between Mr. Ruſſel and the Baſhaw ; and 
giving us all the neceſſary Information he 
could. Mr. Ruſſel in his Commiſſion, and 
Credential Letters, was only called his 
Majeſty's Conſul General, and he did not 
1 to take any other Title = 
im. But the Moors would have 
Ruſſel an Embaſſador, he _ a 
Letter for their King, and a Preſent ; 
befides, as they are us'd to no other 
Character, they do not know how to 
diſtinguiſh the difference: Admiral Pe- 
rez humoured them in this, and ſo we 
did all, expecting not only to fare the 
better for it, but to ſucceed the better at 
Mequinez.

AT our Return home from Conſul 


Hatfield*s, we found two Centrys at our 
Door, to prevent any Inſults or Viſits 
from troubleſome People; and one Cedi 
Alli, who was Companion in England to 
the laſt Mooriſh Embaſſador Abogghy, 
and one who was well known to Mr. 
Ruſſel, was ordered to furniſh us _—_ 
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at the Expence of the Town. September September 
the 17th in the Morning, Captain Fontaine 


arrived from Gibraltar with two Tran- 
ſports; he was appointed by my Lord 
Portmore Agent for the Faſcines Captain 
Campbell of Colonel Midaleton's came over 


with him, who with Mr. Hatfield and 


Bofuile, came to viſit Mr. Ruſſe}; as did 
the ſame Morning, Meſſieurs Butler 
and Ryadon, Engliſh Merchants; alſo the 
French Conſul, the two SpaniſhFriers who 
reſide in Town, Mr. Alexander a Greek 
Merchant, and Mr. Welſh, . which were 
all the Chriſtians in Town. In the Aſter- 
noon Mr. Ruſſe} returned all their Viſits; 
and in the Evening Mr. Ruſſel acquainted 
Admiral Perez, that he intended next 
Day in the Morning to wait on the Ba- 
ſhaw, and deſired the Admiral to let him 
know early in the Morning if the Baſhaw 
would be at leiſure to receive his Viſit. 


ACCORDINGLY betimes in the 18. 


Morning on the 18th Admiral Perez 
came to acquaint Mr. Ryſe/, that the 
Baſbaw was at leiſure when ever he pleaſed 
to ſee him, 


IT is always cuſtomary even from the 
Moors themſelves, the firſt Viſit they make 
a Perſon in Authority, to carry a Preſent':

Therefore a Preſent was looked out, which 
conſiſted of four Pieces of Broad Cloth, 


one Piece f Brocade, two Pounds of 


Tea, four Loaves of Sugar, and a Silver 
Watch ; which were all ſent before us, 


except the Watch. Mr. Ruſſe! accom- 


any'd by all the Exgliſb in Town, fol. 
Nd and was introduced to the Baſhaw 
by Admiral Perez. 


WE obſerved, as a Mooriſh Piece of 
Grandeur, that from the outer Door of 
the Baſhaw's Houle, all along the Galle- 
ries and Stairs, the Houſe was lined with 
Moors, who ſat barefooted quite to the 
very Room of Audience : T his is a Piece 
of State the great Men take upon them, 
when they have a mind to appear with 
Diſtinction. The Room of Audience was 
diſtinguiſhed from the reſt, by a very 
handſome Curtain hanging down within 
ſide the Door, ſlit in the middle, and 
held open by two Negroes. 


THE Baſhaw ſat fronting the Door 
upon ſeveral Pillows ; his Brother, chief 
Secretaries, and ſeveral Favourites near 
him: He received Mr. Ruſſel with an 
obliging Smile, and deſired him and all 
the Company to fit upon Cuſhions and 
Carpets prepared for ther poſe : The 


Moors, even the Grandees, fit upon their 
Carpets 
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Carpets bare · footed, but they do not 
oblige Chriſtians to that Ceremony. 


WHEN we were ſeated, Mr. Ruſſel 4 | A | 
acquainted the Baſhaw by Admiral Perez, 1 


who was the Interpreter, that he had 1 9 
brought him ſome Preſents as a Token of 1 
Friendſhip, and of the Eſteem the Enugliſb + 
had for * and at the ſame time pre- "8 
ſented him with a Watch, out of his = ki 
Pocket, which the Baſbau ſeemed very = 
much pleaſed with.

THE Houle the Baſhaw was in had 
nothing remarkable in it, it belongin 
to a private Perſon, and he only live 
in it till fuch time as the late Baſhaw's -

EARLY in the Morning we were all september 
alarmed by the firing of Guns from the“ 
Caſtle, to give Notice of a great Bod 
of People marching towards the Town : 


Which 
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Which proved to be the late Baſhaw 
Hamet, who had drawn from Tanger, 
Larach, and Argilla, about 6000 Bork. 
and Foot, threatning to deſtroy the 
Town : He came burning the Coney 
all the way before him, without regard- 
ing the Partition the Emperor had ſo late! 
made of the Government; which made 
every body believe he either had Orders 
not to mind it, but to reinſtate himſelf 
whenever he had Strength ſufficient, or 
elſe he thought the King's Affairs in ſo 
bad a way he had not Power, or Leiſure 
to puniſh him for the Contempt of his 
Orders: but it was moſt generally be- 
lieved he had a diſcretionary Power to 
do as he thought convenient, the Tetu- 
anners being looked upon in the Intereſt 
of Muley Abdelmeleck, as they actually 
were, and they proved fo afterwards. 


The Baſhaw of Tangier continued in 


September ſight of the Town all the 19th, 2oth,

The HIS TO RAT of-the 
Souls, and live in 170 Houſes, ſeveral 
Familys live in a Houſe. They are richer 
here than in any part of the Emperor of 
Morocco's Dominions, and yet by reaſon 
of their great Taxes, are miſerably poor ; 
but what Trade there is paſſes thro* their 
Hands : they are Brokers between the 
Moors and Chriſtians, and generally cheat 
both without good looking after. The 
— here all ſpeak Spauiſh, which they 

not do in any other part of the Coun - 
try. 


WE walked out to ſee the Saints 
Houſes, they are about 12 in Number, 
and are Sanctuaries for all ſorts of People 
and Crimes, except againſt the State. 
They are very neceſſary in this ſevere 
Government, and have ſaved many Peo- 
Lives. I ſhall give a fuller Account 
of them when I come to ſpeak of their 
Religion, and what Privileges the Church 
and Church-men have in this Country. 


WE all rode out to ſee the Country 
and take the Air: the Country round 
about the Town is very pleaſant, and full 
of Gardens all along the fide of the River; 
and about the Town are ſeveral Walks 
leading to the River, very well ſhaded 
from the Sun by Hedges made with Reeds. 


— ON 
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ON the 25th we went to viſit Hadge 
Lucas, who is chief over all the Cuſtoms 
of the Port, and has been ſo for many 
Years : He is about 70 Years of Age, and 
Bed-rid,* but has his Underſtanding as per- 
fet as ever. He has been a great Tra- 
yeller, ſpeaks the Spaniſh perſectly well, 
and is very courteous to all ſtrangersf. 
The Engliſh Merchants told us he had 
an Underſtanding beyond, whatever they 
had heard of in the Country ; that he 
underſtood ſeyeral Sciences, and was very 
well skill'd in ſeveral parts of the Mathe- 
maticks, which he had learnt from Spani/ſþ 
Authors, and undetſtood perfectly well; 
and it has always been uſual for all Em- 
baſſadots, eſpecially Engliſb, that came this 
way to viſit him, and make him a Preſent, 
by reaſon. of his great Intereſt and In- 
fluence in the Government of the Town; 
He is reckon'd worth above 20000 Pounds 
Sterling, a monſtrous Sum in this Coun- 
try, and yet by his Skill and inimitable 
Addreſs, the Baſhaw never plunder'd him 
of it; and in order the better to ſecure 
it in the Family, he has bred two of his

He was very much 
pleas'd with the Viſit that was made him 
from Mr. Ruſſe}, and ordered us all Chairs, 
which is the firſt Moor's Houle I ever ſaw 
Chairs in: He talked very chearfully, and 
wiſhed Mr. Kuſſel good Succels, and a 
good Journey; he ſeemed to lament the 
times ſince old Muley IſhmaePs Death; 
he received the Preſent of Cloth that 
was made him with an obliging Air, and 
expreſſed a particular Regard for the Es.

MR. Naſh and Mr. Parker were the 
two firſt Engliſh Merchants, that ſet up 
a Houſe in Tetuan, or in any part of this 
Country, ſubject to the Emperor of Mo- 
rocco; their Story is ſomething remarkable: 
They had before been Merchants in Ja- 
maica, and were coming home to enjoy 
the Fruits of their Commerce, when they 
were unfortunately taken by the Cruiſers 
of this Country, and remained as Captives 
ſome Years ; during which time they 
learned the Language and Trade of this 
Country, and- after they had purchaſed 
their Freedom, they ſet up a Houle in 
Tetuan in the Year that the Engliſh 
quitted Tangier, which Houſe has con- 
tinued ever ſince; and it is ſaid thoſe 
Gentlemen before they left Barbary, got 
better Fortunes in it, than they loſt by 
being taken. 


DURING the time we had Tanger, 
the Moors uſed to trade with the Exgliſb. 
and finding the Advantage of it, they have 
encouraged Trading People ever fince. 
Beſides the Baſhaws and Governors find 
their Advantage in it, not only from the 
Duties, but Preſents they get from the 
Merchants, 2 |

WE walked out to take a more 


cular view of the late Baſhaw's fine 
Houle and Gardens in the Town. 


THE Reader will not expect in Bar. 
bary all the Beauty, Order, and Regy- 
larity of an Italian Palace: But for Situ- 
ation, Proſpect, Room, Coolneſs and Con- 
veniency, with all the Beauties the Moor: 
are capable of giving a Building, it did 
not want. It is ſituated upon a little 
riſing at the farther end of the Town; 
before the Houſe is a handſome Parade, 
and on one fide are two Gardens, divi- 
ded by the Road that leads from the Town 
to the Houſe. 


THE Entrance into the Houſe is by 
a ſort of a Cloiſter, which after two or 
three windings leads into a ſpacious 
with Portico's all round : In the middle of 
the Square is a Marble Fountain of Water 
for Cleanlineſs and Coolneſs; the Pavement 
under the Piazza and the Area are Moſaic 
Work ; on each fide of the Square is one 
large Room, paved with the ſame : In the 
Angles of the Square are 4 Towers which 
run up a conſiderable Height above the 
Building, in two of them are Stair-Caſcs 
that lead to the grand Apartment above; 
in the other two are Doors below _— 
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that lead to a Moſque (which the People 
did not ſpare in their Rage againſt the 
Baſhaw, taying all places were defiled by 
him, and ought to be deſtroyed) the 
Gardens, the Office where he uſed to 
meet his Secretaries to diſpatch buſineſs, 


his Kitchens, Stables, Bagnio's, all com- 


municated with this lower Square. Above 
Stairs are the Apartments where he kept 
his Women, and theſe are very large, 
reaching over all the Offices below: The 
Gallery above Stairs had been railed e 
a Balluſtrade, curiouſly carved and painted, 
and the Sides ſer with painted Tiles: The 
Payement of the Rooms and Gallery is 
the ſame as the Square below. On each 
ſide of the Gallery were large Apart- 
ments for the Baſhaw's four Wives: the 
Chief one conſiſted of five Rooms, one 
large one with a Cupola in the Center of 
four others; thro? them were Doors that 
led to Bagnio's for the Women, and Lodg- 
iog Rooms for the Female Slaves. 


THESE Rooms have no other Light 
than what enters in at the Door of the 
outer Rooms, and yet very often they 
have Curtains before them; and they 
have two Conveniencies in Darkneſs, it 


makes the Rooms cool and keeps out the 


Flies. When they have a mind to let in 
Air, they unfold the Doors which are very 


F 3 large, 
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large, reaching from the Cieling to the 
Floors, and g9 upon Swivels; in Wind 
and Rain they have Wickers : The Doors 
and Cielings of this Houle were very 
lofty; the latter curiouſly caryed and 
painted, but the Doors had been broke 
ro pieces and deſtroyed. Over the Wo- 
mens Apartment is a very fine Terraſs, 
which overlooks the whole Town, Valley, 


River, Plain, and a great way into the 


Sca; and above them in each Turret is 
a Miranda, two Stories high, with Lattices, 
where the Women uſed to work and fee 
all round them without being ſeen. 


IN the Evening the Women walked 
in the Gardens, where the Walks were 
covered with Vines, and an Arch was 
turned under the Road to communicate 
from one Garden to the other: The Walls 
of the Gardens were ſo high it was al- 
moſt impoſſible to overlook them. 


*'TIS very certain, for a Moor, Ba- 
fhaw Hamet had an elegant Taſte in his 
Buildings and Gardens, but then he never 
confidered at whoſe Expence they were 
built, or the Poverty of the People, 
which occaſioned him ſo much Envy and 
io many Enemies: And yet this Houſe 
and Gardens are nothing in compariſon to 
the Houſe and Gardens he was building 


Our 
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out of Town at the poor Peoples ex- 
pence, which was one of the principal 
Reaſons for their riſing up againſt him. 
The Pleaſure of the Grandees in this 
Country, conſiſts in their Horſes, Houſes 
and Women : They are very great Stran- 
gers to the Pleaſures of Society, and too 
jealous one of another to converſe with 


any freedom. 


WE had now been in Tetuan ten Days 
without hearing of any Return from the 
Expreſs that was ſent to Mequine x, or 
the leaſt talk of our Departure; Admiral 
Perez telling us the Expreſs might pro- 
bably be detained by ſome Accidents or 
other in the preſent unſettled Times, ſo 
that as yet we were pretty caly. 


TETUAN is the moſt agreeable 
Town we ſaw in all Barbary and the 
manner of ſpending our time was not diſ- 
agreeable. The People by trading and 
converſing much with the Chriſtians,” are 
every where very courteous and civil ; 
Whenever we walked out either in the 
Town or Fields, we were not mobb'd or 
ſtar d at, as might have been expected. 
There is great plenty of Game about the 
Town, and the Chriſtians may ſhoot 
where they pleaſe; and we did not want 
for Company: for beſides our own Fa- 

F 4 mily 
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mily there were four Exgliſh Gentlemen 
in two Houſes ; and during the time we 
were there, there were never leſs than two 
or three Officers from the Gariſon of Gi. 
braltar. And tho there is no ſuch thing 
as converſing with the Moors Women, we 
had the ſight of them from the Top of 
our Houſe whenever we pleaſed, the 
Moors of this Town not being fo jealous 
of their Women as they are farther in 
the Country. But for the Jews Women, 
who are yery fair, and are by much the 
handſomeſt, there was not a Few's Houſe 
in Town but we might go in and converſe 
with all Freedom, as if we had been at 
home, 


AND here it may not be improper to 
give the Reader ſome general Account how 
we ſpent our Time, for near two Months 
we were forced to ſtay in Tetuan. Ad- 
miral Perez is a great Lover of Tea; fo 
that we had generally his Company to 
Breakfaſt, when he told us all the News 
that was ſtiring, 

AFTER Breakfaſt we generally walk- 
ed on the Tops of our Houſes, for the 
Tops of the Houſes in Tetuan, are more 
frequented by the Women than the Streets, 
and you may walk from Houſe ro Houſe 
all over the Town. The Jews Women, 
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in wboſe Neighbourhood we lived, ſpend 
almoſt their whole time upon che Tops of 
their Houſes z; and we were permitted to 
walk where we pleaſed in their- Quarter, 
within the Rules of Decency and good 
Manners ; and we uſed frequently to give 
and receive Viſits from our Neighbours the 
Engliſh Merchants over the Houſes, which 
was by much the nearer way. 


WHEN we were not inclined to write 
or read, we generally walked out before 
Dinner, and call'd upon our Friends to ſee 
if they were at leiſure to go with us: ſome- 
times walking into one Quarter of the 
Town, ſometimes another. We never 
wanted for Interpreters to inform our Cu- 
rioſity of whatever we had occaſion to 
ask; for beſide Jews ſeveral Moors fre- 
quented our Houſe, that had been in Es- 
mp with their late Embaſſador, and who 
poke tolerable Engliſh, and would gene- 
rally accompany us in our Walks. Ar 
Dinner 1 1 dined alone, either di- 
ning abroad. or having Company with us: 
Aſter Dinner we played at Cards, or vi- 
ſited the Fews until it was time to walk 
again; in the Evenings when the Cows 
were brought home, we very often uſed 
to ſend a Servant for a Bottle of Wine and 
Sugar, and fo have a Sillabub at a Dairy- 
© houſe, juſt out of Town. After Supper,

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as generally all the Exgliſb were toge- 
ther, and as Admiral Perez, who lived 
pretty much with us, delighted in Ombre,

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OCTOBER the 1ſt, we walked out oaober 1. 
to ſee the Caſtle which commands the- 
Town; tis an old plain Building, conſiſti 
of two Squares, the outer Square is flank 
with ſour Towers, the inner Square is 
pretty high, and commands the reſt : it is 
mounted with ſeveral Pieces of Ordnance, 
but as they did not care to let us ſee the 

S inſide, I cannot tell exactly the Number. 
The Walls are very flight, and no way 
capable of reſiſting a Battery: In times of 
Alarm they gariſon it with 500 Men, at 
other times keep an ordinary Guard. 
This Caſtle is commanded by Hills above 
it, ſo that it could not be capable of reſiſt- 


ing a regular Enemy. 


AS we came down from the Caſtle, 
we caſt our Eyes upon the Tombs or Mo- 
numents which the Moors build oyer the 
Dead, and hold in great Veneration, count- 
ing the Ground holy where they lye : 
This burying Place is very conſpicuous, 
being aboye the Town on the caſt ſide of 
the Caſtle; and by reaſon of the man 
Cupola's, and Pyramids, the better fort of 
People have over their Graves, at a di- 
ſtance it looks like a Town of it ſelf, The 
Moors viſit the Tombs of their Anceſtors 
with great Veneration, and no 7e is pef* 
mitted to go near them; and tis thought

a very great Favour if they permit a Chri- 


ſian Embaſſador to viſit them. For our

we did not ſee any thing worth the 
while to ask this as a Fayour. The com- 
mon People are contented with a Stone at 
their Head, and another at their Feer, as 
with us in England. 


SEPTEMBER the 27th, we rode 
out to ſee the Sutamer-houle and Gardens of 
the late Ba/haw; they are ſituated in a 
delightful Valley, under the Mountains on 
the other fide the River, about two Miles 
ſtom Tetuan. Here the Baſhaw uſed to 
indulge himſelf during the greateſt Heats 


of the Summer; and ſo fond was he of 


this Place, that he would not be ſeen ſome- 


times for a Week together: The Canal 
and Houſe were not quite finiſhed, when 
he was obliged to leave it to the Fury of 
4 People, who, deſtroyed every 

thing they were capable of. This rural 
Seat conſiſts of two large Squares; (for 
the Moors by reaſon of the Coolneſs, aud 
Conveniency of not being over-look'd, 
never build in any other Shape) it is not a 
regular Houſe, for the Lodging Rooms 
were but ſmall and in the Angles: the 
Sides of the Square were Galleries ſupport . 
ed with Pillars, which made it cool and 
ſhady to walk underneath during the Heat 
of the Day; and in the Evening it wa 
airy i 


the incenſe 
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airy and pleaſant over head. In the middle 
of the outer Square was a Fountain, as is 
common to all the Mooriſbh Buildings, and 
the Pavement of the whole was with 
Dutch Tiles: The inner Square was much 
larger than the outer, and you deſcended 
ſome Steps to enter into it ; the inner 
part of 2 was a Parterre, curiouſly 
wrought contrived by Art; in the 
Centet was a Circular Baſon of light Points 
or Angles, with a Fountain that played 
ſome height; this Baſon was near four Foot 
_ made for the Baſhaw's Women to 
ba 


themſelves in: The Baſon was in- 


clos'd in a Square, in the Angles of which, 
before _ were deſtroy'd, were Orange 
Trees; the inner Square was incloſed in a 
, and the w joined together by 
Paths three Foot broad, that joined the 
Angles and Sides together : the whole 
was raiſed from the Baſis about 4 Foot. 
the Sides and Top covered with ſmall 
painted Tiles not 2 Inches ſquare : the In- 
tervals, or Hollows in the Angles, were 
filled up with Earth, and ſet with Orange- 
Trees, Lemons, Citrons, Cc. and the 
Angles of the raiſed Work with Flower- 
Pots; from the Sides of the Square were 
4 Ways oppoſite to each other, to deſcend 
to the Fountain by Steps ; and fronting the 
Steps were 4 Alcoves, where the Baſhew 
us d to fit and ſee his Women bathe them-

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turn over 
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ſelves. Fronting the outer Square the 
Baſhaw had built a Banqueting- houſe, 
about 50 Foot high; above Stairs was a 
Balcony that went all round, and Arches 
turned from the Angles of the Balcony to 
ſupport the Superſtructure that you could 
na under ; the Room aboye Stairs, with- 
in ſide, was large and lofty ; the Cieling 
curiouſly carved, painted, and the Top 
in the Shape of a Dome; above 20 People 
might be entertained in this Banqueting. 
houſe : It was made to look into a Canal 
6 Foot deep ; the Bottom and Sides terra- 
ſed, and of a prodigious length and breadth: 
This Canal was to be walled in, and he in- 
tended to have Boats upon it for his Women 
to fiſh and row about in; from whence they 
could not be ſeen but by himſelf in his 
Banqueting · houſe. 


THE Garden was behind both Squares 
and very large; the Walks had been very 
regular and 1 with Vines, which they 

their Walks to keep out the 
Sun: they firſt fix a Frame the length and 
breadth they intend the Walk ſhall be of, 
and then plant their Vines on each fide. 
On one fide of the Garden had been a 
Wilderneſs of all manner of Trees, ſuch as 
Oranges, Lemons, Figs, Pomegranats, 
Almonds, Dates, Tamarinds, Cheſnuts, 
Quinces, Sc. but at the time we ſaw 2 
they 
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they were all cut down, and the Hedges 
and Walks burned. In theſe hot Countries 
theſe Wilderneſſes are more pleaſant than 
our Works of greater Art: In the midſt of 
the Wilderneſs had been two Bowers; and 
cloſe behind the Garden ran the River, 
which added to the Pleaſure of the 
Place. 


I SHO ULD not have been fo parti- 
cular in the Deſcription of Baſhaw Hamet's 
Houſes and Gardens, but that he is, by 
much, the politeſt Man in all the Country: 
he was born in the Power he lives in now ; 
his Father having been Viceroy or Gover- 
nor of all this Province before him, and 
he ever ſince his Father's Death; and is 
likely to be ſo again: for tis thought the 
Tetuanners will not be able to keep him 
out long, he having ſubdued all their 
Allies in the Mountains. Beſides, it is 
poſſible the Reader might not expect to 
meet with ſo much Elegance in this wild 


part of Barbary. 
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SEPTEMBER the 28th, Mr.sSepr. 28. 


Ruſſel made a Viſit to the Algerine Em- 
baſſador, who arrived the Night before in 
a French Tartan. His Errand was to de- 
mand ſatisfaction for a rich Prize of theirs, 
which had been forced aſhore by a Storm, 
and plunder'd by the Subjects of the Em- 


peror 
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peror of Morocco. He had in his Com- 
pany, the Governor of Jailee, Monino, 
who had been ſeat Embaſſador from the 
preſent Emperor of Morocto to the State 
of Algier, to notify Muley Iſbmacls 
Death, and the preſent Emperor's Acceſ- 
ſion to the Throne: the Morocco Embaſ- 
ſador was likewiſe ſent to the State of 
Algier, to try if any Aſſiſtance might be 
expected from thence, againſt Maley Ab- 
delmeleck, and to try which way they 
ſeemed affected. 


THE Algerines offered their Media- 
tions hy the way of a Partition between 
both the Brothers, which was moſt agree- 
able to their Intereſt ; but this was not 
accepted of, However, their Embaſſador 
was very much careſſed at Court, lodged 
in the firſt Miniſter's Houſe, and had full 
Satisfaction given him in Money, for the 
Ship that was caſt aſhore and plunder'd; 
and was ſent back loaded with Preſents for 
the Regency of Algier: the Court of 
Mequine x dreading nothing mote than to 
have a Quarrel with the A/zerines at this 
time. 


THE Algerine Embaſſador received 
Mr. Ruſſel in a very obliging manner, and 
promiſed to return the Viſit in caſe he did 
not ſet out the next Day. He ſeemed - 
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be a well-looking grave Perſon, about 50: 
He had in his Retinue a Dwarf in great 
eſteem, only, as I ſuppoſe, for the Singu- 
laritꝶ of his Perſon ; yet the Embaſſador 
and his Attendants uſed to hearken to 
what he ſaid as . Prophecies, and behave 
themſelves popes ; the Moors ha- 
ving a very extraordinary Opinion of an 

thing out of the common Road of Nature.

Lucas, Chief over all the Cuſtoms in Te- 
tuan, and the Perſon whom I gave ſo large 
a Character of, ſent a Compliment to 
Mr. Ruſſe} to let him know, that altho he 
was unable to wait on him himſelf, he de- 
ſired he would accept of a Dinner at his 
Garden, about 2 Miles out of Town. He 
ſent two of his Sons with this Compliment, 
and at the ſame time they defired Mr. 
Ruſſel would invite all the Chriſtians in 
own. 


OCTOBER the 1ſt, the Company oascber d, 


having been invited the Night before, and 
Horſes being brought in the Morning from 
the Baſhaw, we ſet out, accompanied by 
Admiral Perez, and ſeveral of the chief 
Moors of the Town. The Chriſtians were, 
beſides Mr. Ruſſel's Family, the French 
Conſul, Mr. Alexander a Greek Mer- 
chant, Mr, French, a Merchant from 
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Cadiz ; Captain Fountain, Captain * 
bell, Conful Hatfield, Mr. 1 5 
Butler, Mr. Ryadon, N erchants. 

fter a very pleaſant but ſhort Ride we 
came to the Garden, where we found great 
Preperations making for our Entertain. 
ment: The Moors upon theſe Occaſions 
find plenty of every thing but Drink;

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Inclination among the Moors to pleaſe us; 
we let them ſee we were not behind ha 
with them, but ſhewed a thorow Satiſ⸗ 
faction in every thing they did. 


WE dined under a large Tree, and had 
great plenty of Fleſh, Fiſh and Fowl ; ſome 
dreſſed after the Engliſh manner, and ſome 
after the Mooriſh, with excellent Cuſcucu : 
The Mooriſh Gentlemen as they do not uſe 
Knives, Forks or Plates, dined by themſelves 
Js in a little Gallery in ſight ofus. The Moors 
have not found out ſo many Wants as we 
have ; for when their Diſhes are ſerved up, 
they all waſh their Hands, then tuck up 
their Sleeves, and every Man puts his 
Hand in the Diſh and takes up as much in 
his Hand as he intends to put in his Mouth*. 
Their Meat whether boiPd or roaſted, is 
done fo much, they can pull it to pieces 
Wy without any trouble; but their beloved 
Diſh is Cuſcucu, which is fine Flower, 
4 joined like Hemp-ſeed, and ſtewed over 
= rowls, Mutton, Roots, Sc. When tis 
enough, they put the Flower thus grained 
into a large Diſh, leaving a Hollow in the 
middle, into which they put the Meat and 
Noots, and then they pout the Broth all 
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= * N.B. The Moors before they eat lift up their Eyes to 
= Heaven and ſay, In the Name of God; and when they 
Wy hive done, Thank God. 
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round it ; this Diſh is generally very high 
ſeaſoned with Garlick, Onions, Spices, &c. 
and they garniſh it with the Yolks of hard 
Eggs ; fo the whole makes a very nouriſh. 
ing Food, and withal very heating, that 
what they want in drinking Wine, and o- 
ther ſtrong Liquors, they make up in Spices, 
Sc. Our Deſert conſiſted of the Fruits 
of the Country, ſuch as Oranges, Grapes,

good, both Water and Musk. After we 


ad dined it was pleaſant to ſee how the 


Muſick and common Moors laid about 
them; every Man ſhovelling into his

THE Mooriſp Gentlemen hapned to 
be all Moro Finos, that is, Men of th 
Law; and this is very rare among 
many: Yet they drank our Healths is 
Water, that of the Sultan's Baſhaw, & 
not forgetting the Gentleman who mad: 
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BETWIXT whiles we rambled about 
the Garden, which abounded with every 
thing that was pleaſant and uſeful, being 
a Mixture of a Kitchen Garden, Frait- 
Garden, and a Flower-Clole ; behind the 
Garden ran a River, with a Door to de» 
ſcend unto it. . 
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_ HIGHLY pleaſed with the Place, as 
well as our Entertainment, in the Even- 
ing we returned home, full of all that 
frolicklome Mirth which attends the 
Bottle, galloping and ſcampering after 
the Moori/ſþ manner; every Man with a 
long Reed in his Hand, inſtead of a 
Lance, with which we attacked each 
other. 


THE next Morning his Excellency Otober:; 
the Baſhaw lent word to Mr. Ruſſe} by 
Admiral Perez, that at 4 in the After- 
noon he intended Mr. Ruſſel a Viſit ; and 

WF accordingly came without Company, at- 
ended only by his own Servants. 


WHENEVER a Baſhaw goes out 
in his own Government, he has always a 
Sword carried before him. 


THE Baſhaw drank Tea with Mr. 
Ruſſel, and told him he was now prepa- 
| G 3 ring 
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ring every thing for his Journey, which 
had been retarded by reaſon Baſhaw Ha- 
met had render'd the Roads unſafe : But in 
reality the Reaſon for deterring it, was 
expecting Muley Abdelmelecł was march- 
ing to Mequine x, according to the Re. 
ports every Day ſpread. 


THE Baſhhaw acquainted Mr. Ruſſe] 
he had taken care he ſhould be well ac- 
commodated upon the Road, and that he 
had wrote to his Relations at New Fez 
to come and meet him, and lodge him in 
his own Houſe, which ſhould be at his 
Service during his Stay there ; and that 
he had alſo wrote to his Brother at Mequi- 
ne ⁊, to the ſame Effect 


THE N the Baſhaw deſired he might 


{ce the Preſents deſigned for the Emperor, 
which Mr. Ruſſel readily complyed with, 
becauſe it had been cuſtomary,

THE Baſhaw ſeemed very much plea- 
ſed with the Preſents, and aſſured Mr. 
Ruſſel he would be very welcome at 
Court. . 


JUST as the Baſba was going out 
of our Doors, he was met by a Moor, 
who with many obſequious Cringes put 
a large Bag of Money in his Han The 
Bahes took the Bag with a ſmiling Coun- 
tenance, and the Perſon followed him at a 
diſtance. It was not known who the Moor 
was, or what he gave the Money for, but 
it was ſuppoſed it was to buy his Pardon on 
G 4 ſomg 
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ſome Account or other; for Money does 
all things in this Government, nor is there 
any Crime it will not excuſe. 


CAPTAIN Fountain (who was re- 
commended by my Lord Portmore to the 
Baſhiw, as a Gentleman employed upon 
the King of England's Account, to furniſh 
Faſcines, Pickets, Gabions, or whatever 
the Gariſon of Gibraltar ſhould have oc- 
caſion for from Tetuan) came to acquaint 
Mr. Ruſſel that he mer with ſeveral Delays 
and Obſtructions of different kinds, occa- 
ſioned, as he believed, by one Mordecai a 
Jeu, who had been concerned in the for- 
mer Contract; and that out of Envy be- 
cauſe he was not employed in the preſent 
Contract, he had put the People of the 
Town upon new and extravagant Preten- 
ces, ſuch as before they never thought on, 
©1S. that each of the King's Tranſports 
ſhould be obliged to pay 2 Barrels of Pow- 
der, and that in call more Faſcines were 
wanted, the Town expected 1000 Ducats*, 
as a Preſent, Captain Fountain there- 
fore deſired Mr. Ruſſel would join with 
him, in mpeg to the Baſhaw how 
unjuſt, how unreaſonable, and unfriendly 
their Demands were at a time when they 


—— 
* N. B. 4 Ducats make a Moidore, 
| v took 
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took ſo much Money from Gibraltar, 
and when the Admiral had but juſt be- 
fore made them a Preſent of Powder. 


MR. Ruſſel therefore ſent a Meſſage to 
the Baſhaw, acquainting him he had ſome- 
thing to ſay to him which regarded the 
Iatereſt of the King his Maſter. The 
Baſhaw ſent for Anſwer, that to ayoid 
Ceremony he would meet at four a- 
Clock in the Great Houſe of the late 
Baſhaw. 


ACCORDINGLY at 4 a Clock Mr. 
Ruſſel, accompanied by Captain Fountain, 
Captain Campbell. &c. went to the Ba- 
ſhaw's Great Houſe : As they entred the 
great Door, the Moors of the Country 
were bringing before the Baſhaw a De- 
ſerter from Ceuta; he proved a French 
Man, an handſome young Fellow, and 
ſeemed to be much confounded at our 
Sight. We ask'd him ſome Queſtions, to 
which he gave ſeyeral very confuſed An- 
ſwers: He was taken aſide, till Mr. 
Ruſſel and Captain Fountain had acquaint- 
ed the Baſhaw with their Buſineſs. Mr. 
Ruſſel then acquainted the Baſhaw that 
the Tranſports were not Merchants Ships 
employed in Trade, but that they were 
employed by the King to furniſh 9 

f The wit 
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with Faſcines, which were for the Defence 
of the Place, and got Goods for Trade 
ſubject ro Duty. Beſides that, Ships em- 

loyed by the King never paid Duties or 
Port Charges of any kind; ſo this Affair 
was dropped, and the Baſhaw ſeemed to 
be aſhamed of it. 


CAPTAIN Fountain then urged, 
that it was owing to the Miſmanagement 
of the Jeus in the late Contract for the 
Faſcines, Sc. that had occaſion'd my Lord 
Portmore's ſending him over to fee that 
Juſtice and Expedition might be uſed i 
for the future; and therefore he begg'd 
the Baſhaw would interpoſe his Authority 
to further thoſe Ends. : 


AND that for the future, he deſired the 
Baſhaw would be ſo good as to appoint MW 
ſome Perſon to treat with him for ſuch 
things the Gariſon might ſtand in need of. 
that he might be at a Certainty. As for 
the Jeus putting the People upon asking 
a Preſent, it was ſo unreaſonable, that his 
Excellency might eaſily ſee from whence IM 
it came, and urged that no People ever did 
more than pay for what they had, which 
we had always done, and even before-hand; iſ 
which was the Reaſon the laſt Contract 
was not ware os with as it ought to be: 
So that the Affair of the Preſent was allo 

dropped. 
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dropped. To the reſt the Baſhaw an- 
ſwered, that the former Contract was made 
before he came to the Government, in 
times of Confuſion, therefore he was not 
anſwerable for it ; that for the future he 
would appoint ſome Perſon to treat with 
him, and that he ſhould meer with all the 
Juſtice and Diſpatch he required ; and as 
Captain Fountain intended for Gibraltar 

very ſoon, the Baſhaw deſired him to 
2 his Service to my Lord Portmore, 

and aſſure him of all things on his part 

for the Service of Gibraltar. At takin 
Leave, the Baſhaw's Brother defired 
Captain Fountain upon his Return, which 

was to be very ſoon, to bring him a 

Pair of Engliſh Piſtols from Gibraltar, 
which he promiſed. I mention this Trifle 
purely that the Reader may ſee the Moors 
never omit the leaſt Opportunity of beg- 
ging ſomething or other for themſelves, 


as we found upon a hundred other Occa- 
ſions. 


OCTOBER the third, in the Morn- 0&eber 3. 
ing while Mr. Ruſſel was abroad, one of 
the King's Negro Eunuchs, lately come 
from Mequinez, came to our Houſe, and 
inquired for the Eng/h Embaſſador ; 
Admiral Perez happened to be in the Houſe, 
and told him the Embaſſador was gone 
out. He ſeated himſelf down, and called 


for 
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for Tea, as inſolently as if he had been at 
home. Perez ſeemed to pay the Eunuch 
a great deal of Reſpect, and as I happened 
to be at home, I defired Perez to ſtay, 
and asked him what I ſhould do with him; 
Admiral Perez deſired he might have Tea 
made him, and a good Look-out might 
be kept, leſt he and his Attendants 
ſhould take any thing that did not belong 
to them. I ordered ſome Tea to be made, 
and Admiral Perez and I drank fome with 


him. He told Perez he was ſent by the 
King for Mr. Ruſſe}, and that his Majeſty 
was. angry with the Ba/haw for detaining 


Mr. Ruſſel ſo long. He gave himſelf pro- 


digious infolent Airs, like a Perſon of | | 
aſſured Authority, and as one ſent from 


ſuch a Maſter as he came from. He filled 
about the Tea himſelf, and gave Cups to 
all his Servants, which were ſeven or eight; 
filling the Cups full of Sugar, until at laſt 
we would give him no more. After Tea 


he called for Syder, and drank ſeveral i 
Bottles. | 


A LL this time he romanced in a pro- 
digious manner; ſaying, when I asked 


him by an Interpreter concerning the 


Emperor's Health and Perſon, that the 
Emperor was ſo handſome when onelooked 
on him, there was no taking one's Eyes 
off. He ſaid the Emperor's Troops were 

no 
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no more to be numbred than the Sands of 
the Sea: He extremely magnified Maulęy 
Abdelmelects Loſs. Admiral Perez like- 
wiſe asked him after ſeveral Alcaides and 
Perſons abour the Court, to which he gave 
juſt ſuch Anſwers as he thought proper, 
without having the leaſt Regard to Truth. 
When he went away he was for pocket- 
ing the Remainder of a Pound of Tea; 
but as his Behaviour was become ſo trou- 
bleſome, I did not treat him with the Ci- 
vility I intended, and took it away from 
him, This Eunuch was young, very 
ſmooth-faced and luſty, extraordi 
well dreſſed, and well attended; his Ha- 
bit no way inferior to the Baſhaw's. 
They are made uſe of as State Meſſengers 
from the Emperor to the Governors of 
Provinces, Sc. who careſs them and 
make them large Preſents, for fear of their 
miſrepreſenting them at Court: Beſides, 
moſt of the Preſents that are made by the 
Governors to the Emperor's Women, go 
thro' their Hands, and all other Corre- 
ſpondence with them; ſo that they. as 
often come out upon the Women's Bu- 
ſineſs as the Emperor's, which gives them 
great Authority, and for want of a better 
Correſpondence with the World, makes 
them ſo intolerably inſolent. 
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IN the Afternoon we all took leave 
of Captain Fountain and Captain Camp- 
bell, who were going for Gibraltar, 
the Wind ay fair: I accompanied 
them to the Water-fide, heartily con. 
cerned for loſing ſo conſiderable a part 
of dur Company. 


we walked out in 
the Fields as uſual : but this Eveni 
we were overtook by ſeveral Mooriſh 
Women, who looking about and ſee- 
ing tio Moors near them, ſeemed very 
free; they pulled off their Veils, ot 
rather Clothes, which cover their Fa. 
ces; they laughed, they chattered to 
us, and even walked up and joſtled 
us, in a wanton Mirth; we happened 
to have no Int 
only ſmiled and ſeemed pleaſed with 
what they did. Mr. Hatfield faid, 
he believed them Ladies of Pleaſure, 
of which Barbary does not want its 
Share, as may be ſeen by ſeveral 
Objects in the Streets; there 

more People in Tetuan without No- 
ſes, than ever I ſaw in any other 
Town of that Bigneſs.

and ſeveral Grandees of the Court, juſt 
arrived from Mequines, came to viſit Mr. 
Ruſſel. It was ſaid that Ai Ben Atta 
was the King's own Uncle by the Mo- 
ther's fide. They made the ſame Com- 
pliments to Mr. Riſe! as the Eunuch had 
done; who now accompanied them, by 
faying how acceptable Mr. Rifſe/s co- 
ming to Court would be to the Empe- 
ror ; how great a Friend the Emperor 
was to the Enghiſh ; and that if the wy 
had a thouſand Engliſh, he would givi 
him them all. ; 


T HEY pretended their Buſineſs from 
Court was to make a Peace between 
Baſhaw Hamet of Tangier, and the Te. 
tuanners but in reality they were the 
Friends of Baſhaw Hamet, and both they 
and the Eunuch were ſent by him as 
Spies, under the Pretence of mediating 4 
Peace; for in fat the Court was all 

along in Baſhaw Hamet's Intereſt, and 
intirely partial to him. And tho the Court 
did ſend them another Buſhaw, it was 
thought to be out of Neceſſity, and not 
of Choice ; and that he was rather a Spy 
upon them than any thing elſe, and there 
fore the Town was always jealous of him. 


THE

THE Inhabitants having been under Oftoberj. 
Arms all Night at their Breaſt-work, and 
the Enemy being very ncar, Mr. Butler, 
Mr. Bofuile, Mr. Welch, Mr. Ryadon 
Merchants, and my ſelf, walked out about 
10 in the Morning, to ſee what Diſpo- 

& ſition the Inhabitants had made for their 
Defence, and likewiſe to take a View of 
the Enemy's Camp. We found the Breaſt- 
work well manned ; the Inhabitants com- 
pletely armed with Muſquet, Cartouch- 
Box, Piſtol and Cimetar, and under no 
manner of Apprehenſion ; believing the 
Horſe in which conſiſted Baſ/haw Hamet's 
Ptrength, could not come to attack them, 
and therefore ſeemed very much to de- 

piſe the Enemy. Reports made the 

Enemy ſometimes more, ſometimes leſs, 
from 7000 to 10: but the chief Strength 
Jof the Baſbaw conſiſted in 800 Horle, 
whereas the Town had not above a hun- 
gdred. And Horſe in this Country are fo 
Wtcrrible to Foot, that 50 Foot will fly

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from 50 Horſe, in a Place where the Horſe 
can come to attack them ; becauſe the 
Foot have no Diſcipline or Order to pre- 
vent the Horſe from breaking in upon 
them. | 


T O encourage the Townſmen, Ba- 
ſhaw Busfra was on Horſe- back. his two 
Brothers, his Secretary and Servants, to 
the Number of about 3o, riding up and 
down, encouraging the Inhabitants : We 
walked up to him, and lent him our Glaſs, 
to'take a nearer View of the Enemy, and 
then we took leave and returned home. We 
had not been an Hour at home, but we heard 
ſeveral great Guns and ſome ſmall Arms fi. 
red; when going to the Top of the Houle to 
ſee what was the matter, we heard no- 
thing but dreadful Cries, and People fly- 
ing over the Tops of the Houſes : We 
could not imagine what was the matter, 
leaving all quier bur juſt before. 


WHEN preſently Admiral Perez and 
his Servant came running over the Hou- 
ſes, begging for God's ſake we would 
open the Door and let them in : The 
Admiral was ſo faint we put him to bed, 
and had much a-do to keep him from 
fainting, with all the Cordial Drops our 
Doctor could give him. When he came 
a little to himſelf, he told us the Town 
| was 
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was taken, Baſhaw Busfra killed, and 
Baſhaw Hamet in poſſeſſion of the Town; 
and that he himſelf eſcaped by leaping 
a Wall, being purſued by ſeveral Peo- 
le, He ſaid the Tnhabitanrs were almoſt 
all killed, and his Fears had ſo multiplied 
things he ſcarce knew what he ſaid. The 
Town was in ſuch a Conſternation that all 
the Chriſtians came to our Houſe, and 
brought their Books, Money, and beſt of 
their Effects: and the Top of our Houſe 
was immediately filled with Women, e- 
very one believing if any Houſe in Town 
was fafe, it would be ours; not only on 
account of Mr, Ruſſe/s being there, but 
alſo becauſe it behoved the Baſhaw to 
ſecure the King's Preſent, - which was in 
our Houſe. Another of Perez's Seryants 
was ſhot in the Arm, at the Top of the 
Houſes, as he was eſcaping to our Houle : 
Our Cook alſo came home ſhot thro' the 
Cheek, and wounded in ſeveral Places. 
Cedi Ali, who was Aboggly's Companion 
in England, and our Caterer, was lain : 
TheFight laſted in the Town, and upon the 
Tops of the Houſes, above three Hours, 
before rhe Refeens were drove out of 
Town. It was ſome Days before we could 
intirely depend upon the Particulars of 
the Action, ſo much did People's Accounts 
. The Town endeavouring to con- 
ceal their Loſs, and magnify that of Ba- 
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ſhaw Hamet, But one thing they could 
not conceal from us, which was, that 
moſt of the principal Men in Town, 
who were of our Acquaintance, were 
among the Slain. Of Haage Lucas's two 
Sons, who made us the Entertainment in 
the Garden of their Father, the one was 
killed out- right; he was one of the come. 
lieſt Moors I ever ſaw, and was to have. * 
gone Embaſſador to England in the room. 
of Aboggly: The other Son that dined 2 
with us that Day, and is his Father's De . . 
uty in the Cuſtoms, was left among the f 
cad, being cut to the Skull in ſeveral 9 
Places; but he lived to recover. Sever P 
others whom we were acquainted with, 
ſhared the like Fate; and had not Baſbar f the 
Hamet's People left a certain Victory fat fro 
Plunder, the Town had been entirely ther 
own, ſo great was the firſt Conſternatin of 
among the People,

On Saturday laſt, about Noon, while

* muſing themſelves by looking upon Ba- 
8 haw Hamet's Camp, they were ſur- 

per on a ſudden, at the fight of a 
large Party of Horſe, which had got 
upon the Hill above the Town, and 
were coming down betwixt the Town 
and the Breaſt-work, by which means 
they would have cut off the Inhabitants 
from the Town. As ſoon as a Signal 
was made from Baſhaw Hamet's Party 
of Horſe upon the Hill, his whole Camp 
was in Motion ; one Party marched di- 
realy to the Breaſt-work, another Party 
appeared on the other ſide the River be- 
low the Town. 


* THE Inhabitants had made no Diſ- 
poſition to fight the Enemy, but the 
very way they expected them to come; 
and never offered to make a Front againſt 


Hill, which they might have done, and 
picked them all off; by reaſon the 
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© Hill was fo ſteep they were obliged to 
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ride very flow : but the novelty of the 


thing was ſo great a Surprize, that ever 
one quitted the Breaſt-work, and mak: 
for the Town, without giving one Fire. 
This gave the Refeens an Opportunity 
to enter on all ſides, and the Horle o- 
vertaking the Gentlemen who were hea- 


vier armed, and not fo light of Foot as 
the common People, the Slaughter fell 


moſt among them. Baſhaw Busfra 
was one of the firſt who rode off, with 
his Brothers and Servants, and has not 
yet been heard of. Baſhaw Hamet's 
People entred the Town pell-mell with 
the Inhabitants, and drove all before 
them, till they came to the Caſtel. 
aria, a {mall Square about the middle 
of the Town, where the Mercers and 
chief Shop-keepers have their Shops. 
In this Confuſion the Rabble, covetous 
of Plunder, diſpers'd themſelves, and 
every man fell to breaking open Houſes, 
and this ſaved the Town; for the Inbha- 
bitants by this means had leiſure to get 
to the Tops of their Houſes, and with 
very little danger to themſelves, killed 
Baſhaw Hamet's People as they were 
carrying off their Plunder: and finding 
no conſiderable Party to make head 
againſt them, drove them all out of

Town, giving 
ſide, to ſuch as fell into their Hands. 


« BASHAW Hamet having ſeen his 
people enter the Town, thought all 


Party at the ſame time to attack the 
« Caſtle above the Town: This was done 
« with ſo much Reſolution that they plant- 
ed their Colours under the very Walls 
of the Caſtle, and kept ſuch a Fire the 
People in the Caſtle could not ſhow their 
Heads. We ſaw this whole Action from 
* the Top of our Houſe, and every Shot 
that was fired: Baſhaw Hamet's Bro- 
ther, and ſome of his Horſe, rode u 

* ſuch a Precipice as one would think im- 
* poſſible, to encourage their Men; but 
* for want of Scaling Ladders, or Cannon 
* to make a Breach, they were obliged to 
* draw off, and ſuffered pretty much in 
their Retreat. | 


*BASHAW Hamet was ſo enraged at 
this Diſappointment, that he burnt all 
* the Plunder he found in his Camp, and 
* puniſhed ſeveral of his People. 


*THIS occaſioned fo great a Diſorder 
* in his Camp, that they forgot ro make 
* uſe of the only Means which was itil! 
* left in their Hands, to take the Town ;

thinking of them, until it was too late. 
So that in the Night the Inhabitants took 
Courage, went out, and drew the Cannon 
into the Town; ſince that the Townſ- 
men have barricaded each Avenue and 
Street, and planted Cannon loaded with 
Partridge Shot, and keep Guard on the 
Tops of their Houſes ; in which lies 
the Strength of the Town. 


* YOU cannot form, Sir, a Notion 
deſpicable enough of theſe People in 
point of Soldiery. Both the Baſhaur 
took care of themſelyes; the Baſbau 
of Tangier never came into Danger him- 
ſelf, but kept upon a neighbouring Hill; 
which was the principal and only Res. 
ſon his Affairs went fo ill in Town. 


„ADMIRAL Perez, who armed

AS ſoon as Baſhaw Hamet was march. 


ed off, and the Streets were opened, we i 


walked out, with ſome chief Moors of the 
Town, to ſee what Damage had been done, 
and faw above 500 Shops and Houle 
which had been broke open, ſo that many 
of the principal Shop-keepers were ruined: 
They led us to the Inn where the Baſhau's 
People broke in upon the laſt Attack; 
there we ſaw the Bodies lie in a very 
mangled Condition, and the Townſmen 
would not ſuffer them to be buried, that 
their Children might ſee the Sight and re- 
member the Quarrel : and they taught 
their Children in the Street to call Baſbau 
FHlamet, and the Refeens, all the opprobrious 
Names they could invent, After this _ 

| they 
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they led us out of Town, between the 
Town and the Lines, where we ſaw great 
Numbers of dead Bodies, which they 
would not ſuffer to be buried likewiſe, but 
flung them into a Field, out of the Road, 
and ſuffered the Dogs to feed upon them 
until they had devour d them, to the great 
Scandal of Human Nature ; and above a 
Week after, as we walked the ſame way, 
we ſaw Dogs feeding upon the fame 
Bodies. 


AND notwithſtanding all the A 
ments we could uſe with Admiral Perez, 
who was choſe one of the Governors of 
the Town after the Baſ/haw run away, 
we could not preyail on him to get thoſe 
Carcaſes buried; tho we repreſented to 
him it might make the Dogs run mad, or 
occaſion a Plague. 7 


SEVERAL poor Creatures of the 
Baſhaw's Party were taken in Town, ſe- 
veral Days after the Action, in Holes 
where they had hid themſelves, thinking to 
find an Opportunity to eſcape ; but they 
were no ſooner ſeized, but their Necks were 
chopped backwards, and not quite cut 
off; which is among them counted a 


contemptible way of cutting a Man's 
Throa: F * 
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ONE poor Man was taken that had 
not eat for ſome Days; they carried him 
to Priſon in order to give him Victuals, 
that his Pain might be the greater when 
they ſhould kill him : and Admiral Perez 
dining with us that Day, and telling us the 
Story at Dinner, we ask'd him what they 
would do with the poor Man whom they 
had thus taken in cold Blood; he an{wer'd, 
Kill him to Morrow, I believe, kill hin 
to Morrow But upon repreſenting how 
barbarous and cruel this was in cool Blood, 
and if it was to be his own Caſe how 
hard he would think it, and that beſides 
if Baſbau Hamet ſhould hear thele things, 
and pet any of them into his Power, what 
they expect; we reaſoned the 
Caſe ſo long with Perez, he was 4. 
ſhamed of it, and promiſed to interceed 
= his Brother Governors: ſo as a Com- 

iment to Mr. Ruſſe}, and his Inter- 
ceſſion, they ſaid they — Fob Life. 


DURING Baſhaw Busfra's Abſence, 
every one claimed a Share in the Govern- 
ment; ſo that there was very little Order 
in Town, or Reſpect to Perſons. In this 
Interregnum two of the moſt impudent of 
the Divan, as they called - themſelves, 
came to Mr. Ruſſel who then was at Con- 
ful Hat ſield's Houſe, where we dined ;

reſt : They firſt applied themſelves to 
Conſul Hat feld, to know if he could fur- 
niſh the Town with any Powder *; he told 
them it was not in his Power ; n which 
they applied to Mr. Nuſſel, deſiring he 
would undertake to write to the.

AFTER we came home at Night, 
while we were at Cards, an Accident >" 
pened which very much ſurprized us all: 
Mr. Ruſſel had hired a Mooriſh Cook, who 
= was a very good one, and had always 
been bred up with the Chriſtians ; we had 
another Servant in the Houſe, a Few - 
the Servants, Moors, Fews, and Chriſti 
ans, were all at play together in a little 
Room they us'd to eat in, when on a 
ſudden we heard a dreadful Scream of 
Murder, and Fong the Few came run- 

ning in, with a ghaſtly Countenance, and 
a Stream of Blood running from him ; he 
fell down and fainted away, ſo we imagi- 
ned he was killed, 


= BEFORE we could get out to know 
what was the Matter, the Cook, who had 
ſtabbed him, was fled over our Houſe and 
gone. With much Difficulty our Doctor 
Witopped the Blood and recovered him out 
Jof his Fir, but put him to bed that Night 
vithout any hopes of his Recovery : there 
vas no probing the Wound that Night, for 
he would have bled to death.

TH E fame Day arrived an Expreſs from 
old Fez, giving an Account that a Quarrel 
had aroſe between new Fes and old; and 
that the Inhabitants of the former had killed 
great Numbers of the Ludyres, who are 
rermed the King's Relations, and are pla- 
ced in new F#2z as a fort of Gariſon or 
Citadel over old Fez ; which City has 
eyer been a ſtruggling with their Princes 
for Liberty. We could perceive this to 
cauſe a ſecret Joy in the Countenances of all 
the People in the Town, who really wiſh'd 
for a Change of Government as well as 
the People of Fez. | 


next Day an Expreſs arrived from Mequi- 
nez, to Baſhaw Busfra, acquainting him 
that the Emperor was pleaſed to appoint 
Baſhaw Hamet Baſhaw of Tetuan, and all 
the Towns and Country he formerly en-

joyed, with the ſame Rights and Authority 
as 


THIS Joy was very ſhort lived ; for 0&0. 3+. 
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as heretofore ; commanding all People to 
obey him as ſuch, on pain of being treated 
as Rebels by the Emperor: And at the 
ſame time Baſhaw Busfra was ordered 
immediately to quit the Government, and 
repair to Court, and to bring Mr. Ruſſel 
with him. 9 5 


T HIS unexpected News aſtoniſhed the 
whole Town, cauſed an univerſal Damp 
upon all their Spirits, and made them hold 
a grand Council at the Baſbauꝰs Houle. 


AT length it was agreed upon to go on 
with fortifying the Town, and to periſh, 
all of them, rather than admit of Baſbau 
Hamet for their Governor, of whom they 
had already too much Experience ever to 
truſt upon any Treaty or pretended Terms 
of Reconciliation, which they knew were 
impoſſible to his Nature when once he had 
power to break them, 


THEY were ſure the leaſt they had to 
expect from him was, that ſooner or later, 
he would put to death all the principal 
Actors againſt him, and ſeize all they had; 
beſides impoſing an immoderate Fine upon 
the reſt of the lnhabitants. 


NAY, ſo determined ane they not 
to have the leaſt Confidence in him, that 
in

in caſe they found themſelves unable to keep 
him out of the Town, they reſolved to fly 
to Ceuta, and rather truſt to the Spa- 
uiards. | 


" HOWEVER it was thought neceſſary 

as yet not to puſh things to Extremity, bur 
to ſhew a ſort of Compliance with the Em- 
peror's Orders, finding Muley Abdelme- 
leck did not come forward as they had been 
expecting for two Months; and ſince they 
could not hear what he was doing, or in 
what Condition he was in, it was reſolved 
Baſhaw Busfra ſhould immediately ſer out 
for Mequinez, accompanied by Mr. Ruſſel, 
and the Preſent for the Emperor, which 
they knew the Courtiers had been expect- 
ivg ſome time. And to ſhew they did not 
ſhake off their Dependence upon the Em- 
peror, they ſent ten Deputies of the Town, 
to implore his Majeſty's Protection, and 
that he would graciouſly hear their juſt 
Complaints againſt Baſhaw Hamet, and 
reſtore them Baſhaw Busfra; whole juſt 
and mild Government was the only means 
left to comfort and encourage the People, 
who had been ſo oppreſſed and ruined by 
his Predeceſſor: And in order to make 
this Deputation more ſolemn, ten Orphans 
were ſent, whoſe Fathers had been killed 
in the late Fights with Baſhaw Hamet.

BUT to make this Deputation ſucceſs. 
ful, and that nothing might be wanting, 
the Deputies were furniſhed with a very 
moving Preſent, for the firſt Miniſter, the 
Negro Baſhaw Empſael ; from whom 
thele Orders came in the King's Name. 


IT was intirely owing to this turn of 
Affairs we ſet out for Mequznez when we 
did; for the Town was ſo fully perſuaded 
that Muley Abdelmeleck would take poſ. 
ſeſſion of the Throne, that they intended 
Mr. Ruſſel ſhould not ſer out, until they 
heard he was come ; and Admiral Perez 
made no ſcruple to tell us ſo, as often as we 
mentioned our Journey: And ſo confident 
they were in this (as People eaſily believe 
what they wiſh) that Mr. Ruſſel was con- 
rented to ſtay, thinking it would fave the 
Government another Preſent, and himſelf 
another Journey.

THESE new Meaſures that were ta. 
ken at the Court of Meguinez, were oy. 
ing to ſeveral Reaſons, 


1. BASHAW Hamet had now got 
the Embaſſador Aboggiy in his poſſeſſion; 
and the Fame of the Preſents and Curio- 

ſities he had Ks were ſufficient alone 
to turn every thing to his Advantage

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For the Miniſters knew he would not ſend 

the Preſent to Court, unleſs he was rein- 

ſtated in his Government. Beſides, it was 
believed ar Court he would be able to take 

Tetuan by force; he already having fab- 

dued the reſt of the Government, and had 

an Army on Foot capable of giving a 

turn to Affairs; and nothing leſs could be 

expected, but that if he had taken Teruan 

by force, he would then declare for Abdel. 

& meleck, provided he found him in any Con- 

dition to difpute the Throne with his Bro- 

ther: Therefore they thought it beſt to 

ſecure him, by giving him what they per- 

ceived would fall into his Hands of courſe. 


ON the other hand, Baſhaw Busfra, 
and the Terwanners, hurried on this Affair 
by their unreaſonable detaining Mr. Ruſe/, 
when the Miniſters had ſent Perez for 
him; which they knew could have no 
other meaning than waiting for Abdelme- 
© /:c:'s coming.

TETUAN is ſeated upon the Riſing 
of a rocky Hill, between two Mountains, 
about 8 Miles from the Sea; the Bay lies 
over againſt Gibraltar. 


THE Town, at a Diſtance, looks like 
an Encampment, the Houſes being all flat 
at Top and white : Ir is about a Mile long, 
but not above half ſo broad in the broadeſt 
part; it is well ſituated for Proſpect, be- 
cauſe the Country lies all below it. The 
Moors, like the Spaniards, preſerve all 
their old Cuſtoms, and do not vary from 
one another; ſo that their Houſes, Gar- 
dens, and Dreſs, are pretty much the ſame. 
The Houſes of Tetuan are built ſquare, 


open at Top, with Pillars ſupporting Gal- 


leries, and painted wooden Balluſtrades 
round the inſide ; thoſe who can afford 
it, have a Fountain in the inſide for Clean- 
lineſs £ The Rooms are built long and nar- 
row, by reaſon they have no Timber of 
Growth; the Rooms are generally four, 
anſwerable to the Squares: The Doors by 
which all the Light comes in, are large and 
folding, but in bad Weather they have 

| Wickets ; 
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Wickets; the Streets are narrow, as I 
conceive, to keep out the Sun, which 
makes them very dirty in Winter; they 
are not paved, inſomuch that the Tnhabi- 
rants are obliged to go in Iron Pattins of 
a monſtrous height; but then they are not 
ſo much troubled with Duſt in Summer, as 
we are in our broader Streets, which would 
be very troubleſome here where they. have 
ſo much Sun: The Streets are ſcandalouſſy 
filthy, inſomuch that there are not only 
Dunghils almoſt at every one's Door, but 
the Streets are full of dead Dogs, Cats, Gc. 
which are an odious and filthy Sight. 
The Poverty of the People, and the Seve- 
rity of the Government, make every one 
regardleſs of the publick Conveniency ; 
for thro'out all this Emperor's Dominions, 


one does not ſee any publick Works unleſs 
Moſques. 


THERE is counted in Tetuas about 
20000 Inhabitants, Fews included, which 
is a great Number, conſidering the bigneſs 
of the Town : I haye been told more, but 
I am rather inclined to believe leſs; for I 
all _ . — Numbers, Power, 
Strength, Sc. of this Coun * 7 
magnified; not only by a” we 25 
modern Authors, but by People who had 
lived in the Country. 


WHEN 
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W HEN one ſees the Numbers of idle 
People ſitting in the Streets, from Morn. 
ing until Night, a Stranger is amazed to 
think how they live; neither could I ever 
be ſatisfied in it: for tho it be true, they 
live on a very little, yet that muſt coſt 
ſomething. | 

THEIR Shops are ſeparate from their 
Dwelling-houſes, and are more like Stalls; 
very few of them having any Entrance, 


unleſs ſuch Trades which cannot a 
void it. 


T HE Furniture of their Houſes, and 
Kitchen Utenſils, are not very charge- 
* being generally Mats and Crockery

AFTER Dinner, we ſet out from Tetu- 
an, in order to go to Meguinez by the way 
of Fez. We were accompanied out of Town 
by all the Chriſtians, and ſeveral Moors, who 
took their Leaves of us about 4 Miles from 
the Town. It was almoſt dark beſore we 
were joined by the Deputies, who tra- 
velled us out of the Road, and late in the 

| | Night, 
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Night, ſo that we were in great danyer of 
breaking our Necks. We encamped in the 
dark in great Confuſion; and it was with 
much Akeulty we could get up one Tent 
for Servants and our lelyes : the Water 
alſo was very bad. This was but a very 
indiflerent beginning, and we ſuffered ve- 
ry much by Cold and Rain. This Night 
che Baſhaw did not join us: And tho 

E they did not own it, we ſoon perceived 

our coming out of the way, and travelling 
in the Night, was for fear Baſhaw Hamet 
W ſhould have had — Intelligence of our 
ſetting out: for if he had — of our 
ſerting out, and the Road we took, he 
certainly would have purſued us, and put 
co death all the Tetnanners he could have 
taken: and this was the Reaſon the Ba- 
au lodged in a Moſque wide of us, for 
fear of Baſhaw Hamer.

THS bac 
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THIS Day we travelled thro* Moun- Nov. 4 
tains and unfrequented Paths, the Countty 
being in War. At 3 in the Afternoon 
we encamped among the Mountains, in a 
pleaſant Spot, called Beuſabori, by the 
ſide of a Well and near ſome ſmall Cotta- 
ges: To day I reckon we travelled about 
2 Miles and half an Hour. The Moors 
do not reckon by Leagues and Miles as 
we do, but by the Hour ; ſo I reckon to 
day we trayelled about 2 1 Miles. 


THE Baſbaw and Deputies were fo 
ſuperſtitious and fearſul, that now we un- 
derſtood we had come a great deal out of 
our way, not only to avoid Baſhaw Ha- 
met, but alſo to conſult a living Sainr, the 
moſt famous one in the whole Country. 
By Noon we atrived at the Town of Ha- 
rach, ſituated pleaſantly upon the fide of 
a Mountain, and famous for a living Saint, 
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4 who is conſulted as an Oracle, When we 
1 entred the Town, the Saint was _— 
- in the Street, the Ba/haw and Deputies 

| alighted to kiſs his Hand; and he affeed- 
8 ly ſeemed to put them by. I obſerved his 


Saintſhip conſiſted chiefly in Agitations, 
a pretended Shortneſs of Breath, and a 
particular Rolling with his Eyes. We were 1 
the firſt Chriſtians the Saint ever ſaw. or = 
had eyer been in that Town, by all Tra- mo! 
K | dition; | 
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dition ; ſo there was great ſtaring at us, 
to prevent which, we encamped a little 
out of Town. We were to ſtay here all 
Night; and great part of the next Day, to 
conſult this Saint concerning the Succeſs 
of our Journey : The Baſhaw and Depu. 
ties, with great Intreaties, prevaiPd upon 
the Saint to go with us to Meguznez, 
At Noon and Night, he ſent us great 
Plenty of Victuals, and word that he 
would order 100 Loaves of Bread to be 
made for our Journey ; 50 of very fine 
Flower for our ſelves, and 50 for the 
Servants ; a Sheep, Fowls, Sc. Vet 
for all this Saint is eſteemed as a fort of 
Divinity, and adored by the People for his 
pretended Holineſs, great Numbers of 
ſick People, hearing we had a Doctor, 
came to conſult him, ſo he had Buſineſs 
enough. | 


W E ſtaid behind our ſelves to wait on 
the Saint who had been ſo generous to us, 
and ſent the Baggage and Servants on be. 
fore. About ten in the Morning we wait. 
ed upon the Saint, with Baſhaw Busfra, 
the Saint not heing to be ſeen before: 
He received us in an Apartment without 
his Houſe, and People crouded to kiſs bis 
Garments and Feet, and the Baſhaw and 
the beſt fort his Hands. Admiral Peres 
was Interpreter to us, and told us __ 4 


3 & 
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ſaid: He pronounced nothing but good 


Succeſs to every body, but in very gene- 
ral Terms: He aſſured Mr. Ruſſe! that it 
would. be lacky for him, being the firſt 
Chriſtian that ever came thro* that Town, 
and that the Emperor would give him e- 
very thing he wanted. Ir did the Saint fo 
much Honour in his Town, to have a 
Baſhaw come to conſult him, who uſed 
ſuch Marks of Reſpect, that the Saint pro- 
miſed, tho he had never been at Mequine x, 
he would overtake the Ba/haw upon the 
Road, and go with us. This gave uni- 
verſal Joy, ſo that now they ſeemed to 
fear nothing. 


TH E Saint entertained us with ſeveral 
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ſavoury Diſhes, and gave us a very plea- - 


ſant Drink, made with Honey, like our 
Mead; and we perceived he underſtood 
good Living very well. 


THE Saint is a very handſom, tall, 
ſtrong, well-looking Perſon, ſcarce 40, not 
at all ſwarthy : He ſives very pleaſantly, in 
a plentiful Part of the Country ; in the 
Town he has a very large well: built 
Houſe, tho the reſt of the Town is but 
mean thatch'd Houſes ; the People are all 
bis Vaſſals, and the Produce of the Coun- 
try all round the Town, at his Diſpoſal, 
the People paying no other Taxes but to 

| K 2 him ; 
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The HISTORY of the 
him ; ſo that he entertains all Travellers 
that come to ſee him, but with the poor 
Peoples Labour : he has a Family of Wives 
and Children about him, ſome of whom 
may come to be Saints, as their Father 
was before them ; for if they can but keey 
up the Cheat, it is generally hereditary. 


THE Saint was extremely generous 
and good-natur'd, and the Moors bragged 
much of his Hoſpitality ; which may be 
one great means to ſupport him, making 
all that ſee him ſpeak well of him ; for he 
will accept of nothing in return, 


BEFORE weleft this Town, a Fps. 
niard turned Moor, and was clothed by 
the Saint A la Moreſco : I ſpoke to this 


Fellow, and ask'd him the Reaſon of it; 


he told me he had been a Soldier of the 
Gariſon of Ceuta, but being tired of that 
Life had deſerted to the Moors, in 2 5 
to be free and return to Europe: but 
finding his Miſtake, and that he was to 
be a Slave to the Moors, he had deſerted 
from them, and was travelling towards

ſelf and ſwam off, on board ſome French ot 
Engliſb Veſſel, of which there is general 
ſome one in the Road; but being purſued, 
he was taken, and for fear of being put to

our Leave of the Saint, who bleſſed us; 
and I obſerved our Baſhaw was in an ex- 
ceeding good Humour. | 


Ss THIS Saint's Town ſtands ſo very 
high, we were beſt part of the Afternoon 
& deſcending into the bottom; and the Hill 
is ſo ſteep, we were obliged to alight and 
walk it. At Night we encamped in a 
mighty r and plentiful Country, 
vell inhabited by Cottages; and the Land 
which was like our Downs in England, 
vas every where well manured : At Night 
the Inhabitants, beſides Barley for the 
WBcaſts, brought upon their Heads 475 
Diſhes of Cuſcucu; 40 Diſhes of Honey, 
ud great plenty of Bread. 


WE were told this Part of the Coun- 
uy had been formerly governed by Ba- 
aw Busfra's Father, who bore an ex- 
ellent Character among them; and ſe. 
Peral of the People were this Baſhat's 
Nenants, the King having given his Fa- 
8 here, and continued them to 
e Son.

ON the sth after Dinner, we took 
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Nov, 7. 
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I'N the Morning theſe generous People 
came freighted with the ſame ſort of Food, 
only to-day they brought a great many 
Pancakes try'd in Honey, of which we 
eat very heartily. Our Baſhaw could not 
leave theſe People until 10 a-Clock ; and 
all the way we rode, we met the poor 
People loaded with Victuals, coming to- 
wards us; ſo that our Carriers, and the 
very Followers of our Camp, were feaſted, 
The Country here being fine. and plain 
we were diverted by a Youth of the Bu 


ſhaw's, who had taught a Horſe to knee 


before the Ba/haw, and bow his Head 
three times before he roſe : This Youth 
uſed to ſalute the Baſhaw and Mr. Ruſel it 
with his Horſe every Morning, where the 
Ground would permit it; this Horſe wa 
wonderful fleet, and tho the Youth wa 


not above 17, he was very dextrous in al 


the Mooriſh Exerciſes. This Day wi 
marched but 2 Leagues before we «i 
camped, the Baſhaw waiting for the 
Saint's coming up, and alſo for Intell- 
gence : from hence he diſpatch'd thre! 
Expreſſes, one to his Friends among ti: 
Arabs, to join him; one to his Brother, iſ 
who was Alcaide of New Fez, to kno

As ſoon as our Reat 
had joined us, the Ba/haw ſent his Brother, 
with three or four of the beſt Horſemen to 
ride out, to know who they were ; and 
they ſent two or three to meet ours: 
They proved to be a Party of Arabs, who 
were the King's Friends, and were the Peo. 
ple to whom the Baſhaw had ſent to meet 
us; the Party conſiſted of about 50 Horſe, 
and great ſcampering and firing there was 
as we came near each other. The Com. 
mander of the Party was an old Man, but 
his Son was about zo, exceedingly well. 
mounted: His Perſon was ſwarthy and 
lean, but well-ſhaped ; he rode and fired 
with a Swiſtneſs that dazzled the Sight. 


THESE were the firſt Arabs we had 
yet ſeen; both Men and Horſes were lean, 
and but ſmall, indifferently dreſſed and 
armed; ſeveral of them having only 


Lances. 


THEM were as ſwarthy as our G#: 
fies make themſelves in Loglend We 
marched by a Saint's Houſe at a very great 
diſtance from it, yet our Moors all ſtopped, 
looked towards it, and ſaid their Prayers; 
joining

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joining their Hands together, not as we 
9e the Ends of our F 1. cc but the ſide 
of their Hands, as tho they were going 
to drink out of them. A little farther 
Admiral Perez ſhewed us the Walls of 
Fez, where it ſtood formerly : theſe 
Walls had been built by Tradition above 
1200 Years, and yet at a Diſtance they 
ſeemed firm. The City was temoved for 
che Conveniency of better Water, and a 
pleaſanter Situation, Our Arabs informed 
the Baſhaw that the Country was all in 
war, ſome Parties of Arabs taking part 
with Fez, others with the King; that 
they robbed and plundered one another 
every Day; that the Town of Fez was 
W beſieged ; that the King's Troops were 
before it then, and had brought Cannon 
and a Mortar from Mequinez ; that they 
heard no News of Muley Abdelmeleck. 


THESE Informations made it ne- 


ceſſary to keep upon our Guard, becauſe 
we were to march within ſight of Fez.

ride with very long Bridles ; ſo that when 
they level their Pieces to fire at each other, 
which they do upon a full Speed, they pur 
their Bridle in their Mouths, and can turn 
their Horſes which way they pleaſe, with 
their Knees, and the Poize of their Bo. 
dies. 


AT Night we encamped at a little di. 
ſtance from the Tents of the firſt Arab 
that joined us; the Chief who marched 
with us, ſent us a young Beef and ſome 
Camels Milk: He had large Herds of 
Cattle, and many Camels, which are the 
beſt part of their Subſiſtence. At Night, 
notwithſtanding we thought our felyes 
among our Friends, we kept as good a 
Guard as if we had been among our Ene. 
mies; our Centries calling to one ano- 
ther, which we practiſed all the Jour- 
ney. 


THE roth we marched two Leagues 
farther, and ſet down among a Hoard of 
Arabs ; the Chief invited us to ſee one of 
their Tents, and cauſed one to be cleared 
out for us, ſending all the Women and 
Children, with which they abound, into a 
nother Tent. 


THE Tent was very low, to ſtand 
more out of the Wind; it was made of 
5 Can 
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Camel's Hair, ſomething like our coarſe 
Hair-Cloths to lay over Goods, ſupported 
in the middle by a Ridge-pole, laid over 
two - forked Sticks; the Sides ſupported in 
the ſame manner; ſo low one can ſtand no 
where upright in it, but juſt in the middle: 
the Sides 5 not reach the Ground by a- 
bove two Foot, ſo they fence the Sides 
about with prickly Buſhes they cut on 
purpoſe. We could ſee ſeveral of their Wo- 
men, who ſtood at a diſtance, peeping at us; 
© we were entertained with Milk, and fo 
Took Leave. 


I SHALL ſpeak more of theſe 4- 
rabs, and their particular manner of Li- | 
ving, in a Chapter by it ſelf. | 


WE lay all Day waiting for the Saint, ich. 
and the return of the Expreſs ſent to New 
Fez: By 6 our Camp had notice of the 
Saint's r the Baſhaw, Arabs, and 
es all the Horſe, rode out to meet him: 
the Baſhaw alighted to ſalute the Saint's 
Knees, the Saint alighted to receive him; 
the Baſhaw offer'd to hold his Stir- 
while he remounted, and he let 
the Baſbau do it, tho he ſeemingly put 
him by; the Saint affected to appear as in 
Ja Fright: He had three Mules, be- 
ſides ſeveral Servants of his own Famil 
on foot, to attend him; he ſequeſtred 
a | himſelf 
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himſelf from Company, and lay at a di. 
ſtance from other People ; no one offeri 
to intrude upon him. Four Expreſſes 
arrived in our Camp from Mequine &, they 
were going to Tetuan : Mr. Ruſſel wrote 
by them to Sir Charles Wager. Thek 
Expreſſes told us the People of Fez had 
lately fallied out upon the King's 
and beat them, but this proved falle ; and 
whatever way they went, they never de. 
livered our Letters, Upon this News | 
perceived our Party grew very fearful and 
ſuperſtitious, notwithſtanding the Saint 
was with them; and yet it is a receiy'd 
Notion, where a Saint is, they never 
offer to fight or attack each other. 


THIS Night one of our Baggage- 
Mules died; and on the 12th in the Morn- 
ing we. were joined by the Mountaineet 
General, Bollife, who was flying from 
Baſhaw Hamet, intending to go with us 
for Mequine g. The Baſhaw received him 
with great Ceremony, as did all his Re. 
tinue: The Moors- of inferior Quality, 
kiſs the Knees or Hands of their Supe- 
rior, and the Superior at the ſame time 
kiſs their Heads. 


WE ſet out, guided by our Arabs, to 
avoid falling among the Arabs who ate 
Enemies to the King, and rob all Parties

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going to Mequinez. This Morning a young 
Fellow, one of our Tetuan Muletiers, was 
taken with Convulſion-Fits: our Doctor 
offered to bleed him, but the Moors would 
not let him, Perez telling us he was poſ- 
ſeſſed by a Devil; but I did not find they 
offered to bring the Saint to him to caſt 
the Devil out: They tied him croſs a 
Mule; his Convulſions went and return- 


Ed for above 3 Hours, and then he died. 


OUR People were under great concern

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World. This Man's Head wanted to be 
ſet right, for he was above 50. 


FROM hence the Baſhaw ſent three 1 
Horſemen to New Fez, to inform his for 
Friends where he was, and to defire them co 
to meet him. At Night we heard ſome his 
Cannon, and a Mortar fire, as we ſuppoſed 
from the Camp before old Fez. 


OCTOBER the 13th, we ſet out in 
the Morning by Sun · riſing, to the Number 
of near 400 Horſe, Mules and Foot; for 
we had gathered Company all the way, 
from our firſt ſetting out, every one that 
had Buſineſs our way being glad to join us 
for their own Security. In the Morning 
the Baſbaw told Mr. Ruſſe] we were not 
above 2 Leagues from old Fez, upon a 
direct Line; tho as we travelled we made 
many of it. 


SEVERAL Conſultations were held 
concerning where it was proper to pals the 
River: At laſt it was agreed to paſs it two 
Leagues beyond our neareſt way; aftct 
we had paſſed, we did not take the dircd 
way to the City, but traverſed the Moun- 
tains in ſuch a-manner, that if any one had 
left our Company, they could not inform 
which way we were to take. 


THE

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THE Saint never marched with our 
Body, but always at a diſtance, with his 
own Servants, and eat and lay by himſelf; 
for I take it a great part of the Secret 
conſiſts in being ſingular, and not having 
his Actions too narrowly ſcanned. 


EVERY Hour now, as every Day 
before, brought us different Accounts of 
Battles fought, War, Peace, Sc. and tho 
we were ſo near Fez, we could not hear 
one word of Truth. 


WE met ſome Horſemen, who, after 
having told the Baſhaw one Story, took 
Admiral Perez aſide, and told him the 
City of Fez had made a Sally, and killed 
divers of the King's beſt Friends; among 
the reſt the Baſhaw's Brother: but that 
they dared not tell the Baſhaw ſo, for 
fear of the Concern it would give him. 
This was all a Lye; and afterwards we had 
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e frequent Experience they would raiſe a 
ye, tho they were ſure it would not ſub- 
ſiſt an Hour.

. AFTER a tedious paſſing of very 
al WW ſtecp Hills, which may paſs for Moun- 


tains, we deſcended into the Plain about 
Noon; and at a diſtance, eſpied upon the 
Hills to the right of us, ſeveral Parties of 

| Horle, 
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Horſe, who ſtood looking directly at us. 
Now every body believed theſe were the 
Party of Arabs we had an Account were 
looking out for us; for what with the Pre. 
ſent for the Emperor, the Baſhaw's Bag. 
gage and Preſent, and our Baggage, the 
Deputies, and ſeveral Merchants in our 
Company, we were a very rich Booty, 
We halted in the bottom until our Rear 
came up, which were pretty far behind 
at a diſtance : By reaſon of our Numbers, 
we made a pretty large Appearance, bur 
our real Strength was not great, having a 
oreat many Women, Children, Footmen, 
and Perſons unarmed ; however, thoſe 
who were upon Horſes and Mules, ſcam- 
pered about, and made the beſt Appear- 
ance we could. Our Baſhaw here, as he 
had done all along, kept at a diſtance from 
us, and left the Baggage where he thought 
there was the leaſt Danger: So that he 
marched directly on before us with all his 
Servants, until he got upon the Top of 
a very high Hill, oppoſite to the Party we 
ſtood in fear of; and when he thouglit 
he could all ways ſecure himſelf, he ſent 
ſome Horſemen to know who they were; 
they proved Friends, and ſome of the Hork 
encamped before Fez, who were come (0 
rob the Country of Barley, c. for the 
Camp, without any Payment or Confide- 
ration of any kind. Some of this Part)

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joined us, driving off ſeveral Horſes and 
Mules, loaded with the poor Peoples 
Wheat, Barley, Sc. About 4 a- Clock, 
after having marched about 5 Leagues in 
this terrible Road, without halting, we 
diſcovered in the Plain below us, 1 4 Ci- 
ties of Old and New Fez, and the Ca 
before the former; ſeveral Parties of Horle 
from the Camp and New Fez, were ſent 
out to meet us, but by reaſon of changing 
our Road ſo often, miſt us: and yet this 
Precaution was not unneceſſary, becauſe 
the Arab had plundered, but a Fortnight 
before, a Caravan ſent by our Baſhaw to 
New Fex, loaded with the Powder pre- 
ſented him by Sir Charles Wager; as 
alſo two Horſes and ſeveral Preſents he 
had picked up in Tetuan, and was ſending 
to his Family in New Fez. 


AS we deſcended the Mountain, the 
People from the Camp and New Fez ſaw 
us, and came in great Parties of Horſe to 
Join us ; particularly all the Relations of 
the Baſhaw's, who are very numerous: 
I believe here might be near 800 Horle, 
all Ludyres ; the Chicf of which, and 
who made the beſt Appearance, were the 
Baſhaw's two Brothers. And this Day 
we ſaw the beſt Appearance of well-dreſs'd 
Perſons and fine Horſes we had yer ſeen in 
the whole . The Baſhaw's > 

ers, 
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thers, and all the chief Officers, alighted, 
and faluted the Baſhaw ; and the Baſhaw 
preſented them to Mr. Ruſſe/, and aftet 
mutual Salutations from all who knew one 
another, we fer forward in great Pomp; 
the Baſhaw, his Brothers, Mr. Ruſſel, and 
the Engliſh in the Front: all the way we 
marched, ſmall Parties of Horſemen clap- 
ped Spurs to their Horſes, and rode our, 
and then returned full ſpeed up to our 


Front, levelled their Pieces, and fired at þ. 
us. We had ſeen ſo much of this, we En 
were heartily tired with it, but obliged to uni 
ſee it : Sometimes the young Horſes, not on 
ſo manageable as the reſt, would run full Wa: 


ſpeed into our Party, and drive all before inte 
them; this was counted a great Diſgrace 
to the Rider, if he could not ſtop his Hotſe 
in time: and I ſaw but few Examples of it. 
However, this Day the Baſhaw's youngeſt 
Brother, who was upon a fine young fore 
Horſe, and not ſtopping him as ſoon as he 
recovered his Arms, his Horſe ran directly 
againſt Admiral Perez, who was in the 
Front Rank, and knock'd him off his 
Mule, and we all expected he had kill'd 
the old Man; but he got up of himſelf, 
and mounted his Mule with little Concern 
or Damage ; which, for a Man upwards 
of 60, is pretty much: yet 60 is reckon- 
ed no Age in Barbary to thoſe who live 


temperate, as Perez does; and we ob- 
N ſeryed 
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ſerved he could undergo much more Fa- 
tigue than any one among us. 


WE marched in this manner, firing and 
rejoicing, cloſe 172 the City of Old Fez; 
which did not offer to diſturb us, by rea- 
ſon ſome Hours before our Arrival, the 


Amſteady, and the Grand Mufti of Me. 
quinez, were arrived from Mequine x, with 
Propoſals and Offers of Peace from the 
Emperor ; ſo that a Ceſſation was made 
until theſe Propoſals were received and 
conſidered on by the Town. The Prince 
was encamped by himſelf, and did not go 
into New Fez, neither did he go into the 
Camp which lay before the Town, not to 
offend. b Ply 

THE Baſhaw before he went into 
New Fez, carried Mr. Ruſſel to wait on 
the Prince. We alighted from our Horſes 
bout a hundred Yards from the Prince's 
© Teat, and walked up to it: we found the 
nnce fitting upon a Carpet, without the 
door of his Tent ; the Baſbaw and Ad- 
k. ira Perez pulled off their Slippers be- 
fore they approached him, and both kiſs d 
lis Knees : then he ask'd which was the

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THIS Prince is about 24 Years of 
Age, handſome to a degree ; and looks 
much like a Prince, as if he had been 
in the politeſt Courts in Europe It is 
thought his Brother, the Emperor, is 
ſcandalouſly familiar with him. We ſaw 
ſome fine Horſes on one fide his Tent, 
with ſome Chriſtian Slaves, in neat Li- 
veries, who were his Grooms. 


THE Prince was dreſſed in a fine 
Scarlet Cloth Albernuze, and a green filk 
Turbant. 


Is before it was dark, we march- 
ed into New Fez, with Drums, Muſick, 
Sc. thro' a prodigious Croud of People; 
ſeveral Moors calling to us as we rode, 
telling us in Spaniſh to take care of Ls 
drones, Thieves, who would have picked 
our Pockets, and cut off our Buttons, and 
Skirts of our Clothes, as we might be 
ſtaring about us. The Gates thro which 
we paſſed, were very lofty and ſpacious 
and ſo were the Walls, which had a ver) 

and Appearance ; but the Town within 

ide looked inconſiderable, and no way 
anſwered to the Appearance of the Gates 
and Walls. We alighted at the Baſþau's 
Houſe, which was very large and rambling, 
and the Apartments very much out of Re.

they got us any hot Victuals, tho they

ſhaw's Brothers, and Uncle, for the ſake 

of our Wine. 


WE had been 11 Days from Tetuan 
coming on Horſe-back, which a Foot-man 
will ordinarily do in 3 Days, it not bei 
above 130 Miles; and this was, firſt to avoi 
Baſhaw Hamet, and afterwards to avoid 
the Arabs. It happened to be very fair 
Weather all the way, or elſe it would have 
been a very troubleſome Journey. We

We ſent for him, and found 
him a very ſenſible Man, and by having 
lived fo long in the Country, was capable 
of giving a very good Account of things: 
He told us the Reaſon of his turning Moor, 
was the late King's threatning to kill him ; 
but after a better Acquaintance, he owned

The People generally taken into this 
Country are Sea- men, among which Num- 
ber are Carpenters, Caulkers, Sail- makers, 
Ec. if theſe Men were once made deſpe- 
rate, by knowing they were to dwell in 
Captivity for Life, it would be a great 
Temptation to them to turn Moors ; 
and they have ſometimes” had between 3 
and 400 of our Sailors in Captivity, ſo 
that in time they might be able in a great 
meaſure to cruize upon us with our own 
People; however, they might be ſo af 
ſiſted in the fitting, building, repairing, and 
navigating their Ships, that they might be 
made much more troubleſom to us than 
they are. 


THIS Dawstoldus, that the chief Per- 
ſon who engaged him to turn, was our Ba- 
ſhaw's Father, who was a very good 
Moor ; and during his Life, always gave 
him a Houſe, and an Allowance of Flower, 
{ufficient for a Family: which was conti- 
nued to him by Ba/haw Busfra, until he 
happened to have a Quarrel with one of 
the Baſhaw's Catamites, and reproaching 
him with it, the Boy complained to the 
Baſhaw, who took off his Allowance, 


and turned him out of his Houſe ; ſo he 
L 4 bad 
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had no other Subſiſtence but his daily 
Labour as a Bricklayer, which Trade he 
had learnt in the Country. 


OLD Fez not liking the Terms offer'd 
to them by the Prince and Muſti, civilly 
diſmiſſed them; and in the Afternoon 
hoiſted a Flag of Defiance, and fired upon 
New Fez with Muſquet · ball. particularly 
ſeveral Shor at onr Houſe, which was the 
Governor's, and joined to the Toyn- 
wall. | | 


I HAD a great Inclination to ſee the 
Moors Camp before Old Fez, and what 
fort of Batteries and Trenches they might 
have: but our Baſhaw, I ſuppoſe, was 
aſhamed of their Camp; for he would never 
let us have Horſes to go, always finding 
Excuſes. But I took another Method; by 
making his Uncle a Preſent of a Knife and 
Fork, he lent me a very fine Horſe, and 
a Servant to go with me, defiring at the 
fame time his Nephew might not be told of 
it. 1 mention this, that the Reader may 
fee that a Trifle will make theſe People 
do what they have no mind to do; and 
that Prefents do every thing with them: 
People are very often better known by 
little Circumſtances than by things of great- 
er Importance, I fonnd the Camp pitched 
upon a riſing Hill aboye the Town ; 2 
the 
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the Brow of the Hill intercepted any Sight 
the Town had of the Camp, or cen 
of the Town. Juſt on the other fide of 
the Hill they had a Mortar, and three Can- 
non, which was all the Artillery they had 
againſt the Town: there was no Trench 
to go to the Battery from the Camp, if T 
may ſo call it ; the Mortar had no Bed, 
but was feated in the Ground ; the Cannon 
were covered by a very ſimall French, 
flung up before them; rhe Parapet of the 
Trench was made up of Branches of Trees 
boſe, and Earth flung upon them; the 
Cannon were not laid upon a Platform, or 
any Battery raiſed, but they fired them 
upon the Ground: where they ſtood there 
was a ſort of Embrazures left, to put the 
Muzzles thro*, I was accompanied from

* Old Fez was built by Muley Idris, the 5 Arabi 
Prince who governed in this Country. His Tomb is viſit 
and he is prayed to as the greateſt Saint in the Country. 
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the Length and Breadth of this City, and 
what I could obſerve of the Buildings in it, 
and carried a Glaſs with me for that Reaſon, 
and asked the Renegado Daws, who had 
livedin Old and New Fez above 4o Years, 
concerning its Bigneſs, publick Buildings, 
Number of Inhabitants, Trade, Riches, Sc. 
and beſide him I asked the other Renega- 
does, who agreed in their Accounts with 
him. I was ſo particular in this, becauſe 
our old Geographers have magnified this 
City to more than ten times what it really 
is; andindeed every thing elſe in this Conn- 
try has been magnified in the ſame manner. 
The City lies pretty round, and may be 
about 3 Miles in Circumference : they fa 
they can arm about 40000 Men, and have 
between 50 and 60 Moſques : As for the 
Inns ſo much boaſted of, every one who 
has been in Barbary knows what they are: 
They are great large Squares, conſiſting 
of four Walls, where you have room to 
picket your Horſe, and Corn for paying for 
It; but for Men, there is no other Ac- 
commodation than a Mat to lic upon, and 

over head enough to keep the Rain off: 
or Victuals, you muſt go out and ſeek for 
that, In this manner, indeed, they are ca- 
able of entertaining a great many People; 
ud the Price, as it deſerves, is very ealy.

600 Renegadoes, moſtly Spaniards, fone I th. 
French, ſome Portugueze, and about 3 ** 
Engliſh and Dutch. This was a v the

They likewiſe 2 
off all Trade and Communication the 
Town had with the Country, by means 
of their Horſe; and if they took any 
Country People carrying Proviſions to the 
City, they immediately cut their Heads off. 
Yet it was faid the City had above three 
Years Proviſions, and Neceſſaries of all 
kinds : and as the greateſt part of the 
Moors Diet conſiſts in Flower, they were 
well-ſtocked with that; as alſo with Raiſins 
and dry'd Figs, which is a great part of 
their Food. The Town had made ſome 
Sallies, but were repuls'd by the Horſe ; 
call he Numbers not imagining there 


Ciry ſtood out a three Years ys againſt 
Muley 1/mael ; and at laſt he had no way 

to take it bur by blockading it with bis 
Horſe, until they were obliged to ſubmit 
for want of F Ever after, as a Check 
upon the People of Fez, Muley T/inaect 
quartered between 3 and 4000 *Ludyres, 
in New Fez, who Bad coe power of col- 
the King's Taxes, od gathering 
into the King's Magazines his Wheat.

I obſerved there was no Merhod or Order 
in pitching their Camp, nor Diſtinction of 
Places; and they had no other Subſiſtence 
than what their Parties could plunder in 
the Country. They were crouded zo in 
a Tent. without any thing to keep them 
warm * but their Numbers. The Rene- 
gadoes ſeemed the moſt miſerable of all, 
as being almoſt naked. Their Alcaide, a 
Spaniard, ſent to deſire I would come to 
his Tent, but I excuſed my ſelf. I ſhall 
ſpeak more particularly concerning the Re- 
negadoes in this Country, in a diſtin 
Chapter by themſelyes. 


THE Weather being fair, Mr. Ruſt! 
and all of us walked out to ſee the Town, 
which we found to be very filthy and 
mean; the Shops little, low, and very 
ill-furniſhed, much worſe than thoſe of 
Tetuan. We were carried to ſee the Houſe 
and Garden of Muley Hamet's Widow, 
who lives in this Town. Muley Hamet

TWO Negro Eunuchs, who haye the 
Guard of this Lady tommitted to them, 
allowed us to ſee ſome part of the Houſe 
below Stairs; and we ſaw ſome of her 
Women-Servants, who behaved themſelves 
wantonly enough: but we could not ſee 
her. What part of the Houſe we ſaw 
was very mean, tho large ; and does not 
deſerve a Deſcription. 


THE Gardiner who ſhewed us the 
Garden, was an old Spaniard, who had 
been in Captivity many Vears: The Gar- 
den was chiefly manured for the Kitchen, 
and had nothing extraordinary in it but 
a Fountain. and a little Summer-houſe, 
where the old Spaniard ſells a Cup of 
Wine by ſtealth, as he did whilſt we were 
there to ſome Renegadoes. 


AS we returned home we were led 
into a Yard, where we ſaw ſeveral Chri- 
lian Carpenters making Carriages for 
anon, under the Direction of an old 
Spaniſh

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Spaniſh Renegado ; the Work ſeemed to 
be pretty. good, and. this Renegado had ; 
Penſion they told us of 18 Ducats a Month, 
a great thing in this Country. | 


IN the Afternoon we all walked out to 
ſee the Camp, Mr. Ruſſel and the other 
Gentlemen not having been there before; 
Mr. Ruſſel viſited the Baſhaw, who tc 
ceived us very civilly : He had a Chriſtia 
Slave to interpret, as moſt of their great 
Men have. We afterwards walked to the 
Place where their Battery and Mortar had 
been, but at preſent they were drawn of, 
for fear the Townſmen ſhould ſally ou 
and take them. 


AT Night there was a great Uproari 
our Houſe, occaſioned by the Eſcape oſ 
two Merchants, who came under our Con- 
voy from Tetuan, pretending to be going 
to Mequine g; but in reality they wen

THEY got their Goods out of tit 
Baſhaw's Houſe by a Stratagem ; i 
which ſeveral of the Servants were bil 
naded: As was one Mordecai, a ji 
who came with us from Tetuan; he vi

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of that Name, who was the Broker for 
the Faſcines, between the Engizh and 
Moors; in which Bargain, according to 
Cuſtom, he cheated both Parties : and in 
order to ſecure what he had thus villain- 
ouſly got, had ſent great part of it with 
his Son ro New Fez, thinking he would 
be ſafe ſheltred under an Embaſſador's Re- 
tioue, The crafty Father imagined, that 
if Tetuan ſhould be taken, and in courſe 
the Jews grievouſly plundered, he ſhould 
ſecure ſomething with his Son. 


BUT the Moors either ſuſpecting the 
Matter, or having Intelligence from Te- 
tuan, ſeized the poor Few, bound him 
Hand and Foot, and beat him in a moſt 
miſerable manner; and then took all he 
had, even to his own, and his Wife's wear- 
ing Clothes, her Ear-rings, and the Rings 


won of her Fingers. The pretended Crime 
ee they laid to his Charge (which indeed was 
cre real Truth) was that his Father had 
To cheated the Zng/i/þ ; and that tho he was 


under a Contract to ſhare his Gains with 
ſome other People, he had defrauded them 
and kept it to himſelf; and that he, the 
Son, had great part of the Money. It is 
admirable to ſee how much beating theſe 
fews will ſtand, before they will confeſs 
their Money, which is generally hid : bur 
they beat this miſerable Man for ſeveral

THE New Town is parted from the 
Old by a ſmall River; it is walled in with 
double Walls and ſquare Towers, in the 
fame manner with the other. There is 
one Baſtion, built about 40 Years ago by 
an Engliſh Renegado, looks a little like 
Modern Fortification ; but the Faces and 
Flanks are out of Proportion : They have 
ſome Water-Mills to grind their Corn. 
This Town was built as a fort of Citadel 
or Curb upon Old Fez, and therefore is 
chiefly inhabited by the King's Magazi- 
ners: They are Horſe-Troops, who gather 
in the King's Part, and lay it up in Store- 
houſes, for the Uſe of the Emperor and 
his Troops. This Town is very poor, 
moſt of the Houſes being built with Mud, 
| Straw, Reeds, and thatched : and yet it 
has nineteen Moſques handſomely built ; 
and really the Moors, to do them Juſtice, 

are magnificent enough in their Moſques 
o Churches. The whole Town without 
be. dhe Walls is not above a Mile and a half 
a about, but is very populous; for tho the 

Mors have but very few Towns, con- 
10 ſdering the Extent of the Country, what 
hey have are well peopled. 

M 2 
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AFTER we had got about a League 
out of Town, the Ba/haw halted for the 
Saint, and ſtaid to make him ſeyeral Com- 
pliments: The Saint, as uſual, choſe to 
keep a-loof. Having a fine Road, we | 
marched 8 Leagues this Afternoon, but 
encamped late. As ſoon as Mr. Ruſels 
{ Tent was pitched, the Baſhaw made him 
a Viſit, to conſult with him about his goi 
into Mequine x, viz, whether he cho 
to go in private, juſt by Day - break, before 
People were ſtirring; or whether he choſe 
to go in a publick manner: If the latter, 
the Baſhaw ſaid he would halt at ſome 
diſtance from the City, and fend to give 
them Notice. But the Baſhaw obſeryed 
the Mob of Meguinex are very numerous 
and rude, eſpecially to Chriſtians ; and he 
ſhould be loth to ſee any thing diſpleaſe 
us: Beſides, he ſaid the People who live 
in the Saints-houſes, would make a De- 
mand of Money, in caſe we paſſed by 
them, and they ſhould ſee us. | 


' THESE Conſiderations moved Mr. 
Ruſſel to deſire to go in by Break of Day, 
before People were ſtirring, or they could 
have any Notice of our coming; by which 
means we avoided a great Fatigue, and 
very troubleſome Crowd of ungoyernable 
People. We ſtruck our Tents about 2 in

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the Morning, as ſoon as the Moon was 
up, having about 4 Leagues ro Mequine a. 
Ic was ſo exceſſively cold to-night we 


were forced to diſmount and walk, to 
keep Warmth in us. 


we heard a very great Noile from the 
Barking of Dogs ; which trifling Circum- 
ſtance I ſhould not have mentioned, bur 
that it is incredible almoſt to think what 
Numbers of Dogs the Moors have in 
their Houſes, thinking it a Sin to deſtroy 
them: A Stranger who is not uled to 
them is not able to ſleep for their Noile. 


the King's Palace and his Olive-Parks, 
which look beautiful at a diſtance : The 
Situation and Country about it are very 
pleaſant ; but when we came into the 
City we were very much diſappointed,

As ſoon as it was light, we diſcovered 


BEFORE we ſaw the City ſome time, Nov. 2. 
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Part had fallen down: fo that our Apart. 
ments were but very indifferent. As ſoon 
as we alighted from our Horſes, Mr, 
Ruſſel received a Courier from Tetuan, 
with Letters from Sir Charles Wager : 
This Courier had come in 4 Days what 
we had been coming 13, without reckon- 
ing the time we ſtaid in New Fez ; but 
then he came along the Plains, a much 
nearer Way. We reſted our ſelves the 
firſt Day, and ſaw no Company: But to- 
ward Evening, the Emperor being told 
Mr. Ruſſel had brought him fome Chelts | 
of Florence, he had not patience to ſtay | 
until Mr. Rufe! had his Audience, but 
ſent for a Cheſt of his beloved Liquor, 
which it was ſaid was drank out that 
Night, between the Emperor and his firlt 
Miniſter, a monſtrous great fat Negroe, aged 
about 50, and two or three of his drunken 
Companions. It was told us next Mom 
ing, that the Emperor, after having drank 
3 or 4 Flasks to his own Share, took up 
another, and ſqueezing it in his Arms, 
4 ſaid to his firſt Miniſter, the Chriſtian 
who brought us this, ſhall have whatever 
he is come to ask for.

ARGALTUS Carter, the Boy I have 
mentioned, was 9 Years in Captivity ; 
and when he grew to be a Man, the 
Queen gave him to her Son Muley Zidan, 
who being ſtrangled by his Wives for his 
Cruelty and Drunkenneſs, he became ar 
liberty to ſhift for himſelf ; ſo that it was 
not very difficult to get him his Liberty. 


WILLIAM Pendergraſs, the other

While we were 
ſitting in the Gallery, we were very 
much troubled with the Impertinence of 
People who wanted to fee our Swords 
and Gloves; we were here tired beyond 
all patience, when at laſt they led us 
over an open Gallery, which gave us 
the Proſpect of a pretry Meadow within 
the Palace, over which there is a Terrace 
Walk in the middle, from one End to 
the other, thick ſhaded with Vines, and 
ſupported with wooden Frames. But all 
the way we went we were followed by 
fach Crowds that no Blows could keep 
us clear. We paſſed with great Difficulty 
thro' ſeveral Apartments, until at laſt we 
were ſtopped, and told in the next the 
Emperor was. Here the Baſhaw who 
accompanied us, his Brothers, and ſe- 
veral other Grandees of the Court, were

iſtinction, and went bare-footed, to make 
themſelves look as mean as poſſible before 
the Emperor.

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THE Baſhaw's Brothers took each 
of them a China Jar of Sweet-Meats to 
carry before the Emperor, that their Offici- 
oulneſs might be the more taken notice of. 
Before we were admitted to ſee the Em- 

ror, all the Preſents were carried and 
placed in his Sight, and his Minions ; for 
ar this Court not only an Embaſſador, 
but any other Man's Reception, almoſt

ADMIRAL Perez, for want of a 
better. (for Renegado Carr could not be 
found) acted as Interpreter to this Grand 
Audience. We found that altho the Ad- 
miral had been ſent by the Court for Mr. 
Ruſſel. yet the Courtiers uſed him with a 
great deal of Contempt, calling him no- 
thing bur Rice or Captain, treating 
bim with very much Indifference ; this 
put him out of Countenance, for he had 
endeavoured to paſs upon us for a Man of 
great Intereſt ar Court.

Imperial Majeſty was ſo drunk he could 
ſcarce hold his Head up, but cried Buono, 
Buono, Good, Good; and then charged 
the Alcaide of the Chriſtians to ſee we 
did not want for Wine, and roaſted Pigs 
every Day“. Then his Courtiers pro- 
ſtrated themſelves upon their Faces, and 
crawled upon their Hands and Knees to 
kiſs his Feet: Aſter this his Court retired, 
and the Emperor's Eunuchs took him up 
and carried him away, The Emperor, as 
to his Perſon, is very tall, about 48 or 50;

He 
is a very handſome Man, very ingenious, 
and much of a Gentleman in his Beha- 
viour : He told us he was Brother to Com- 
modore Carr, formerly an Officer of Di-

you: before he was well acquainted with 


is Religion or Country ; that to a young 
Man the Temptation was very great, 


He was offered five Women, and all the 


Riches and Grandure of this Country, 
which if he had not accepted of, he fore. 
ſaw nothing but Slavery, Miſery, and 


extreme Want; for in the Time he wag 


taken we had not uſed to redeem our 
Captives. He was a great Fayourite of 
Muley Iſmael's, who underſtood his Uſe 
and Value: Muley I ſinael uſed to call 
him Brother, and gave him his Clothes off 
his Back, and would hug him and careſs him 
very much, and offered him the greateſt 
Governments in the Country; but Carr 


wiſely refuſed them, knowing what Envy 


and Hazard attend great Places among 
the Moors. He had been a Governor 
upon the Frontiers of Guinea, and was, 
at the time he was with us, Alcaide of 
the Guards which are allowed the Jeu; 
a Place of very good Profit and little 
Envy. He is ſaid to be very rich, has 
but one Wife and one Daughter, never ha- 
ving indulged himſelf with Variety of Wives, 
as the Moors generally do. To us he 
ſeemed very much to lament his Condition, 
and declared himſelf as much a Chi- 
ſtian as ever: He railed very much at 
the Moors, ſaying they were the _ 

an

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and moſt perfidious Wretches alive; and ſaid 
that if he could get into Europe, he could 
eaſily put the Chriſtians in a way to take this 
Country: and tho he was a Moor in Reli- 
gion, he boaſted of the great Service he had 
done the Engliſb in this Country, inſo- 
much that the King could not repay him; 
particularly with regard to getting Ad- 
miral Delaval out of this Country, and 
ſeyeral Captives. He drank with us very 
hard, and declared to us if it was not that 
he locked himſelf up every now and then. 
and took a hearty Doſe of Wine, he could 
not have ſupported his Spirits, when he 
came to think he was for ever loſt to his 
Country and Friends. He ſtaid with us 
ſo late that his Wife ſent her Brother to 
our Houſe to bring him home; and before 
he left us was ſo drunk that he fell down in 
his way home, and cut his Noſe and Face 


very ſeyerely, and had like to have broke 
his Neck, | 


WHETHER what he ſaid, while 
with us, was the Effect of the Falſeneſs he 
had learned among the Moors, or whether 
he did it to ingratiate himſelf among us, 
not having then received the Preſent he 
expected, which he hoped to increaſe 1 
by telling us what Service he had ever 1 

one the Engliſh, and inſinuating what he = 
was capable of doing Mr. Ruſſe/ : what- 9 

ever 5 
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ever was his Inducement, certain it is, 
after he had got his Preſent, he came very 
ſeldom among us ; and before we left Me. 
quinez, we believed him as much a Moor 
as any in the Country, and as much in 
their Intereſt : Therefore 1 adviſe thoſe 
who come after us, to take great Care 
what they ſay before him, and to give 
but little Credit to what he ſays. 


THE Alcaide of the Chriſtians ſent us 
two roaſting Pigs; we found him a very 
artful inſinuating Fellow, and that he ex. 
2 to be very well paid for every thi 


e did. We paſſed our time but very dil. 
agreeably here, to what we did in Tetuan; 
which made us very deſirous of being diſ. 
patched. We were confined to a Ground 
Apartment, and not allowed to walk upon 
the Houſe for fear we ſhould fee their Wo- 
men. When we went abroad, we every 
where found the common People very 
rude, and could go no where, unleſs on 


 Horſe-back, without a great Crowd fol- 


lowing us: Beſides, the poor Captive 
— that the Negro ora — 
not let them in to us without Money; and 
tho Mr. Ruſſel deſired the Baſhaw to re 
dreſs this Abuſe, the Porters were not pu- 
niſhed, and Mr. Ruſſe} could get nothing 
but Promiſes of their Amendment. 


BA. 
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BAS HAW Busfra introduced a Saint 
to Mr. Ruſſe}, one of their ordinary ones: 
this Fellow was like moſt of the reſt, part 
Knave, and part Fool ; he begg'd Money 
to buy him a Pair of Drawers. Upon the 
Baſhaw's bringing him in, Mr. Ruſſel or- 
dered him 3 Ounces, 2 Shillings Engliſb, 
no ſmall Sum in that Country to give a 
Beggar : yet this Fellow, becauſe he was 
a Saint, did not think the Sum great e- 
nough, but flung it upon the Ground; 
upon which Mr. Ruſſel ordered his Ser- 
vant to take it up, and give him nothing. 
This was a great Diſappointment to his 
Holineſs, who looked very ſimple, and 
wanted then to haye the Money again ; 
but Mr. Nuſſel ordered a Moor:/þ Servant 
to turn him out of the Houſe, which he 
did very readily, not regarding at all the 
Curſes he gave him. | 


THIS Mooriſh Servant we brought 
from Tetuan, is a ſort of a Free-thinker 
among the Moors, and had very little re- 
gard to what he eat or drank, any more 
than he had for their Saints, and never 
ſcrupled doing as we bid him: fo that 
wheneyer his Countrymen were trouble- 
lome, he cither turned them our quietly, 
or by Head and Shoulders. 


IN 
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IN the Evening the Baſhaw made Mr. 
Ruſſel a formal Viſit, telling him he might 
depend upon his being diſpatched to his 
Satisfaction, from his Houſe ; and that 
the Emperor would certainly make him a 
Preſent of 2 Horles: and this was told 
Mr. Ruſſel by ſo many People, he really 
believed it, as we all did. 


ADMIRAL Perez, who undertook 
to manage every thing with the Miniſters 
for Mr. Ruſſel, gave us great hopes of be: 
ing ſpeedily diſpatched : he ſaid the Grand 
Baſhaw offered to give Mr. Ruſſel 26 
Captives ; but as for Reſtitution of the 
Cargoes of the Ships taken or Money, to 
the Value, he gave the ſame Anſwer a 
Carr had done before. He adviſed Mr. 
Ruſſel ro look the Grand Baſhaw out 
more Wine, and allo to mix ſome 
ready Money with it, for that the Baſhav 
was extremely coyetous ; and that the 
Continuance of the Peace intirely depend 
ed upon him. | 


T HIS Day Deputies came from 01d 
Fez, offering to open their Gates, and 
treat of Peace with ſuch Perſons as the 
Emperor ſhould appoint : This cauſed 
great Joy among the Emperor's Friends 
The Deputies were well treated, and the

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Emperor ſent his Son, a Youth of about 

i7, with a ſufficient Counſel about him, 

to treat with the People of Fez; and 

after the Peace that the Prince ſhould be 
continued their nominal Governor. | 


ONE Mrs. Shaw, an Ir:hwoman, but Nov. 26. 
now a Moor, came to make Mr. Ruſſel a 
Viſit : Muley Iſmael, ſoon after ſhe was 
taken, ordered her among the reſt of his 
Concubines ; and having an Inclination to 
lie with her, forced her to turn Moor, for 
his Conſcience would not permit him to 
lie with a Chriſtian : but ſoon after ha- 
ving taken a Diflike to her, he gave her to 
a Soldier, a Renegado Spaniard, who 
having nothing to maintain her with, the 
poor Woman was almoſt naked and ſtar- 
ved. She had been a Moor upwards of 9 
Years, and when firſt ſhe came into the 
Country was very young, and not un- 
handſome ; ſhe had almoſt forgot her En- 
giſh, and was an Object of great Cha- 
rity, having a poor Child at her Breaſt, 
not above a Fortnight old, and nothing 
to ſhift it or provide it withal : Mr. Ruſſel 
gave her wherewith to clothe her ſelf and 
her Child, and ordered her to come as 
often as ſhe could, while we continued at 
Mequine⁊. 


BOM. 
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Nov.29. BOMBAR Jobs Tatta, who in the 
late Reign was Chief Eunuch, and in great 
Favour with Mauley 1/maes, ſent Mr. Ru: 
ſel a Preſent of two Leopards Skins. To 
Day we were viſited by one Pilleau, 2 

oung Fellow of a good Family in Cornwal, 

now turned Moor. He was taken v 

young, with Captain Pilleau, his Uncle, 
and being a handſome Boy, he was given 
by Muley Iſinael to one of his Sons 
The Chriſtian Captives gave this young 
Man a wonderful Character, ſaying he 
endured enough to have killed ſeven Men, 
before his Maſter could make him turn, 
'Tis very rare the Moors force any Chr. 
ſtian to turn Moor, unleſs they happen to 
fall into the Hands of ſome very great 
Zealot, or Bigot to their Religion, who 
imagine they are doing God good Service, 
while they are Fang of all the inhuma 
Cruelry in the World. 


_ PILLEAT being taken very fog 
ſpoke the Arabick Language as well as the 

org; and having traverſed this val 
Country even to the Frontiers of Gun, 


was Capable of giving a very good Accoutt 
of it: He is at preſent a Soldier, as all the 
Renegadoes are, who have no particu 
Trade or Calling; but their Allowance 0 
Pay and Corn is ſo ſmall, that they are , 
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a ſtarving Condition, being obliged to rob 

and plunder for the greateſt part of their 
Subſiſtence; for which they are often 
killed when taken : They are generally 
quartered at a great Diſtance from the Sea, 

in Caſtles upon the Frontiers. 


THE Queens, and the Grand Baſhary, Nov. 28. 
having received ſome conſiderable Preſents 
from Baſhaw Hamet's Agent, the King 
was once more prevailed upon to declare 
Baſhaw Hamet Baſhaw of Tetuan, with 
all its Dependencies ; tho but two Days 
before the Emperor did afſure Baſhaw 
Busfra, and the Tetuan Depuries, at the 
time they were offering their Preſents, - 
that Baſhaw Busfra ſhould return Baſhaw 
of Tetuan, ſince the People deſired it. 


THUS any one may think what a 
Condition we thought our ſelves in, who 
had to deal with ſuch a Prince and ſuch a 
Court. This ſudden Alteration in Affairs 
lo frighten'd the Tetuan Deputies, that 
they retired at Night into a Saint's Houſe, 
for fear of being impriſoned, and worſe 
e Baſhaw Busfra loſing 
now all hopes of being ſent back Baſhaw 
of Tetuan, endeavoured all he could to 
go Governor of the Caſtle, Town, and Porc 
of Sallee, with the Title of Baſhaw ; and 
this occaſioned a very great Struggle be-

tween Baſhaw Busfra and the Agent of 
Baſhaw Hamet, which Way Mr. Rufe] 
ſhould be diſpatched : Baſhaw Hametr's 
Agent made Intereſt that Mr. Ruſe/ might 
be diſpatched thro' his Maſter's Hands by 
the way of Tangier ; and Baſhaw Busfri 
made Intereſt that it might be by the 
Way of Sallee, where he hoped to go 
Governor. Mr. Ruſſel was moſtly incli. 
ned to Tangier, but did not care to ex. 
plain himſelf, becauſe he would have been 
glad to have taken the firſt Way that 
offered. -Baſhaw Busfra was ſo jealous 
of our correſponding with the Agent of 
his Enemy, that he ſuſpected every one 
who came to us, and ſent Perſons to watch 
us whenever we went out: And when 
Baſhaw Busfra perceived he was like- 
wiſe diſappointed in going Governor of 
Sallee, and that of courſe Mr. Ruſt 
would be diſpatched by the Way oſ 
Tangier, he made all the Intereſt he 
could to hinder the Articles of Peace be- 
ing ſigned ; and what made Mr. Ruſt 
and all of us the more uneaſy, we pet 
ceived he was now reſolved to affront us, 
ſeeing he could not carry his Point. 


FOR on the 2th, being invited to 
dine with Renegado Carr, at his Founder), 
Mr. Ruſſel ſent a Meſſage to the Baſhaw to

AFTER Dinner we walked out to 
ſee his Foundery, where he caſts Mortars, 
Shells, Cannon, Sc. as well as can be done in 
Europe : He has the Command of what 
Number of Chriſtians and Moors he thinks 
neceſſary to the Work, and is the only 
Perſon in the Country capable of this 
Work; and he ſays he has concealed his 
Art from the Moors and Chriſtians that 
aſſiſt him : ſo that when he dies, in al 
probability, they will be at as great a Lols 
as ever. 


IN the Evening, the Baſhaw ſome. 
what aſhamed of what he had done, ſent 
Horſes for us all, even for the Servants; 
and Mr. Ruſſel was adviſed by Carr to 
accept of them, as we were yet to cos. 
tinue in his Houle. 


THE Padre Guardian of the Span} 
Convent, and another Frier, with thei 
Surgeon, came to make Mr. Rufe! 
Viſit: They looked as if they wantet 
for nothing the Country could afford; they 
invited us to their Convent. 


SEVERAL Meſſages came from ont 
of the Queens, deſiring Mr. Ruſſe to ie

Ruſſel had reſolved to go by the way of 
Sallee, and that having come to Mequi- 
ez under the Protection of Baſhaw 
Busfra, he is reſolved to continue in his 
Houſe until ſuch time he is diſpatched, 
unleſs the Emperor ſhould, by a poſitive 
Command, order it otherwiſe. But as this 
did not come from Mr. Ruſſe}, whom they 
could not get to ſee, the Meſſengers gave 
but little Credit to it, and Means were 
ſoon after found out to let Mr. Rufſe/ know 
the whole Matter. This made Baſhaw 
Busfra very complailant, and he made 
Mr. Ruſſel a Viſit, deſiring him not to 
leave his Houſe without a poſitive Order 
from the Emperor; at the fame time ma- 
king an Apology for all that was paſt, 
and promiſing all that was in his Power for 
the future. 


BUT Mr. Ruſſel very much depending 
upon the Advice of Admiral Perez, and 
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he being an intire Enemy of Baſhaw Ha- 


met's, perſuaded Mr. Ruſſel to continue 
where he was. All this time Mr. Ruſet

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Families : The moſt part appear very poor, 
as they generally are in Inland Towns. 
The Fewdry, or Place where they live in, 
is exceeding dirty, ſo as to make it un- 
paſſable for People a-foot ; unleſs rhey 
walk bare-legged and bare-footed, as the 
Jeu do. 


THEIR Houles are very mean, and 
many Families in a Houſe ; nor did I 
ever ſee any People ſo miſerable as the 

eu a to be in Barbary and not- 
withſtanding all the Oppreſſion they meet 
with from the Moors, they govern all 
the Commerce and Money of this Coun- 
try. Thei chief Employment here is 
working in Gold and Silver, clipping and 
changing of Money, as in other Places. 
The King's Brothers, whenever they ride 
thro' the Fewdry, beat and inſult what- 
ever Jeus happen to fall in their way; 
and the Moors ſeldom call them by any 
other Name than Cran or Cuckold. 


WE went to return the Friers Viſit: Dec. 4 
They have a very convenient Houſe, 
delightfully ſituated for Proſpect, and

i four Friers, a Lay-Brother, beſides a Sur- 
at geon. This Convent was endowed with

WE dined with the Friers ; they gave 
us a Spaniſh Olio, and a very good En- 
tertainment : they had excellent Wine. 
After Dinner they ſhewed us their Chapel 
and Granaries, which are well ſtored with 
Corn. 


IN the Afternoon we rode to ſee the 
Emperor's Stables, accompanied by the 
Surgeon of the Convent. 


THEY conſiſt of two very large Ob- 
long Square Buildings, with Arches all 
round ; under which the Horſes ſtand, 
without any Partition, and intirely open 
on one fide to the Wind: We found but 
very few Horſes here, not above 50; and 
out of them not above 12 that could be 
called fine Horſes. Theſe Stables are 
made to hold 600 Horſes, allowing 14 
Foot for each Horſe. Thro' the middle 
of the Square runs a ſmall Canal, over 
which, at certain Diſtances, are built 
little Houſes for keeping the Furniture for 
the Horſes. Ar the upper End of all the

g ere 
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Square is a handſom Room, neatly paved 
and carved ; the Front incloſed with an 
iron Gate, finely wrought and gilt : Here 
the old Emperor uſed to, come almoſt every 
Afternoon, to ſmoke his Pipe, overſee his 
Horles*, and receive Projects from his 
Workmen. 


THE Chriſtian Captives, who came pec. . 
daily to pay their Reſpects to Mr. Ruſſel, 
brought an Account that there was a preat 
Uproar in the City, and that a Civil War 
was feared within the Town, occaſioned 
by two Ludyres, viz. two of the King's 
Horſe- Guards, having a Quarrel with two 
of the Citizens, and in the Fray killing 
them, the Mob gathered together and 
ſhut the Gates, threatning a War if the 
Emperor did not do them Juſtice ; bur 
Matters were appeaſed by the Interceſſion 
of the Mxfzz, and Juſtice was promiſed.

Muley Maimon, and his Brother, made

We 
obſerved theſe Princes had not the Eſtates 
of common Country Gentlemen in Eu- 
gland; the old Emperor ſeldom giving 
more to his Sons than what was abſo- 
Jutely neceſſary for their Subſiſtence, un- 
leſs to thoſe whoſe Mothers were great 
Fayourites. 


IT was ſaid the Emperor had received Dec. 13. 
ſome Letters from his Brother Abdelme- 
leb, importing, that if the Emperor would 
make a Partition of the Empire, and give 
him half his Father's Treaſure, half the 
Horſe, Ammunition, Sc. he would give 
no farther Trouble; but this was rejected 
by the Negroes and Grand Baſhaw : It 
was ſaid the Emperor would have come 
into this, or any thing elle, ſo as to have 
been left at eaſe in his Debaucheries.

THERE ſeemed to be an univerſal Joy 
all over the City; and People began to 
entertain ſome hopes of the Emperor, 
when they thought he had Reſolution 
enough to put this Miniſter to death, who 
was not only a Partaker with the Empe. 
ror, but ſuppoſed to encourage him in all 
his Debaucheries. 


THE Emperor came to the Baſhar!s 
Houle, and demanded him to be brought 
before him, but his Servants had * 
him: The Emperor ſhot, with his own 
Hand, one of the Baſhaw's Secretaries, 
who was ſo faithful to his Maſter as to 
endeavour to make an Excuſe for him 
to the Emperor : and the Negro o_ 

whic 
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which accompanied the Emperor, not 
liking what they were about, did not 
deſign or deſire to find the Baſbaꝛv out; 
ſor however obnoxious he had made him- 
ſelf to the White People, it was chiefly 
upon their account ; and not only as he 
was one of their Body, but as he indul- 
oed them in every thing they had no 
rcaſon to complain.

FROM what I have ſaid, the Reader 
will ſee we had but little Satisfaction 
abroad; and at home, till juſt before 
we left the Baſhauꝰs Houſe, they would 
not it us to walk on the top of the 
Houſe, until ſuch time, what with the 
great Rains, the Cold we had taken in 
our Bed-Chambers, and Diſcontent alto- 
gether, we every one fell into Fluxes, 
which confined us ſeveral Days; Mr. 
Ruſſel was the worſt. The greateſt, and 
indeed only Satisfaction we had, was 
paying at Cards at home among our 

ves. 


AND the Baſhaw, in whoſe Houle 
we lived, either thro' Deſign, or Poverty.

A laſt the Captives themſelves found 
out the Reaſon of Mr. Ruſſel's not being 
diſpatched: It ſeems the Grand Baſbau 

ave them to underſtand he expected they 
Would raiſe him a Preſent of 300 Ducats 
among themſelyes, or they ſhould not have 
their Liberty ; beſides, he let it be under- 
ſtood he was not fatisfied with the Pie. 
ſents Mr. Ruſſe! had made him, nor in- 
deed never would, as long as he had found 
any thing more coming.

indeed a more ſtupid thing than this might 
have been put upon this Court, becauſe the

credited the Letter or no, all the Moor. 
were aſhamed to ſee Mr. Ruſſel ſo long 
trifled with, and uſed to ſay it would not 
have been ſo in Muley 1/maePs tine:

greed if he could but get to the Sight of 
the Emperor, his Buſineſs would be done: 

But here lay the Difficulty, the Emperor 
was ſo often drunk that his Miniſters dared 
not ſuffer him to be ſeen by the People. 


A MESSENGER came from the 
King's Chriſtians, to acquaint Mr. Ruſſel that 
if he came to Court, they believed the Em- 
peror might be ſeen; Mr. Ruſſel hurried 
to the Palace, and we all were over-joyed 
to think there was ſome Hopes of getting 
away. The Negrocs and People ſaluted 
us as we paſſed the outer Squares, be- 
fore we came to the Palace ; which made 
us really believe there was ſomething ex- 
traordinary in our being ſent for: And 
what confirmed us in this Opinion, was, 
juſt as we came to the Palace Gare, we 
aw the Grand Baſ/haw march in before 
us, with his Negro Guard ; and as People 
eaſily believe what they wiſh, we imme-

A- 
mong the reſt, we met at Court, an old 
Spaniard, a Chriſtian, who was then the 
King's Phyſician *; he told us he was ta- 
ken 39 Years ago in Larach, when that 
Place was ſcandalouſly ſurrendred by the 
Spaniards to the Moors, occaſioned by 
the Friers, who began to be a little pinch- 
ed in their Bellies. 


THIS Phyſician gave us a thoroy 
Account of the Emperor's Life, having 
known him from a Child : and, to make 
ule of his own Words, he ſaid, that Nero, 
Caligula, Heliogabalus, Commodus, and all 
the Roman Monſters we read of, were 
Saints in compariſon to him. 


_ THIS Phyſician told us his Buſineſ 
was to feel the King's Pulſe. Whenever 
they brought him out of his Room, the 
Eunuchs placed the King in an open Gal- 
lery, under a Canopy, where we firſt ſay 
him; there he drank, with his Mini 
ſters, until he fell down, and then the

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Funuchs carried him to bed, until he had 
ſlepr off his laſt Debauch : And this is his 
conſtant courſe of Life, inſomuch, that 
for two Months together, they had nor 
been able to get him to ſhift himſelf. The 
great Miſchief he does, is at his firſt a. 
waking out of his drunken Fits, when 
his own Servants fly him and dread him, 
His Miniſters keep him in this way, and 
ſuffer no one to ſee him, excepting ſome 
few Creatures of their own ; ſo that the 
Moors (notwithſtanding the danger of 
murmuring in an abſolute Government) 
uſed to ſay they had no Emperor.

WHILE we were at Court we were 
much troubled with the Impertinence of 
one of the two Fayourite Brothers of the 


Emperor, who was very drunk, tho it 
was

MR. Rufet tried all he could to ſee 
the Emperor, deſiring all that went in to 
the Emperor to acquaint him he was 
waiting to ſee his Majeſty ; but could get 
no other than the old Anſwer, the Em- 
peror was not dreſſed to be ſeen. 


ONE of the Emperor's Women paſſed 
by us, and ſeeing we were Strangers, 
ſtopped to know our Buſineſs: The Eu- 
gliſb Boy, who always accompanied Mr. 
Ruſſel to Court, and who ſpoke Arabick 
25 naturally as the Moors, told her the 
Embaſſador waited to fee the Emperor; 
he ran after her, and gave her a Moydore 
in Mr. Ruſſel's Name, deſiring her to uſe 
her Intereſt that Mr. Ruſſel might ſee the 
Emperor, promiſing her a handſome Gra- 
tuity if ſhe would ſpeak to the Emperor. 
This Woman was a great Favourite of the 
Emperor's, going Son among his Wo- 
men, carrying his Orders, and appointing 
ſuch as were for his Pleaſure : She was 
her ſelf young, and not unhandſome ; 
painted, and very richly dreſſed in their 
way, with monſtrous Gold Ear-rings, and 
bracelets of the ſame Metal, about her 
Arms, Neck, Ge.

SHE promiſed to do her beſt, and in 
the end did more than all the People Mr. 
Ruſſel had as yet applied to: She came 
back, and told Mr. Rxſſe/ it was not a 
proper time then to ſee the Emperor, but 
that when it was, ſhe would certainly 
introduce him. 


WE ſaw in the Court two of the Em. 
peror's Horſes, which were led into Court 
every Day, tho the Emperor ſeldom or 
never uſed them: The Saddles were covered 
with Gold Plate, ſet with precious Stones. 
We were told the Emperor himſelf was 
drawn about by Negroes in a Chaiſe, whoſe 
Wheels were covered with Leather. We 
returned from Court a little better ſatisfied 
than we came, having now great ExpeQs 
tions in the Court Lady, 


IN the Morning we went to Court for 


the fourth time; and met with the fame 
Difficulties as uſual to get in: Mr. Ruſc/ 
was now reſolved to try to get nearer the 
King's Apartment than we had hitherto 
been; ſo watching an Opportunity, when 
the Alcaide of the firſt Gate was buſied 
ſome other way, we fairly gave him thc 
flip, and walked on to the other Gate, 
where we were got before he miſſed us: 
Afterwards he made uſe of ſeveral Strata.

lowance they had : he was the more in- 
clined to this becauſe he foreſaw nothing 
but Confuſions in his own Country.

BASHAW Busfra likewiſe loſt the 
Intereſt that got him Tetuan; for he 
pgreed with one of the Queen's Agents 
N .

This Secretary ſeem- 
ed to be a very moderate Man, and knew 
there was a good deal of Reafon in 
what Mr. Ruſſel ſaid : and if ever a 
Moor was out of Countenance he appear- 
ed to be ſo. He faid he would go in to 
the Emperor, and endeavour that Mr. 

Afﬀer ſtaying 
ſome time, he returned, and told Mr. 
Ruſſel the Emperor was not well, and 
did not care to fee any body; but that 
the Emperor would diſpatch him very 
ſoon : and provided he would return back 
to his own Country, the Emperor would 
write by him to the King his Maſter, as 
alſo renew the Peace to the Satisfaction 
of the King of Eng/and. 


THIS Anſwer, I ſuppoſe, was con- 


certed by the Miniſters, of which, next 
in power to Baſhaw Empſael, mY 
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Belcaddy, the Farmer of all the Cuſtoms, 

who was then with the Emperor : and 

what made it 1 the more ſo, Mr.

to get farther than at firſt they would 
permit us. Mr. Rafe complained again 0! 
ro the Secretary of State, that he had no V 
Anſwer to his laſt Letter; that no Steps 
were as yet taken towards his being dif- 
patched 4 and that he did not perceiye 

imſelf any nearer than the firſt Day he 
Janded in the Country ; that as for Pro- 
miſes, he was tired out with hearing them: 
To all which the Secretary gave no other 
Anſwer than this; that in a few Days 
the Emperor was to remove from the Pa- 
lace he was then in, to the old Palace:

Ruſſel the ſame Account, that the Empe- 
ror was to move in a few Days to the 
old Palace; and that if the Emperor ſaw 
Mr. Ruſſe}, he might depend upon being 
diſpatched. Mr. Rufe/ promiſed Money 
to the Chriſtians, to the Guards, and to 
any body that ſhould bring him the firl 
Notice of the Emperor's coming abroad: 
So that now we thought that if the Em. 
peror eyer came abroad, we could not mils 
of him. 
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IT is not eaſily to be imagined how 
this raiſed our Spirits, to think that there 
peared, tho at a diſtance, ſome ho 
of getting free from the ſaddeſt Ser of 

Villains upon Earth, 


A T Court we had learnt, the firſt Day, 
that the worſt Clothes we had were good 
enough to appear there in, unleſs we in- 
tended to have them cut off from our 


Backs. 


WE went to Court in the Morning, as jan. 7. 
before, thinking ſome Accident or. other 
would happen to further our Diſpatch : for 
if Mr. Ruſſel had continued at home, he 
might have remained ſo, during this Em- 
peror's Reign ; for if he was told of any 
manner of Buſineſs, he immediately for- 
got it; and the firſt Miniſter had no In- 
tention to do it. Mr. Ruſſel, by coming 
conſtantly to Court, was in hopes to meet 
the Woman he had given a Moydore to, 
who conſtantly attended upon the Empe- 
ror, but ſhe had not, of late, come out 
of the Emperor's Apartment: But we met 
with the Emperor's little French Boy, and 
had ſeveral Diſcourſes with him. To day 
we ſaw ſeveral Hogs feeding in the Garden 
of the Palace, which made us very much 
wonder at it, being contrary to the Ma- 
hometan 
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 hometan Law, to eat, or ſuffer a Swine to 


come near them. The French Boy told 
us they were fed for the Emperor's Table, 
who daily eats them, and is no Hypoerite 
in any of his Vices ; tho his Fayourite 
Diſh, he told us, was a roaſted Fox. 


W E ſtaid at Court until it drew towards 
Dinner-time : but before we left it, ont 
little Freuch Guide ſhewed us ſeveral A- 
partments of the Palace, where we faw 
the Emperor's Tradeſmen at work; ſome 
were making Arms, fome Saddles, ſome 
Slippers, Sc. He likewiſe ſhewed us ſe- 
veral very large Square Rooms, built for 
Armories; in ſome we ſaw ſeveral very 
fine Arms, with gold and ſilver Ferrels, 
which ſecure the Barrel to the Stock. Some 
of theſe Arms muſt be very coſtly, having 
eight very broad gold Ferrels to each, 


THE Negroes, who carry theſe, 
all choſen Men, have a larger — 
and 'tis the Reward of ſome Service. 


IN one of * Rooms we ſaw an En- 
85 Chair, a Spaniſh one, and a Berlin 
Coach He led us thro' that part of the 
Palace that brought us to the Field of Rats, 


which are kept there undiſturbed, and 
burrow in the nature of Rabbits, and are 
laid to be as good Meat. | 


WE 
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WE ſaw here a very large Canal, which 
Muley Lſinael was making, but did not 
live to finiſh : He deſigned 
nal to have had a very large Ship, with 
ll her Furniture. We were generally fo 
tired of being at Court all the Morning, 
that we were glad to ſtay at home after 
Dinner, and divert our ſelves with a Book, 
For a Game of Cards. 


become the moſt punctual Courtiers the 
Emperor had; and by practice, we found 
the People at Court more ſociable than 
formerly : But out of the many that came, 
e faw but few who were admitted to ſee 
the Emperor - and thoſe few, that did ſee 
tim, did not dare to mention Mr. Ruſſel 
v him, for fear of the Grand Baha. 
0: whether the Emperor was ever in a 
Condition to be ſpoke to, we could not 
tear; only now and then we heard of ſome 
its of his Cruelty, tho not one half of 
what he committed. 


TO Day we heard the Emperor called

&red to be drawn out but a few Days be- 
bre, but had forgot it ; and being rol told

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WE went to Court again, and were jan. 8. 
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out, by his Order, which he denied ; and 
immediately ſent for the Man who drey 
her Teeth, and ordered all his to be drawn, 
and ſent her them in a Box to comfort 
her. He ſent for a Few:/h Woman to lie 
with him, and waking in the Morning, 
found her Arm about his Neck, which he 
cut off with his Scimetar, for daring, 
Jew as ſhe was, to put her Arm : 
an Emperor's Neck, notwithſtanding he 
had ſent for her to his Embraces. 


T HE Emperor another time ſent for 
two Jews, that were married Women; 
and after he was tired with them, {ent 
them back to their own Habitations: but 
being told they ſuffered their Husbands ts 
lie with them after he had, he ordercd 
both Husbands and Wives to be put to 
death. 


WE went to Court to try ſtill what 
was to be done, and were told this Day 
the Emperor was to come abroad ; and 
Mr. Ruſſel, for fear of miſſing him, ent 
for his Dinner to be brought him. It ws 
ſaid the Emperor was to come out, to kt 
the Caravan that was to go to Meccs, 
which, by reaſon of the Rebellion of Fez, 
made up this Year at Mequine æ, but i 


was not above half ſo large as it uſed to be. 


We ſaw them march by the Palace, "y 
* * 
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the prophet's Standard, and ſeveral Flags 
flying, in all the Pomp of a holy Pro- 
ceſſion. 


THERE were ſeveral foreign Mer- 
chants, Mahometans, who waited to be 
diſpatched as well as we; and the whole 
Caravan was detained ſeveral Days, for 
want of the Emperor's coming abroad, as 
was expected, to ſee them; they being 
encamped about a ſmall Mile from the 
Palace, where their Tents made a beau» 
tiful Appearance. 
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TO Day above 3000 People waited 
to ſee the Emperor, and great Murmuring | 
ad Complaints were made by the People, 
who had an Emperor that never appeared, 
nor did his Miniſters concern themſelves 
about Buſineſs much more than their Ma- 
ter; ſo that it is wonderful how the 
Emperor kept upon the Throne ſo long: 
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Covern he did not, neither had he poſ- 
008 eon of very little more than his own 
et palace, and was afraid to truſt himſelf our 
fs of that. The Emperor did not come a- 


broad to day, any more than ſeveral Days 
pſt, tho expected. So we walked to ſee 
the Emperor's Braſs Cannon, which were 
ſery fine, to the Number of above 150, 
of ſeveral Denominations : The Negroes 
lad got them all out, and planted them to- 
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of the Negro Guards, which were ſent by 
| a 
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wards the City, fearing an Inſurrection. 
We likewiſe were ſhewed the Priſon in the 
Palace, where the Emperor's Negro-Guards 
are kept, when to be puniſhed, or after- 
wards ; as are all Governors and State Pri- 
ſoners : Ir is under Ground, and runs in- 
tirely under one of the Square Courts of 
the Palace. We ſaw ſeveral in Chains and 


WE returned home as much diſappoint- 
ed as ever, expecting to continue in the 
Country during this Emperor's Reign; 
which did not preſage any long Duration, 
every Day growing worſe and work, 
To Day he killed two of his Cooks, be- 
caule his Dinner did not pleaſe him. 


I ACCOMPANIED Mr. Rxſ? to 
Court, ſtill in hopes every Day would be 
the laſt. We waited all the Morning, as 
we had done for ſeveral Days paſt, until 
ſuch time we ſaw every body retire, and 
then we went to Dinner; Mr. Ruſſel de- 
firing the Guards would come and give 
him notice, in caſe the Emperor {hould 
paſs from one Palace to the other: but 
this had been talked of for ſo many Days, 
that it began to be little regarded. 


BUT whilſt we were at Dinner, two 
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a Perſon Mr. Ruſſe! had promiſed Money 
to, for that end, came, and acquainted 
him the Emperor would certainly paſs 
from one Palace to the other ; and that 
his Chaiſe was getting ready, when the 

came away. By very good Fortune, Ad- 
miral Perez was with us at Dinner; and 
without loſing one Moment's time, Mr. 
Ruſſel, Admiral Perez, and my ſelf, roſe 
from Table, got on Horſeback, and gallop- 
ped all the way to the Palace: And tho 
we were not half an Hour from the time 
the Meſſengers came, to the time we got 
to the Palace, yer the Emperor was got 
into the old Palace, and all hopes ſeemed 
to be loſt of ſeeing him; and it was very 
uncertain when ſuch an Opportunity might 
happen again. This Diſappointment made 
Mr. Ruſſel in a very great Rage, imagining 
they had not ſent for him until they knew 
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e Emperor was got in : and this ſeemed 
| WY to be true, becauſe of the great haſte we 
dae. Mr. Nuſſel was reſolved to get into 
„be Palace after the Emperor, coſt what it 
© WW would; and as it was faid, the Emperor 
a lad not been ſo ſober ever ſince we had 


teen in Meguinez, we entertained Hopes 
of deing iſpatched. 


BUT meeting Baſhaw Busfra return- 
0 ty from the Palace, with a ſmiling Coun- 
ance, he told Mr. Ruſſel he might go 

S 2 back, 
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back, for. that the Emperor was gone in 
among his Women, There was nothing 
could make ir more apparent that 
the Baſhaw did every thing that lay in 
his Power to hinder Mr. Ruſſel from being 
diſpatched, than the Joy he ſhewed upon 
his Diſappointment ; becauſe it was very 
probable the Emperor might not come 
abroad again in two or three Months: 
and it was thought very extraordinary, that 
he ventur'd from one Palace to another. 
If Baſhaw Busfra had been in the Intereſt 
of Mr. Ruſſel's being diſpatched, he had 
time enough to ſend him Notice. Mr, 
Ruſſel not regarding what the Baſhaw ſaid, 
was reſolved to get into the Palace; and 
with much Difficulty, by giving a Moy- 
dore to the Alcaide of the firſt Gate, we 
all three got in, with two Servants, who 
carried a handſom Preſent of Hollands and 
Cambricks, in caſe we ſhould fee the Em. 
peror. Aſter we were got in, Mr. Ruſt! 
made loud Complaints of his Uſage ; and 
endeayouring to go farther into the Px 
lace, was hindred by the Alcaide of the 
firſt Gate, who was ſo zealouſly in Be. 
ſhaw Busfra's Intereſt, that no Promiſes, ot 
Money. could bring him into Mr. Nuſſels 
While Mr. Nuſſel was endeavouring to 
get beyond the firſt Guard of the Palace, 
the Favourite Woman of the Emperors 
luckily came by, who had received che 

Hp. Moydore 
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Moydore from Mr. Ruſſel, and who we 
had not ſeen fince. She underſtood the 
Diſpute, and threatned the A/cazde : She 
carried us to the very next Apartment to 
that in which the Emperor was, and told 
Mr. Ruſſel ſhe would bring the Emperor out, 
and that he ſhould certainly then he diſ- 
patched ; upon which Mr. Ruſſel gave her 
another Moydore. After waiting about an 
Hour, ſhe {ent us out a large Diſh of the 
Emperor's Cuſcucu, with Fowls, Meat, 
and Roots ſtewed, with Spice ; which, 
al together makes a very wholeſom and 
agreeable Food. As we had dined before, 
we only taſted it, and gave it to the Stand- 
ers by. We ſaw at Court the Emperor's 
two Favourite Brothers, and all the prin- 
cipal Courtiers that were juſt come in 
with the Emperor, all bare-footed : for ſo 
great a Deference do theſe Moors pay their 
Emperor, that his own Brothers, tho they 
follow him in the Streets among Dirt and 
Stones, are not -permitted to wear their 
Slippers ; and are obliged to follow his 
Chaiſe, or Horſes Heels, in the ſame 
manner. Mr. Ruſſel had taken ſo much 
Pains to ſee the Emperor, and had been 
ſuch a conſtant Attendant upon the Court, | 
that moſt People were in our Intereſt, 
and ſeemed to wiſh us diſpatched, except the 
Alcaide 1 have ſo often mentioned. One 
of the Emperor's Brothers came to Mr. 

S 5 Ruſſel. 
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The HIS TOR of the 
Ruſſel, and promiſed his Intereſt, and to 


get him introduced to the Emperor : And 


in order to ſecure every Intereſt that of. 
fered, Mr. Ruſſe! promiſed the Prince a 
Silver Watch, provided he could introduce 
him to the Emperor. The Prince wanted 


the Watch before-hand, bur that would by 


no means do. 


ALL on a ſudden there was a mur- 
muring Noiſe among the Attendants, and 
a Whiſper ran all along the Gallery, and 
every one ran to hide themſelves; and 
they called to Mr. Ruſſel and my elf, to 
do the ſame: Admiral Perez cried the 
Emperor was coming, and then ran away 
to hide himſelf. Mr. Ruſſel and I were 
reſolved to ſtand ſtill, and fee him, which 
was what we came for: we were left all 
alone by the Moors, who flew from him 
in the fame manner as if a Tyger, a Lion, 
or any other wild Beaſt, had been let 
looſe ; and he was dreaded as much, no 
one knowing who was to be the firſt that 
might fall by his Hand. 


A PAIR of Gates were opened, and 
the Emperor came forward, whom we 
knew by a Canopy, or rather an Umbrella, 
held over his Head : He had a Gun in his 
Hand, attended only by his Favourite 
Woman, that was Mr. Rufe/s _ 

| an 
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and his two Brothers: We bowed to the 
Emperor as he came forward, and he 
ſtopped and ſaid, Buono Chriſtiano, which 
was a Sign he was not diſpleaſed. The 
Lady, if I may fo call her, told the Em- 
peror Mr. Ruſſel's Buſineſs, and that he 
was come to bring his Majeſty a Letter, 
and a Preſent from his Maſter. The Em- 

or walked along the Gallery, about a 
undred Yards, and then he ſeated him- 
ſelf down: Upon which Admiral Perez, 
and the Secretary of State, advanced to 
the Emperor ; and bowing their Bodies to 
the Ground, with great Humility, Ad- 
miral Perez told the Emperor Mr. Ruſſels 
Buſineſs: and Mr. Nuſſel, at the ſame 
time, preſented to the Emperor his preſent 
Majeſty's Letter, which he had received 
ſince his firſt Audience: Then Mr. Ruſſel 
took his Preſent of Hollands and Cam- 
bricks, and offered them to the Emperor, 
who immediately made a Preſent of them 
to the Lady that waited upon him. 


THE Emperor opened the King's Let- 
ter, and ſeeing great part of it wrote in 
Letters of Gold, he asked Perez what 
that meant, who immediately made an- 
ſwer, That the King of England had ſo 
much Reſpect for his Majeſty, that where- 
ever his Majeſty was mentioned in the 
Letter, the King ordered that it ſhould be 
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The HIS TORY of the 
wrote in Letters of Gold: Very well, ſaid 
the Emperor ; and turning to the Secre. 
tary of State, ordered him to write to the 
King of England in Gold again, and gave 
the Secretary of State the King's Letter. 
The Emperor deſired Mr. Ruſſel to tell 
the King, his Maſter, not to ſend any 
Engliſh Ships to Sancta Cruce, which is 
a Sea-Port, belonging to his Brother Mu. 
tey Abdelmeleck. Then the Emperor told 
Mr. Ruſſel he made him a Preſent of fix 
Captives ; and bidding the Secretary of 
State reuew the Peace with the Engliſb. 
aud anſwer the King of England's Letter, 
he role up, and walked on. By this time 
ſeveral People were come from their hi- 
ding Places, and flinging themſelves upon 
their Faces, kiſſed the Ground, and role 
up, crying, God preſerve the Emperor. 
They do this to ſhew they are but as Duſt 
before him. 


WE kept cloſe to the Emperor all 
thro? the Palace, where, without the Gate, 
his Negro Guards were drawn up, in three 
Bodies, ſeveral deep: The commanding 
Officers had very long Pikes, the Spears 
of which were of ſolid Gold. 


THEY ſaluted the Emperor by bow. 
ing their Bodies all together. The Moors 
do not ſhoulder their Arms as we do in 

Europe 1 
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Europe, but carry them cloſe to their Bo- 
dies, with the Muzzles upright. hu) 


THE Emperor's Chaiſe was waiting 
for him ; the Seat and Body of which was 
lined with Oftriches Feathers, curiouſly 
wrought, and drawn by a Mule : He ſtep- 

dinto it, and ſtanding upright, preſented 

is Gun at a Criminal that was brought be- 
fore him to be killed ; but his Gun miſſing 
Fire, he ordered the Fellow to be dragged by 
Mules, which was done accordingly. Then 
the Emperor ſeated himſelf down, and caſt- 
ing his Eye upon Mr. Ruſſel, ordered two of 
his Alcaides to move him, and all his 


Agent of Baſhaw Hamet, that he might 
go by the way of Tangier. The Emperor 
was followed by his Brothers, and all his 
Attendants on foot, and bare-legged, the 
Guards following cloſe to the Chaiſe : the 
Mule was led, the Emperor going no far- 
ther than round the outer Squares of the 
Court. We had now an Opportunity of 
taking more Notice of the Emperor's Per- 
on than at the firſt Audience, and found 
bim much taller than we imagined him to 
be when we ſaw him fitting, he being near

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WE were fo rejoiced at the Proſpect of 
our Liberty, (for we bad looked upon our 
ſelves but in a fort of Captivity) that we 
made all the haſte we could home, to in. 
form our Company of the good News: In 
the way we met with Ba/haw Busfra, 
galloping in a great hurry, for the News 
had already reached him. Upon ſeeing 
Mr. Ruſſel he ſtopped, and upon Admiral 
Perez's telling him what had paſſed, and 
that the Emperor had ordered Mr. Ruſt] 
to the Houſe of Baſhaw Hamet's Agent, 
he ſeemed as Thunder-ſtruck ; and now he 
plainly ſaw he had no hopes of returning 
to Tetuan. of being Baſhazy of Salle, or 
going to England. He haſted away to the 
Emperor, hearing he was abroad, to en- 
deayour to get this Sentence altered ; or, 
at leaſt, to have it confirmed from the 
Emperor's Mouth, which we heard it af. 
terwards was. 


WHEN we came home, we could not 
conceal our own Joy, nor the Baſhau's

AT Night Mr. Raſſel was troubled with

t was a City of no great Note before he 
built his Palace here, and made it the Seat 
of his Goyernment : Nor is it yet capable 
of ever being very conſiderable, becauſe 
here are no Manufactures as at Fez, and 
ſeyeral other Places; neither does this part 
of the Country abound in any Commo- 
dities fit for Tranſportation. After Rains 
the Water is very foul and muddy, being 
but very indifferent at beſt ; neither are 
there any Caravans, to ſet out from hence, 
a from Fez : So that if the Court was not 
kept here it would ſoon be a very inſigni- 
ficant Place.

THE Palaces, if I may fo call them, 
ue on the South of the City, and were 
built intirely by Muley Iſinael, and ſtand 
pon more Ground than the City, and 
indeed are rather a City than a Palace; if, 
by a Palace, we underſtand one regular 
pile of Building. Theſe Palaces are di- 
vided into many diſtin Squares, and dif- 
ferent Apartments; ſome inhabited by the 
King's Wives, his Concubines, his Tradeſ- 
men, and his Guards. Theſe different 
Quarters of the Palace, or Wards, have 
ach their proper Officers to guard them, 
and are as diſtinct as if they were intirely 
ſeparate ; the Negro Eunuchs guarding the

ſtinction, that every thing within theſe 
Walls is extremely neat ; all the Walks 
thro'out the Palace are very ſmooth and 
even, moſt of them terraced, and ſeveral 
of them covered with ſolid Work: The 
Galleries that join the Apartments, are all 
of Moſaick Work; the Tiling of all the 
Apartments are of a green Colour, allows. 
ble to no Buildings but the Emperor's and the 
Moſques : And there are abundance of 
Steeples in the Palace, with gilded Spires 
and the green Tiling ; which all together, 
at a diſtance, make a pleaſant Sight. I ne- 
ver could learn that Muley 1/mael ever had 
any Country Retirement, or leſſer Palace, 
x or that he ever reſided in any 
other. 


THE whole Circumference of theſe 
Palaces may be near three or four Miles ; 
including ſeveral Gardens, Meadows, &c.

WE ſet out by 7 in the Morning, has Jan. 18.

Leagues; and at Night encamped near 
another Saint's Town: The Pointe refu- 
ſed to let us ride into the Town becauſe of 
irs Holineſs. 


WE paſſed over a fine Country, the 
Corn lying every where ready cut ; but 
the Inhabitants were all fled, for fear of 
the Mountaineers, who frequently came 
down, and had robbed them ſince Muley 
1/maePs Death. The People now were all 
wiſhing for him again : fo that a bad Go- 
vernment is better than none at all. To 
day we travelled by a Mooriſh Fair; and 
by reaſon of the Concourſe of People, our 
Guides thought us in danger, and therefore 
we marched a little out of our way. keep- 
ing our ſelves upon our Guard. We met 
with ſeveral Parties of Arabs, going to the 
Fair, but they did not offer to moleſt us 
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About Noon we ſet down by the Banks 
of the River Sabu*, and dined, while our 
Baggage was paſſing, which took up near 
three Hours time, having but one ſmall 
Boat, to tranſport Horſes, Mules, Goods, 
Fc. Tis very remarkable, that tho no- 
thing can be eaſier than building Bridges 
oyer this River, and ſeveral others, in 
going and coming from all Parts to the 
Capital, yet there is no ſuch thing in all 
this Country, tho none of their Rivers 
ae either very wide or rapid.

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WE roſe very wet, it having rained ſo Jan, 20. 


ſeyere ly all Night it beat thro our Tents, 
and wet our Bedding and Baggage; and 
notwithſtanding the Rain, we decamped, 
and rode all Day in the moſt ſevere Wind 
and Rain I ever ſaw continue fo long to- 
gether: And tho we paſled by ſeveral 
Camps of Arabs, we dared not ſtop, be- 
cauſe they were counted Enemies to Ba- 
haw Hamet, and great Robbers. Not- 
vithſtanding our Clokes and Clothes, we

ABOU T nine in the Morning we leſt

We found the 
River extremely {ſwelled with the Rains, 
and very 901 We propoſed to go to 
Larach by Water, which 1s not above $ 
Leagues, being ſituated upon the Sea, at 
the Mouth of this River: but the Go- 
vernor told us, as the River runs all one 
way, they could not get the Boat back 
again; fo we ſet out by Land.

Revolutions in Morocco. 
This Afternoon we were again accompa- 
nied with Wind and Rain. We travelled 


late, to get near ſome Arab Tents, Friends 
to Baſhaw Hamet. 


Before we came to the City, we paſſed by 
ſome Woods of very tall Oaks, being theonly 
Timber we had ſeen in the Country ; and it 
happens to be "uy conveniently ſituated, 
near a River and near the Sea, which 
makes this Port the moſt convenient to 
build their Ships ; and ſome time ago, 


they built here what the Moors call a 40 


Gun Ship. We rode into Town, in fo 


ſevere a Rain, we ſcarce ſaw any — 4

but found the Ba/haw's Son, who was t 


Governor of the Town, at the Houſe we 


were carried to. He excuſed himſelf on 
account of the Rain, for not coming out 
to meet Mr. Ruſſfel. We found a very 
dean Apartment, neatly fitted with Mats 
and Carpets, and handſom Curtains before 
the Door. The Alcaide was Baſhaw 
Hamet's eldeſt Son, but not near ſo fair

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ABOUT Noon we ſaw LZarach : Fan, 25, 
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ing as much as four Men could well bri 
in, garniſhed with Eggs, painted of ſe. 
veral Colours. But what was the worſt 
of this Town, tho a Sea Port, we could 
not get one drop of Wine, and but ve 
bad Brandy: Some ſmall Stock of Wine 
we had till left, of which the A/cazde ſent 
a Jew to beg a Bottle for his own drink. 
ing. This Jew was the Alcaide's Phyſi. 
cian and Interpreter, and ordered to at. 
tend upon Mr. Ruſſel during our ſtay, 
which he intended ſhould be two Nights, 
in order to dry our Tents and Baggage, 
and refreſh our ſelves after ſo fatiguing a 
Journey in the Rain. 


THE firſt Day we did not ſtir + 
broad. 


IN the Morning we walked out to ſee 
the Port and Caſtle; and notwithſtanding 
we uſed all our Endeavours, they would 
not let us ſee the inſide of the Caſtle, but 
carried us into the Ditch, which is made 
into a tolerable Garden for the Governor, 
who has a ſmall Summer-houſe in it. The 
Caſtle is a modern Fortification, built by 
the Spaniards, and but ſmall ; the Line 
of Defence very ſhort, and ſo are the 
Flanks and Faces of the Baſtions ; yet, 4 
the Walls are very high, it was of ſufficient 


Strength againſt the Moor, This Town, 
as 


2s wel 
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as well as the whole Sea-Coaſt, was once 
in the Hands of the Spaniards, who loſt it 
about 38 Yeats ago, by ſuffering the Moors 
to fortify the oppoſite fide of the Har- 
bour ; ſo that no Succours conld be brought 
them. The Spaniards, when they fur - 
rendred, had above 1800 Souls in the 
Town and Caſtle. The Town had cer- 
uinly not been ſurrendred but by the 
teachery of a Convent of Friets, who 
being pinched in their Bellies, grew tired 


of living here: and that was the Caſe 


tty much of the whole Gariſon; for 
tis a tetrible Life, little better than Sla- 


rery, to be obliged to live in ſuch a ſmall 
Cariſon, always in War, without any 


Supplies of Proviſions but by Sea: So 
that evety now and then they muſt be 
dove to great Straits, which I believe 
was the Reaſon that this, and moſt of the 
Waniſh Gariſons 
nandoned 3 not ſo much by being forced, 
but that the Gatiſons were glad of atiy 
pretence to give them up, provided they 
could ſecure their Liberty. But it was

AFTER Dinner we walked out to ſee 
the Port, which the Moors did not very 
much care for ; but as there was no way 
for us to go to Tangier, but by croſſing 
the River, they could not hinder our ſee. 
ing it. The Coaſt here, as all along, i; 
very much expoſed to weſterly Winds, 
which drives in a Sand that almoſt choaks 
up the Mouth of the River : So that when 
it blows hard, and their own Coaſt is a 
Lee-ſhore, they dare not venture in. With 
an Eaſterly Wind the River generally 
clears it ſelf, and then is the only time for 
coming in; but even then there mult be 
but little Wind, becauſe they are obliged 
to warp in. So that altho here is ſome- 
times twelve Foot Water upon the Bar, 

et it is ſo uncertain, it is ſcarce to be 
called a fit Harbour for any but Row- 
Boats and half Gallies, of which they al. 
ways keep ſome here. We ſaw one that 
was ready to put to Sea. We likewiſe 
ſaw a French Pink, of about 120 Tun; 
and a Dutch Dogger, halled aſhore above 
the Town, where they had lain until they 
were rotten: For, as they have no Trade, 
if a Prize proves a dull Sailer, ſhe is uſe- 
leſs to them, they not giving themſelves 
the trouble to pull a Ship to pieces. We 
were joined at the Warter-fide by a French 


Captive, who told us he was a Caulk! N 
#7 '® , an 
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and that five or ſix more Chriſtians were 
in Town, all Carpenters and Canlkers, 
which the Moors keep there to fit out 
their Row-Boats. They ſhewed us part 
of a Wrack of an Engliſh Sloop which 
belonged to Gibraltar, and was hired 
into the Service of the Baſhaw of Tan- 
gier, to carry Barley from this Place, to 
jupply his Forces there: This Sloop, tho 
not above ſixty Tun, was loſt about a Month 
before our Arrival going out, notwithſtand- 
ing they had a Pilot on board, and very mo- 
derate Weather. The Caſtle, Town, and 
Port, are of but very little Strength, ha- 
ving very few ſerviceable Guns mounted, 
and worſe provided with Ammunition : 
but as it is worth no body's while to keep 
it, ſo they are pretty ſecure. This Town 
is very poor and but meanly inhabited, 
having little or no Trade, and ſubſiſts 
chiefly on fiſhing and pirating in Row- 
Boats. In the whole Town we could 
not trace any Foot-ſteps of the Ha- 
niarde, but in the Caſtle and Gates of the 
Town. It is very poſſible, this Port 
by Peer-Heads, might be made much 
better, but the Moors not only want Skill 
and Induſtry, but are too poor to under- 
take publick Buildings. 


BY 
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Jan-27- BY Eight a- Clock we got all our Bag. 
gage down by the Water-fide, the Alcaidt 
accompanying Mr. Rufe! lo far, and 
fat on Horſe-back all the Time our Horſes 
and Baggage were paſſing the River. to 
expedite them. Ir was near 12 a-Clock 
by the time our things were landed on 
the other ſide. The Tide flows here but 
very little above the Town, which hin- 

derts the Navigation of the River up to 
Alcafjar 6 


FROM hence we rode all the way 
the Sea-ſhore to Argilla, and found 
ſeveral Shot in our way, which a Dutch 
Ship had made at an Algerine he ran aſhore 
here. Some time before ſeveral Negroes, 
and others, were employed in gathering 
Wood, and whatever elſe the weſterly 
Winds had drove upon the Sands. 


NOW our Guides looked upon them- 
ſelves and us out of all manner of danger ; 
for the remainder of our Journey was in- 
tirely among Baſhaw Hamet's Friends. 
As the Weather was rather cold than hot, 
we found it yery pleaſant travelling by 
the Sea-ſide. About ſeven Miles from 
Larach, we met with one of the Alge. 
Fine's Cables, drove aſhore. In our way 


we met with an Expreſs, which the 5-- 
hes 
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ſhaw of Tangier had ſent, to enquire at 


Larach if Mr. Ruſſe} was arrived. By 


ſix a-Clock we left the Sea-ſhore, and tra- 
yelled up ſome very ſteep Hills, and en» 
camped among ſome poor Cottagers, whom 
our Guides obliged to ſupply us with Fowls, 
Barley, and whatever elſe the Party ſtood

IN the Morning we deſcended again Jan. 28. 


to the Sea - ſide, where we diſcoyer'd Sir 
Charles Wager's Squadron a cruiſing ; 

We 
did not enter the Town, for what Reaſon 
our Guides knew belt ; but halted cloſe 
to the Town-Walls, until all our Caravan 
was come up. We eat what cold Victuals 
we had for Dinner; our Cuſtom thro out 
the Journey being to dreſs at Night what 
ſerved us next Day. . 


THO the Moors did not let us enter 
Arzilla, yer we could give a good Guels 
at the inſide by the Appearance it made 
on the outſide. This Town was formerly 
allo in the Hands of the Spaniards, and 
we ſtill obſerved the Span: Arms over 
the Gate, towards the Land: It is very 
ſmall, and the People very poor, 7

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The HISTORY of the 
Harbour nor Trade, and only a few fiſh: 
ing Boats, out of which, and plantin 
Tobacco, they get their Living. It is 
ſurrounded with a pretty high Wall, built 
by the Spaniards, bet now in a decaying 
Condition. | 


ABOUT three Miles from 4211/4, 
we were ſtopped by a River, that takes 
its Name from the Town, and which was 
much ſwelled by the late great Rains; 
ſo that we were obliged to unload our 
Mules, and put our Bedding and Trunks 
upon our Horſes, to paſs them over dry, 
We marched along the Sands, until we 
were ſtopped by another River, over 
which we were to ferry : Therefore it 
was reſolved to encamp on this fide, 
that we might have the Morning to 
paſs our Horſes, Mules and Baggage 
over. We encamped near a large old 
Houſe, now abandoned and uninhabited; 
but formerly built by the famous Moor, 


who was Embaſſador from the Emperor

of Morocco to King Charles II. as we 
were inſormed by his Son, who was one 
of our Company from Mequimez. 


WE marched down to the River-fide, 
and found the River very wide, and but 
one Boat to paſs near a hundred Horſes 
and Mules, beſides all the Baggage, Pa 
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Revolutions in Morocco. 
ſengers, Sc. On the oppoſite ſide was a 


urge Party of Horſe, with 200 Mules, 


{cat on purpoſe by the Baſhaw of Tangier 
to Larach, to bring Barley for his Troops : 
Since the Loſs of the Engliſh Sloop at 
Larach, he had no other way to ſupply 
himſelf but by Mules ; the Country round 
Tangier being very barren, and afford 
little elſe but Paſture, This way of pa 
ſing Rivers, by a ſmall Boat, is very tire- 
ſm, when there is any Numbers, and 
our Patience was quite wore out by that 
time all was over ; and ſo much of the 
Day was ſpent, it was thought impoſſible 
ſor the Baggage to reach Tangier before 
Night, tho fingle Horſemen might. This 
made us make the beſt of our way, re- 
ſolving to leave the Baggage to come in the 
next Day : 'and, notwithſtanding we loſt 
no time, where the Ground would admit 
of riding faſt, it was two Hours in the 
Night before we reached Tangzer ; which 
occaſioned us to wait a - conſiderable time 
a the Gate, until ſuch time the Keys could 
be brought from the Baſhaw. Bur this 
aved us a deal of trouble, which we muſt 
have gone thro' had Mr. Nuſſel entred 
the Town by Day. We were carried to 
the moſt conſiderable ' 7eu's Houle in 
Town, one Bennamore. Mr. Ruſſel im- 
nediately ſent a Meſſenger to Mr. Aboggly.

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who came and made Mr. Ruſſe} a Viſt, 

He appeared very much dejected, any \ 
not a little out of Countenance, 
chat we ſhould ſee what a different ap il if 
pearance he made here to what he did i o 
London Vet he preſerved the Spirit and 
Behaviour of a Gentleman, and is by mud Ne 
the paliceſt Moor we ſaw in that whole 
Country.

THE Baſhaw cauſed four Chairs to 


be ſeated for us, and put on a very good 
humoured Countenance. He asked Mr. 
Ruſſel how he paſſed his time in 
Mequinez, and ſeveral other Queſti- 


ons, concerning the Emperor, and the 
Court, 


HE opened a Letter before us, which 
be received from the Emperor; but be- 
fore he opened it, he ſeemed to adore it, 
which is their manner whenever they 
receive a Letter from the Emperor.

The Fews were 
ordered to ſupply us with Wax Candles, 
and a Caterer was appointed to bring us 
Proviſions.

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THE Baſhhaw ſent Abraham, the feb. i.

the Liberty of ſome of them, for there 
is no certainty or dependence upon any 
thing, while you are in their Power ; 
this Baſhaw having often ſtopped Cap- 
tives after the Emperor has taken their 
Ranſom, and it has been connived at by 
the Court, that he might alſo get ſome- 
thing more than what had been already 
paid: for they are not at all aſhamed of 
any Tricks they play Chriſtians. 


BUT the Baſhaw promiſed very fair, 
and ſaid Mr. Ruſſe! ſhould embark with 
the firſt Opportunity, and all the Cap- 
tives: He bad got ſo much of late by 
the Engliſh, and was in expectation of 
more, eſpecially of ſome Aſſiſtance of 
Powder, and other things he had wrote 
to the Admiral about, to furniſh his 
Expedition to Tetuan, that he did not 
think it his Intereſt to play any Trick. 
elle he is not at all to be depended 
upon, 
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MR. Raſſel was very much diſſatisfied {et 
with the People under whoſe care we K 


came down from Mequines; they ha- Be 
ving not only deceived him in Matters de 


of Money, but had conſulted nothing 
bur their own Intereſt and Conveniency 
all the Journey, marching us out of the 
way, for the ſake of raiſing Contriby. 
tions, where they were ſtronger than the 
People ; and when this was - complained 
of, they were very rude and impertinent, 
Mr. Ruſſel conſulted with Aboggly, about 
complaining to the Baſhaw of them: 
Poor Man, to do him Juſtice, he bluſhed, 
and ſeemed very much aſhamed, to hear 
how they had acted, becauſe he was con- 
ſcious with what Reſpect he had been 
treated in England; yet he adviſed Mr, 
Ruſſel to ſtifle his Reſentment, becauſe 
they were Favourites and Kinſmen to the 
Bajſhaw's Agent: And that as he would 
ſoon be out of their Hands, it would be 
better to forget it. He called his Coun- 
trymen Brutes and Barbarians; and 1 
verily believe he was in carneſt, 


BUT what was the moſt irkſom to 
Mr. Ruſſel, theſe People all expected 
conſiderable Sums, as they pretended, for 
their trouble, and in order to maintain 


them upon the Road back to „

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tho at firſt it was pretended they were 
ſent by the Emperor, as a Safeguard toMr, 
RnſſiÞ's Perſon. And to all of them whoſe 
Behaviour had been decent, Mr. Ruſſel did 
deſign to give Money, by way of free 
Gift : But the Commander of the Party, 
who had been the moſt inſolent, inſiſted 
upon a certain Sum to pay himſelf,” and 
diſtribute to his Party, as he thought fit; 
and threatned Mr. Ruſſel ſhould not em- 
bark the Captives before it was paid. 


THIS oY ſhewed how little de- 
ndance there was upon the Baſhaw's 
alted Friendſhip, when one of his 

Creatures dared to talk in this manner :

heard Mr. Ruſſel had fatisfied the extra.

THE Baſhaw refuſing for ſome Days 
to be ſeen, made Mr. Ruſſe} and all of 
us believe he at laſt intended to play 
ſome Trick, and make ſome new Demand 
for the Captives : And tho it plainly ap- 
peared not to be his Intereſt ſo to do, 
yet he certainly had ſome Struggles with. 
in himſelf about playing his old Game; 
for Villany is ſo natural to theſe People, 
even to the very beſt of them, that they 
know not how to be honeſt, tho their 
Intereſt depends upon it. 


OUR Doctor had as great Buſineſs 
here as every where elſe, if he would 
have encouraged it; but they are the 
worſt Pay in the World: And tho ſome 
of the richer fort had ſwore by theiry 
Law they would reward him, yet he 
found very few who regarded that any 
more than any other of their Pro- 
miles, 


ONE 
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oNE old Man, who was very much 


racking Pains, gave him a Jar of Honey, 
and two young Bullocks, and another a 
fw Fowls ; but this did not amount to

BY reaſon of the Wind over- blowing 
for ſeyeral Days, ſo that they could not 
Doad the Cattle, we were kept here much 
longer than we expected ; during which 
ime, we had the Fayour of Mr. Abogghys 
ompany, almoſt every Day : But he 
himſelf lived in ſo mean a way, he was 
aſhamed to invite us to his own Lodg- 
ny, Once indeed he invited Mr. Ruſſel, 
but it was to another Man's ' Houſe, he 
imſelf living in a thatch'd Cottage;

Servant with him; yet we paid him the 
ame Reſpect as if he had been in En- 
gland. His Brother keeps a little Shop

furniſhed with Wine, which was what r 
we had of late very much wanted, we * 
endeayoured to make our ſelves as m 4 
as the nature of the Place would afford, Noot 
ſince we found we could not get away Ntbeir 
ſo ſoon as we expected.

THEREFORE in the Evening ye 
walked without the Water - Gate to a fut 
Garden, cloſe by the Sea- ſide, which 
runs under the Walls of the Town, where 
there is a pretty little Summer-houl; 
from whence you have a Proſpect al 
over the Bay; here we ſometimes met 
to drink a Bottle, and ſometimes dined 
This Garden was formerly made by the 
Engliſh, but now it belongs to tht 
Baſhaw, and is looked after by a Gar 
diner, who has no other Subſiſtence that 
what he makes out of it, and by mf 
king of Baskets. The Garden produces 
ſeveral Sorts of Salading, Grapes, Figs 
Orangesy Lemons and Flowers; but tht 
Walks, and whole Garden, are very muciM;;eq | 
neglected, the Baſhaw himſelf ſeldom oMyirh 
ever coming here. 


WHILE we were here, a Mutiny 
aroſe among the Baſhaw's Troops, k 
veral threatning to deſert for want of 
regular Subſiſtence ; but the Baja ery

to appeaſe this Tumult. This Army was 


a heavy Weight upon the Baſhaw ; they 
onſiſied of 3 800 Horle, beſide 
Foot, but he made them ſometimes ger 
their Living by plundering the Moun- 
tineers. The pretence of keeping them 
together was to reduce Tetuan; and ſe- 
jeral times were appointed, when the 
Beſhaw was to march with all his For- 
ces, but it was as often deferred, upon 
e Pretence or other.

WHILE we ſtaid here, we were car- 
ned to ſee Negger in Priſon, and loaded 
vith Irons.

THIS Negger fell into the Baſha:/s 
Hands in an unexpected manner : He 
got back ſafe to Tetuan from Meguinez, 
as did the other Deputies, notwithſtand- 

the Parties that were looking out 


after them. Ar his Return, being thought 


a moſt inveterate Enemy to the Baſbau, 
he was ſent from the Town to encou- 
rage and ſpirit up the Mountaineers 2. 
gainſt the Baſhaw, and he promiſed 
them Powder and Arms from Tetwan ; 


but the Mountaineers having ſuffered ſo 


much already, thought they could not 
better make their Peace than by ſecuring 
his Perſon, and ſending him a Priſoner to 
the Baſhaw ; which they did : for from 
Tetuan they had nothing to fear, the 
Tetuanners not being able to take the 
Field tho the Baſhaw was. The Baſbau 
did not put him to death, but *

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him to write to his Friends in Tetuan, 
Propoſals of Peace. As this Man had 
many Friends and Relations in Teruan, 
the Baſhaw was in hopes, by his In- 
tereſt, either to get poſſeſſion A means 
of Treaty, or elſe by this Perſon's Friends 
to divide their Councils: If he ſucceeded 
in the former, he promiſed him Life and 


Liberty ; if not, he was to expect no- 


thing but immediate Death. 


IN Priſon he appeared as melancholy 
and dejected as he had been infolent be- 
fore; yet, notwithſtanding he had been 
ſery rude to us at Tetuan. and upon the 
Journey, we comforted him, and ſeemed 
to condole with him, adviſing him to 
write to the Tetuanners not to be ob- 
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linate, and draw their Ruin upon their 


Heads; and ſo we magnified the Baſhaw's 
Power pretty much, to pleaſe his Friends 
which were with us. Aegger was plea- 
ed with our Viſit, or pretended to be ſo; 
but did not ſeem to think himſelf a Man 
long for this World : tho, for political 
Reaſons, it was not the Baſhaws In- 
tereſt ro kill him, whatever they might 
eaten him with.

knows, who was in the laſt Siege of G.

UPON THE 


CounTRyY and PEOPLE. 


HE Extent of this Emperor's 
= Dominions, reaches from the 
Streights Mouth, Southward, 
as far as Cape Blanco, upon 
the Confines of Guinea; where 
they have built a ſmall Caſtle, for the 
Conveniency of Trade, to which the Ca- 
mans from Fez, &c. annually repair. 
The Length of this Country from North 
to South, is near 16 Degrees, or 960 
Mile. Its greateſt breadth in the moſt 
buthern Parts, is but xo Degrges ; but in 
be moſt northern Parts it is very narrow. 
This Empire contains not only what the 

Romans 
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Romans called Mauritania T ingitan a, but 
alſo the Kingdoms'of Fez, Morocco, Taf. 
filet, Darha, Suz, Treimeren, and Se. 
gelmeſs. On the Eaſt it is bounded by 
the Kingdom of Algier, and part of the 
Country of Bildulgerid; on the Weſt, by 
the main Ocean; on the North, by the 
Mediterranean Sea: Yet, notwithſtand. 
ing this Emperor commands over ſo vaſt 
a Country, he is but very poor, in com 
pariſon of the leaſt of the European Kings; 
this Country boaſting of but very fey 
Cities, and this great extended Dominion 
does not afford one tolerable good Har: 
bour. The Cities and Towns, as they 
lie upon the Sea-Coaſt, beginning with 
thoſe in the Mediterranean, are Melilla 
a Spaniſh Gariſon; Penon de Velez, 1 
Town and ſmall Iſland, poſſeſſed by 
the Spaniards, very near the Coaſt, about 
40 Leagues within the Streights Mouth. 
The next Town of Note is Tetuan; from 
thence we coaſt Northward, about ſeven 
Leagues to Ceuta, a n_ Gariſon ; 
from Ceuta we coaſt Weſtward to Tar 
gier about 15 Leagues; from Tangier, 
we double Cape Spartel, and come to 
Arzilla, a ſmall Town, without the 
Streights, to the Southward of the Cop! 
about 10 Leagues; from Arzilla tht 
Coalt lies about S. and by Weſt to Lara, 


12 Leagues; from Larach to old wy 
nor 
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nora 10 Leagues; from Old Mamora to 
New Mamora about + Leagues; from g 
Mamora to Sallee about 5 Leagues; to 
the Southward of alles about 50 Leagues. 
The Portugneze have a ſmall Town and 
Caſtle, upon the Sea · Coaſt called Maſſagam 
but of very little Service to them, for 
want of a Harbour. There are no other 
Sea · port Towns of Trade or Note in this 
Country but Sancta Cruz, and Santa 
Sophia, in the Kingdom of Sus. The 
Inland Cities are fewer in Number than 
the Sea-Ports, and are as follows: In the 
Kingdom of Fez are the Cities of A.- 
caſar, Fez and Mequinez ; in the 
Kingdom of Morocco the City of Mo- 
roccos ; in the Kingdom of Sus is the 
Capital and City of Taragdant, the late 
Seat of Muley Abdelmeleck ; Tedla, the 
Seat of Muley Hamet Dahebty, when, 
Prince ; a City near the Foor of Mount 
* and Capital of the Province of 
ae. The inland“ Parts of this Coun- 
try, are very mountainous, as the great 
and leſſer Atlas : beſides ſeveral Moun- 
rains of leſſer Note, which are covered 
with Snow all the Year; ſo that in a

THERE are in Barbary many Springs atio 
and Rivers, which take their Riſe and Fall wit 
from the greater Atlas, tho ſome others claim 
diſtinct Originals: The Waters ſpringing 
from Atlas reliſh of the Earth whence 
they ariſe, and are for the moſt part thick 
and ooly. 


THE chief Rivers are, firſt, the Ri. 
ver Lecus, in the Kingdom of Fez, upon 
which ſtand the Towns of Larach and 
Alcaſſar. 


_ 24ly, THE River Cebz; upon a Branch 
of which ſtands the City of Fez, and 
upon the Mouth of it the piratical Port

THE 
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THE Product of the Country differs 
according to its different Latitude aud Situ- 
ation; but in general, the Northern Parts, 
with Induſtry, under a good Government, 
would produce whatever is produced in 
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Europe, in the ſame Climate, ſuch as \/ 


Hides, Corn, Oil, Wine, Wax, Honey, 
Silk, Gums, and the fineſt Wool; and 
the Southern Parts whatever is the Growth 
of the Weſt-Indies, as Cotton. Ginger, 
Sugar, Indigo, Sc. which is ſufficient to 
prove the natural Riches of the Country : 
Beſides which, it abounds in ſeveral Mines 
of Copper, great Quantities of which are 
ſeat to Europe. They have alſo Gold and 
Silver Mines. The Vallies abound with 
all manner of Fruits, and Variety of 
Vines, which yield, when preſſed, a plea- 
ant, brisk, and full-bodied Wine: And 
don't doubt. but if Wine was encouraged, 
i it is forbid by their Law, in time they 
would make as good Wine as moſt in 
Europe, The Plains produce excellent 
Wheat, Flax, Hemp, Sc. This Coun- 
ry has always been famous for Horſes ; 
but their Aſſes are, as I believe, the ſmall- 
eſt in the whole World, which J attri- 
bute to the little care they take to im- 
proye the Breed, by reaſon of the Love 
they have to Horſes. For this Reaſon

| I OBSERVED thro'ont all our Jour: back 
ney, in this Country, a Want of large Tim- Wl Mor 
ber, which I know not what to imputc WW Hon 
ro, the Soil appearing rich enough, unlels 
they cut it down before it comes to any 
tolerable height: But this does not ſeem 
very —— , becauſe they want long 
Timber for Rafters, and therefore one 
ſhould think they would let it grow for 
the Uſe of their Grandees : For we ob 
ſerved every where the Rooms to be very 
narrow, which we could impute to no- 
thing but the Want of long Timber; 
whether it is want of lopping the Branch- 
es, or thinning the Timber, I cannot tell, 
but we ſaw no Timber-Trees thro'out the 
_ except a few Oaks about L- 
rach. 
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THE Trade of this Country is carried 
on chiefly by Jews and Chriſtians, the 
Moors underſtanding but little of Foreign 
Merchandize, and have no trading Shi 
or Veſſels of their own: So that their 
Navigation is intirely carried on by Eu- 
ropean Ships, chiefly Engliſh and French, 
who carry them Cloth, Linen and 
Woollen, Iron in Bars, and wrought, of 
which our Birmingham furniſhes them 
with a great deal ; Brimſtone, Gunpowder, 
Arms and Lead. In return, they bri 
back Almonds, Dates, Gum Arabick, 
Morocco Skins, raw Hides, Copper, Wax, 
Honey. 


BUT the greateſt of their Trade, which 
they manage themſelves, is the Inland 
Trade, by Caravans of Camels, Mules, 
Sc. two of which they ſend every Year 
to Mecca and Medina ; viz. one every 
ſix Months. The Commodities carried 
into the Eaſt are Woollen Manufactures, 
of which they make wonderful fine, ſuch 
2s Alhagues, Alburnuzes, Sc. abundance 
of Morocco Skins, Indigo, Cochineal, and 
Oſtrich Feathers; for which, in return, 
they bring Silks, Muſlins and Drugs. 
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THEM likewiſe ſend Caravans to 
Guinea every Year, conſiſting of ma. 
ny thouſand Camels, which will nor ap- 
pear unreaſonable, if the great Difficulty 
of rhe Paſſage, thro? the ſandy Defarts 
be conſidered, where there is neither 
Meat nor Water to ſupport them, for at 
leaſt 20 Days: So that out of every two 
Camels one carries Water. They carry 

to Guinea Salt, Cowries, Woollen Ma- 
nufactures, Silks, Sc. and in return, bring 
Gold Duſt, Ivory, Oſtriches Feathers, and 
Negroes. 


THE Law of Mahomet forbids the 
Exporting of Corn, which they ſtrictly 
obſerve here, tho the Turks and Moors 
of Tunis, Tripoli, and Algier, diſpenſe 
with it, for the ſake of the great Profit it 
brings them in: Otherwiſe this Commo- 
dity alone would greatly enrich the Coun- 
try, which, for want of a ſufficient Vent, 
is but little cultivared. 


THE only natural Want this Country 
labours under, (and happy for Europe that 
Providence has lowed it ſo) is want of 
Harbours ; for which Reaſon they are 
: not able to fit out ſuch Numbers of pi 
* ratical Veſſels as otherwiſe they would 

certainly do. * 
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FOR Salle, which is the principal 
Hayen in all this Empire, tho within ir 
is very ſpacious, yet at low Water it is 
ſometimes dry, or has not above a Foot 
or Foot and a half Water, and art full Tide 
not above eleven or twelve Foot. At the 
Mouth of the Haven is a Bar, paſſable at 
high Water by Ships, and Barks of ſmall 
Draught; whereas when the Tide is out, if 
they draw too much Water, they are obliged 
to be unloaded with ſmall Boats; b 
which means ſeveral Ships are ſtran 
before they can get in: and when they 
are in, they cannot put to Sea, ſometimes 
for fix Weeks after they are loaded. This 
bad Situation ſeems to point out the way 
to ſtop up this Harbour quite, as well as 
that of Mamora ; and 1 do not doubt, 
but if any of the Maritime Powers ſhould 
ever think it worth their while, but that 
under the Cover of two or more Bomb- 
Veſſels, of which they are more than or- 
dinarily afraid, two or more Frigats, 
Fly-boats, or large flat- bottomed Veſſels, 
built up within with ſtrong brick Work 
or Terrace, might be run over, or upon 
the Bar, ſo as to render the Navigation of 
this Place difficult, if not altogether uſe- 
leſs. But 1 muſt leave others to judge of 
this, whoſe Intereſt it may be; and to 
Z 4 thoſe 
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thoſe, who having been upon the Spot, 
are better Judges than my ſelf. 


HOWEVER, this we have had Expe. 
rience of, that one 20 Gun Ship, where 
the Commander was more than ordinary 
diligent in looking after them, as was 
Captain Delgarno, ſtruck ſo great a Ter. 
ror in them, by ONE appearing in 
ſight of their Ports, and by the Succeſs 
he had in taking ſome, and running o- 
thers aſhore, that, as I have been cre 
dibly informed. the very Women of Salle 
and Mamora uſed to frighten their Chil. 
dren, when untoward, by telling them 
Delgarno was coming for them: And if 
one Ship, by the Induſtry of the Cap- 
tain, was capable of ſtriking fuch a 
Terror upon the Coaſt, what might not 
fix Ships of the like Force do, to be 
ſtationed at Gibraltar, and kept in ſuch 
Readineſs, that there might E always 
two clean upon their Coaſt, and off 
their Harbours, to be relieved by two 
others, who ſhould ſucceſſively take 
their Station, by which means they 
ſhould always have our Ships in their 


Sight ? If, by a poſſibility of Wind 
and Weather, they were able to ſlip 
a Ship to Sea, yet I believe it would 6 
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ſo difficult to get her in again, more eſpe- 
cially their Prizes, that I believe they = 
would ſcarce venture to Sea under fuch 'FY 
Circumſtances. Therefore it is to be a0

The Renegadoes, tho 
not very many in Number, yet may be 
called a diſtinct Sort: And, laſtly, the 
Negroes, who, fince the late Muley J, 
mael's obtaining the Government of this 
Country. have made the greateſt Figure 
in it. Theſe ſix different Sorts of People 
make up the Subjects of the Emperor of 
Morocco, and among them there are various 
Sorts of Complexions, from very fair 
to. very black. The many Civil Wars 
that have happened in this Country, at 
different times, have intirely deſtroyed 
all Footſteps of that Learning, which the 
Moors were once ſo famous for. The 
Philoſophy of Ariſtotie was once very 
famous in this Country, no leſs than 
12000 Copies of it being tranſlated into 
Avabick ; and it was commented upon 
by the following Arabian Authors : 
Alfarabins, Algarel, Albumazar, Mai- 
monides, Alkindus, Albefagar, Algazt|, 
Albenciai, Avicenni, Averrhoes, Nor 
were the Arabians formerly leſs famous 
for Hiſtory and Phyſick than Philo- 
ſophy ; but ar preſent there ſeems to be 
little more of Learning than common 
Reading and Writing.

earn themſelves: There are not above 
five or fix in the whole Country that live 
my thing tolerable, and the Moors have 
them always in great Suſpicion.

THOSE who are Soldiers, have no 
more than 20 Blanquils a Month, which 
$20 Twopences, and a little Flower; the 
Officers in Proportion : However, like 
the Jeu, they are governed by their 
own Alcaide. who is a Renegado always.

Thele 
Negroes are taught nothing but br 
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exerciſe their Arms, and obey the Em- 
peror; for which they are rewarded with 
the greateſt Commands over one ano- 


ther. 


THE late Emperor, Muley Iſnaei 
himſelf, was ſo ignorant of all Learning, 
he could not write or read ; and his Go- 
ſernment being altogether founded on 
the Sword, made none but military Men 
be encouraged : and his Reign laſting near 
60 Years, I look upon it to be the prin- 
cipal Reaſon why all manner of Learning 
$almoſt aboliſhed in the Country, and in 
the room of it nothing introduced, but 

ine, Violence, Oppreſſion, and all 
manner of Villany. And this I take to 
de the chief and only Reaſon, why 
theſe weſtern Moors, who are aQually 
nearer Europe, and have had more In- 
tercourſe with Europeans, yet are fo 
nuch leſs poliſhed and civilized than they 
of Algzer, Tripoli, Tunis, or the Turks - 
for what leſs can be expected from a Ne- 
gro Government? 


THE Chriſtian Captives are another 
ditint Body of People, ſubject to the 
vil and Pleaſure of the Emperor: But 
| haye not treated them as his Subjects, 
decauſe they have not renounced their 
ling, by changing their Religion; the 


moſt 


n,, Me Or 
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moſt part of them have ExpeQations 
one time or other of getting into theic 
own Country. In Mutey Iſinael's time 
their Caſe was really hard, but not near 
ſo bad as was repreſented, and always 
better than that of the Renegadoes : 
The Emperor, indeed, kept moſt of them 
at work upon his Buildings, but not to ſuch 
hard Labour as made it worſe than what 
our daily Labourers go thro? ; beſides, 
he allowed ſeveral of them Licences to 
keep Taverns, in order to aſſiſt their 
Brethren, and ſo in proportion to the 
Money they were thought to get, they 
were obliged to maintain in Victuals and 
Neceſſaries ſuch a Number of Captives, 
of their own Country, as the Emperor 
thought proper to order: Beſides this, 
they had a daily Allowance of Bread from 
the Emperor. Maſters of Ships were 
never obliged to work, nor ſuch as had 


but a ſmall Matter of Money to give to 


the Alcaide, who is always. a Chriſtian, 
and one of their own Body. The Ca. 
nute where they are lodged, is inf 
nitely better than our common Prilons. 
Every Nation has their diſtinct Apart 
ments ; they haye Taverns, a Market 0 
all manner of Eatables, and Fruits among 
themſelves ; their Governor has a ver) 
good Apartment, within the Canute, 


and no Moors dare come among *

to interrupt them, but when they pleaſe 

to let them. I am ſure we ſaw ſeveral 
Captives who lived much better in Bar- 

bary than ever they did in their own 
Country. When they are ſick, they 
have the Convent to go to, where they 

are well attended; and whatever Money 

in Charity was ever ſent them by their 
Friends in Europe, was their own, un- 

leſs they defrauded one another, which 

has happened much oftner than by the 
Moors, In ſhort, the Captives have a 
much greater Property than the Moors e 

in what they get ; ſeveral of them being 

rich, and many have carried conſiderable 

Wa Sums out of the Country; to the Truth 
of which we are all Witneſſes. Several 
Captives keep their Mules, and ſome rheir 
Servants; and yet this is called inſup- 
portable Slavery, among Turks and Moors, 
But we found this, as well as many o- 
ther things in this Country, ſtrangely 
miſrepreſented, For, if I was only to 
tranſcribe what Authors have wrote of 
the Power, Grandure, Beauty, Buildings, 
and Riches of this Country, within theſe 
ſixty Years, and compare it to what a 
Traveller will now meet with, he will 
fanſy thoſe Authors were writing of in- 
chanted Caſtles, and what not. No doubt 
but ſeveral times there have been Ex- 
amples of the Emperot's Barbarity and 
Aa Cruelty, 
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| Cruelty, and no doubt but very often Ne 


the Captives themſelves gave occaſion the 
for it. I am not willing to entertain the jeal 
leaſt good Opinion of the Moors, but Go 
yet what is Truth is Truth. fore 


HAVING ſaid very little hitherto in or | 
their Praiſe, I ſhall now ſay ſomething to or r 
their Morals, there being few People ſo 
bad that have no commendable Cuſtoms 


among them. One is, that however 1 
provoked and angry they are with one the 
another, they never {wear by their Ma- Mat 
ker, or their Prophet, nor have they a C 
in all their Language any Words to the 
blaſpheme. The next thing is, what- Proj 
ever Conteſt they have with one ano- one 
ther, ny ſeldom come to Blows, and Whil 
neyer kill one another but in War ; their 
Religion allowing of no Pardon for H 
Murder : nor did we hear, all the time Mor 
we were in the Country, of one Moor liticl 
ſtabbing another. They are not alto- Prin, 
gether ſo merciful to the Jews, becauſe only 
they look upon them as accurſed of but 
God. | Grar 
Beſid 
THEY are likewiſe moſt obedient ſent 
and patient to Superiors, and fo reſpet- WW whic 
ful to their Parents, that a Son dare not muct 
fit before his Father, unleſs commanded, - t 
Oun 


nor muſt he be covered unleſs bid 
Neither 
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Neither will a younger Brother fit before 
the elder, unleſs bid. They are ſtrictly 
jealous of the Honour that is due to 
God, his Prophet and Church; there- 
fore there is no going into their Church- 
es, no meddling with their Alcoran, 
or ſpeaking irreverently of their Propher, 
or repeating the Name of God after them, 
without turning Moor or being burnt. 


THEY are likewiſe very jealous of 
the Honour of their Women, and a 
Man had rather be dead than be thought 
a Cuckold. They are withal brave in 
the Defence of their Country, tho for the 
Property they are allowed to have in it, 
one would ſcarce think it worth their 


while. 


HAVING faid ſomething of their 
Morals, I ſhall now ſpeak of their Po- 
liticks. It ſeems to be the Intereſt of this 
Prince to keep well with Algier, not 
only becauſe they are a warlike People, 
but for fear of creating a Jealouſy in the 
Grand Seignior and neighbouring States: 
Beſides, this Prince ſeems rather at 
ſent to want People more than Dominion, 
which made Muley I ſinael encourage fo 
much the Negroes, which have * 
as to People, a great Recruit to the 
Country, He likewiſe encouraged Re- 


Aa 2 negadoes 
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negadoes of Jews, and all Nations. Tho 
I am of a quite different Opinion from 
thoſe who imagine Polygamy helps 
to increaſe the Number of People: 
For, I believe it may be proved, that if 
every Man had one Wife, there would 
be a greater Increaſe of People than 
where every body that can get them, are 
allowed four, and as many other Women 
as they can keep: for it does not appear 
in Europe, that there are ſo many more 
Women than Men, as to allow of ſuch 
a Diſproportion, becauſe, notwithſtand- 
ing Men are often deſtroyed by the Wars, 
and other Accidents, yet it may be, that 
the Number of Women who die in Child- 
bed, and are more ſubject to other Di- 
ſtempers than Men, may make the Bal- 
lance pretty even; and if fo, I am ſure 
no one Man can have four or fix Women 
but ſome others muſt want one: And 
this ſeems to be plain in this Country, 
becauſe no Man can get a Wife, not the 
meaneſt Woman is to be had, without 
ſome Money: And fince it is ſo, I 
believe it will be found, that Plurality 
of Wives rather - unpeople - a Country 
than otherw ile, 


THE 
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THE beſt Policy theſe Moors ſeem 
to be Maſters of is, that notwithſtand- 
ing they are at war with all Chriſtians 
but the Engliſh, and even when they have 
been at war with us, they permit our 
Conſul and Merchants to reſide in their 
ports unmoleſted, and will trade with 
any Ship that comes bound to their Ports, 
with ſuch Goods they ſtand in need of, 
of what Nation ſoever, and permit 
their Conſuls and Merchants to live a- 
mong them, with the ſame Security as 
uſual in time of Peace. The piratical 
War they make with all Nations, is a 
very great Income to the Emperor, be- 
cauſe he is not at one Farthing Charge 
for fitting the Ships out; and beſides 


the Tenth of all the Cargoe, he has all 


the Captives to himſelf. which adds con- 
ſiderably to his Wealth, not only by 
their Ranſom, but it alſo adds very much 
to his Grandure : for, as I have mentioned 
before, they ſtand him in nothing but a 
little Bread, which is well paid for out 
of their Labour. It does not appear the 
late Emperor, Muley Iſinacl. was igno- 
rant of his Intereſt, when he agreed to 
permit a Convent of Spanih Friers in 
Mequinez, for an annual Preſent : Be- 
ſides, they ſupply his Court and Captives 
with Medicines, and the latter with Diet, 

Aa 3 when 
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when they are ſick, without putting him 
to one Farthing Expence. And now I 
have mentioned their Shipping, I ſhall 
acquaint the Reader how well equipp'd 
they are to make war upon all the Wortd, 
When we were at Mequznez, the whole 
Naval Power of this Country conſiſted 
of two {mall Ships, called 20 Gun-Ships, 
but ſcarce ſo big as one of ours of half 
that Force. The biggeſt of theſe Ships is 
not above 200 Tun, and their Guns are 


very ſmall and very much crowded: | 


They have alſo a third, which was a 
ſmall French Brigantine, and fitted out 
for a Cruiſer. Theſe three, with a few 
Row-Boats, are the terrible Armado with 
which Muley Iſinael would ſometimes 
order them to go and þlock up the 
Streights Mouth, and ſuffer no Ships 
to enter but the Engliſh. 


Of therr Cuſtoms. 


IN their Marrying they uſe no other 
Solemnity than a bare Teſtimony and 
Aſſurance, which the Bridegroom makes 
before the Cady or Judge, whereby he 
acknowledges to take fuch a Woman or 
Maid to his Wife: But this is of ſo little 
Validity, that he may put her away 
when he will. Neither hath the Woman 

a 
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a leſs Privilege, having Liberty at her 


Pleaſure to leave her Husband, only 
with this Difference; if the Wife go 
from the Husband, the Father is obliged 
to pay the Husband a Conſideration: 
Beſides, ſuch a Woman, without ſome 
extraordinary Cauſe, is for ever after looked 
upon as infamous. 


TH E Women and Maids keep them - 
ſelves ſo veiled, they are not ſeen by 
their Lovers; and Marriages are 
by Proxies. 


AND the Men are fo jealous of their 
Wives, they dare not go bare-faced to 
their Parents. f 


IN Barbary they are not peſtered with 
Lawyers, every Man pleads his own 
Cauſe before the Cady or Judge, and 
Cauſes are not ſpun out for ſeven 
Years. 


Of their Worſhip. 


IN their Moſques they have no Ima- 
ges, but inſtead of them great Numbers of 
Lamps; in the midſt of which the Iman 
or Marabou ſtands : The People repeat 
the ſame Words as the Prieſt five before 


Aa 4 them, 
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them, and in all Geſtures imitate him; 
often lifting up of their Heads ang | 
Hands to Heaven : their Prayers are 
called Sala. When they enter the 
Moſques, they put off their Shoes, kiſs 
the Earth, and waſh their Mouths, No- 
ſes, Ears, the Soles of their Feet, and ſecret 
Parts, whereby they believe, that the 
Pollutions of the Soul are purified and 
cleanſed; and during their Abode in the 
Moſque, they neither dare ſpit or cough, 
nor ſo much as ſpeak one to another, bur 


upon great Neceſſity. 


THEY fit down upon the Floor, 
one by another, upon Mats. The Wo- 
men are not allowed to come thither, 
leſt by their Sight the Men ſhould fall 
into unclean Thoughts; but they 
commonly perform their Devotions at 
home. 


THEY go to their Sala, or Prayers, 
five times a Day, that is, at Day-break, 
which they call Caban; at Noon, called 
Dehor ; in the Afternoon at four, called 
Lazar ; at ſeven, which they call Ma- 
garape ; and at two in the Night, which 
they call Latumar : but few reſort at all 
theſe times, but the moſt zealous, none 
being compelled to it. | | 


THEY 
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THEY have neither Bells, Clocks 
or Dials, and when they call the People 
to their Deyotions, the Prieſts, to that 
Purpoſe only appointed, go up to - the 
Battlement of a high Steeple, and upon 
a wooden Pole hoiſt a ſmall Flag: This 
Cuſtom is uſed only in Barbary, not in 
Turkey. When this is done, the Ma- 
rabou turns himſelf to the South, be- 
cauſe Mecca lieth that way ; then ſtop- 
ping his Fingers in his Ears, he utters, 
with a loud Voice, theſe Words, Lahilla 
Lah, Mahometh reſſoul Allah; that is, 
God is God, and Mahomet is his Pro- 
phet. Then he turns himſelf to other 
Parts of the - Steeple, ſaying the ſame 
Words. By his ſetting up of the Flag, 
and Outcries, the People know what 
Hour of the Night or Day it is. When 
the Marabou of the greateſt Moſque 
begins, then all the other follow. 


THE Friday is their Sabbath, in which 
moſt of them go to the Moſque, eſpecially 
in the Aſteruoon: During their Service 
none work, and all the Shop Windows 
are ſhut ; but after the Sala is ended, 
they are opened again, and every one 
applies to his Buſineſs. They uſe Beads, 
38 da the Romans, to the Number G a 
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hundred, upon which many times they 
ſay, Sta- fer Lab, which is, God bleis 
me. | 


EVERY Year they keep a Faſt, 
which they call Ramadan, which con- 
tinues a whole Month ; during which 
they abſtain from Morning until the 
Cloſe of the Evening from eating and 
drinking; but then the Marabou going 
upon the Steeple, gives them, by his 
accuſtomed Cryings, leave to eat. This 
their Faſting is ſo highly eſteemed, that 
they dare not ſo much as ſmoke To- 
bacco, ſuppoſing that to be a Breach; 
nay, the very Corſairs, and Pirates at 
Sea, obſerve the Ramadan And tho the 
Renegadoes do not always fo ſtrictly 
obſerve it, if they are detected, they 
are puniſhed with a hundred or two of 
Blows upon the Soles of their Feet. 


AFTER this Faſt, or long Lent, fo 
well kept, they celebrate their Paſſover, 
called by them Bayram, which conti- 
nues three Days, wherein they diſtri- 
bute Alms plentifully, and frequent their 
Moſques with great Fervency and De. 
votion. 
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THE Prieſts in Barbary are of two 
Sorts, Santrouns and Marabouts, whereof 
the chiefeſt is called Mufti, who hath 
his Reſidence in Cities, and hears and 
determines all Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes. The 
Marabouts are in great Numbers about the 
Moſques, as well in Cities and Suburbs, 
as in the open Fields, where they live 
as Recluſes, or Hermits, in Cells, to which 
theſe Barbarians bear ſo great an Eſteem 
and Reverence, that they fly to them as 
to Sanctuaries, how great a Crime ſoever 
they have committed. 


AMONG theſe Devotees, there are 
ſome who lead a ſtrange and unuſual 
Life, Melancholy ſo ſtrongly working on 
their Imagination, that quite diſtract- 
ed, they rove thro' the Cities bare- 
footed and bare-legged, in a ragged Coat 
and a Staff, with which they tap, or 
gently ſtrike here one and there another, 
which Favour, whoever receives, ac- 
counts himſelf happy, perſuaded thereby 
their Sins are remitted. Theſe Perſons 
are termed Saints. Theſe Recluſes pretend 
by Incantation to cure Diſeaſes, and to 
work Love. 


THOSE 
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THOSE who are troubled with the 


Falling Sickneſs, are in great Eſteem with 


them, becauſe Mahomet was troubled 
with this Diſeaſe, and ſhamefully made 
them believe, that then God, by his 
Angel Gabriel, revealed to him the moſt 
ſecret Myſteries of his Religion. 


THE Women have an odd Super. 
ſtition when in Labour ; they ſend to 
School to fetch five little Children, whereof 
four are employed to hold the Corner 
of a Cloth, in each whereof they tie a 
Hen's Egg, wherewith theſe Children pre- 
ſently run along the Streets, and ſing 
certain Prayers, one anſwering the other. 
In the mean while the Moors come out 
of their Houſes, with Bottles or Cruiſes 
full of Water, which they throw into 
the midſt of the Cloth ; by which means 
they believe, the Woman who is in La- 
bour, is luckily delivered, 


THE laſt Solemnity concerns their 
Funerals, which they perform in this 
manner : When any dies, the next Friend 
bireth Women to lament, who flocking 
about the Corps, with ſtrange and un- 
uſual Howlings, make a Noiſe, and ſcratch 
themſelves till the Blood follow their 
Nails: This done, the Body is incloſed 
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in a Coffin, covered with a green Cloth, 
upon which a Turban is ſer, as we uſe a 
Garland, and ſo with the Head forward, 
is carried to and laid in the Grave, but 
attended all the way with Howling and 
wiſhing them a os Journey. At the 
Entrance of the Burial-Place, ſome Ma- 
rabouts ſing, without Intermiſſion, theſe 
Words, Laballe Lah, Mahometh refout 
Allah, that is, God is God, and Ma- 
homet is his Prophet. Ar laſt it is placed 
in the Grave in a fitting Poſture, with a 
Stone at the Head and the Face toward 
the South. Ws 


THEIR Burying Places are very 
large, and lie round about the Cities, for 
they inter none in their Moſques or 
Churches as we do, but in the plain 
Field, where every one, according to his 
Eſtate, buys a Spot of Ground, which 
they wall in and plant with Flowers. 
The Women every Friday viſit theſe 
Monuments, carrying their Meat and 
Fruits, which they leave for the Poor, 
and for the Fowls, after they have taſted 
of them, believing it to be a Work of 
Charity, and a Furtherance to the Bliſs 
of departed Souls. They Pray for their 
Husbands and other deceaſed Friends, and 
comfort them in theſe and the like wo - 
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that they ſhould have Patience in waiting 
for the Reſurrection of their Bodies. 
And this ſhall faffice to have ſpoken of 
the Mahometans there. 


Of their Puniſhments. 


THOSE that can be proved after 
Circumciſion to have revolted, are ſtrip- 

d quite naked, then anointed with 

allow, and with a Chain about the 
Body, brought to the Place of Execu- 
tion, where they are burnt. 


THEY who are convicted of Trea- 
ſon, or Rebellion, have a ſharp Spit 
thruſt up the Fundament; others bound 
Hand and Foot, and caſt from a high 
Wall, or Tower, upon Iron Hooks: 
Sometimes with four Nails, they have their 
Hands and Feet nailed to a Wall; 
ſometimes their Hands are hung upon 
Hooks until they expire. 


| 
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Of their Houſhold-Stuff. 
THEIR Lodging is very mean, be- 


ing only a Mattraſs inſtead of- A Bed. 


which they lay upon a Floor of Boards. 
They ſleep in their Drawers or Calſoons; 
they have neither Chairs, Stools or Ta- 
bles, but hang their Clothes upon Pins 
n the Wall. 


THOSE of Quality fit at Meals 
mon Carpets, or Pieces of Tapeſtry, 
croſs-legged on the Ground, but ordinary 
people upon a Mat. 


THE Men wear next their Skin a 
large Linen Frock and Drawers, and 


over that a looſe Coat of Cloth or Silk, . 
buttoned before, ſometimes with Gold or 


Silver Buttons, and hangs down almoſt to 
the Knee, Their Sleeves reach but to 
their Elbows, ſo that turning up their 
Shirt upon them, their Arms are for the 
moſt part bare or naked ; and inſtead of 
Stockings, the great Men of the Court, 
and other People of Quality, ſometimes 
wear ſmall Turkey Leather Buskins. 


THEY 
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THEY ſhave their Heads all over, 
except a little Lock, which they let 

ow upon the Crown of their Heads, 

cauſe - Mahomer ſhall pull them up to 
Paradiſe. They take great care of their 
Beards, which they ſhape and cut with 
great niceneſs. 


ALE way * according to 
their Quality, of great Beauty and e- 
nels, 2 Bb five or ſix Ells Eq In 
their Girdles they generally wear three 
very fine Knives, that is, two great and 
one ſmall, in a Silver Scabbard, wrought 
about a Foot long, ſet with Emeralds and 
other precious Stones; ſo dear ſometimes 


that one of theſe Knives is worth morc 


than a hundred Ducats, 


WHEN they make Water, they 
ſtoop down to the Ground, for it is held 
a ſhameful thing to urine ſtanding, as the 


Chriſtians do: And the Reaſon may be, 


becauſe if the leaſt drop of their Water 
fall upon them, they are polluted, and 
mult forthwith waſh themſelves. 


T H E Women are habited almoſt like 
the Men, except the Turbant, in the room 


of which they wear a fine Linen Cloth. 
Their 
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Their Drawers are alſo much larger and 
longer than the Mens, and plaited in 
many Folds. The Women never ſtir 
abroad without a Cloth over their Faces, 
which comes to the upper part of their 
Mouths, with Holes for their Eyes. 
Rich Women wear very fine Pendants 
in their Ears, with Bracelets of Jewels 
on their Arms, and filk Garments. 
They paint the Ends of their Fingers 
blue, with an Herb called Gueva. 
When they go along the Streets, they 
wrap themſelves in a fine Cotton Cloth, 
of JO Ells in length and one in 
width. 


ALL their Occafions lie within the 
Houſe, where they have a ſeparate 
Apartment by themſelves, wherein none 
bur Women may viſit each other; the 
Maſter of the Houle himſelf being exclu- 
ded to prevent Jealouſy. The Women 
are very curious in beautifying them- 
ſelyes, according to the Cuſtom of the 
Country, painting their Eye-Brows and 
Eye-Lids, and colouring their Hair, ſo 
as to make it look black, with burnt 
Antimony.

THEIR Drink, at Meals, is clear 
Water, or Water and Honey, for Wine 
is forbid by the Alcoran. Liquid things 
they eat with long wooden Spoons, and

INSTEAD of Table Cloths they 
wipe upon their Handkerchiefs, and 
7 751 drink until they have finiſhed their 

cal. 


THEIR Cups and Diſhes are of Brals, 
Earthen or Tin, for none may uſe Gold 
or Silyer by the Law. 
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THE Moors ſmoke very much. 
Gaming is intirely forbid by their Law. 
Sometimes they play at Cheſs but not 
for Money. | 


BATHS are much uſed, beſides 
their frequent Waſhings enjoin'd before 
Devotion ; ſo that every Place almoſt is 
filled with Bagnios, I. 1] 


EVERY City hath alſo Free-Schools, 
for the Iuſtructing of Youth to read and 
write, but no farther. The principal 
Book they learn is the A/choran ; which, 
when a Scholar can read well, his School- 
fellows lead him in his Habit along the 
Streets, and ſet forth his Commendation 
thro? the City; for beyond this none 
learn. 


Of the Language of the Moors. 


I BELIEVE there is no Natiog in ll 
the World whoſe Language is ſo exten- [ll 
live as the Moors, becauſe they all ſpeak - ll 
and underſtand the Arabick, both in i 
Tents, Cities, Fields and Mountains; | 
nay, theſe weſtern Barbary Moors are 
perſectly underſtood all over the Turtiſb 
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Empire, fo that no Language in the 


whole World is ſo univerſal: And this 
I take to be occaſioned by yearly Pil- 
grimages to Mecca, which keep up their 
Language; ſo that the Turks, Moors of 
Tunis, Tripoli, Algier, and thoſe of 
Saller, and all over this Empire, under. 
ſtand one another perfectly well. 


I SHOULD have ſpoke of theit 
Coin, Duties, and the manner how they 
keep their Accounts, in the Article of 
Trade; but fince I omitted it there 1 
ſhall mention ir here. 


Of their Coin. 


THE Coins of Barbary are of thiec 
Sorts ; the firſt, and that of the loweſt 
Denomination, is a Fluce, or ſmall piece 
of Copper Coin, about the bigneſs of our 
Farthing. or ſomethirig leſs : Twenty of 
them make a Blanquil, or two Pence 
Sterling. 


' ABLANQUIL is a ſmall piece of 
Silver, Value two Pence; but for want 
of being milled is liable to be clipped by 
the Jews and the Moors never g0 
without a ſmall pair of Scales in their 
3 Pockets 
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pockets to weigh them, and all that are 
not Weight, will not paſs, but muſt be 
melted, by which the Jews likewiſe get 
conſiderably ; for they are Coiners and 
Melters in this Country. It is alſo a 
great Trade with the Zews to exchange 
ood Money for bad, I mean heavy for 
Fobe : for which, beſides the Weight, the 
Jews receive a conſiderable Premium. 
A Stranger is ſure to be cheated in the 
Money of this Country, for the Moors 
will not take a Blanquil if it be cracked, 
or light; and the Money being fo ver 
thin, and liable to be cracked and clipped, 
makes it very troubleſom both in mar- 
keting. and paying or receiving any con- 
ſiderable Sum: for generally great Pay- 
ments are made in this ſmall Money, 
Gold being very ſcarce, and alſo kept up. | 
Nuring the Siege of Gibraltar, the Moors | 
and Fews were ſo cunning they wonder- | 
f W fully lowered the Price of our Moydores, j 
de and raiſed their Silver; and whenever 
our Fleet, or Tranſports. or Men of War, | 
were victualling amopg them, they did 
of W the ſame, impoſing bad Money upon the 
nt WW unwary Seamen, by which they got con- 
by WH fiderably to exchange it again.

five. Befides Fluces and Blanquils, they 
have Ducats of Gold, much reſembling 
thoſe of Hungary; they are worth nine 
Shillings Sterling : Three Gold Ducats 
are worth a Moydore, and are generally 
ſo changed. 


MERCHANT'S Accounts are kept in 
Ounces, ten of which make a Ducat Ac- 
count. 


BUT in Payments to the Govern- 
ment for Gold Ducats, they will take 


no leſs than ſeventeen and a half for a 
Gold Ducar. 


THESE three laſt Ounces and Du- 
Cats are imaginary. 


I WOULD adviſe every Stranger 
that comes into this Country to buy a 
Pair of Scales as ſoon as he can, to weigh 
their Blanquils ; they are made of Box, 
and are a Ballance and Leayer : The man- 
ner of uſing them is to hold them be- 
tween the Fore-finger and the Thumb; 
there is a broad flat Part to "aa the 
Blanquil upon, and if it be weighty _ 
| 8 
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good it will bring up the Ballance and fall 
into the Palm of your Hand, if bad the 
Ballance will ſtand ſtill. It is incredible to 
ſee how faſt the Fews and Moors will 
weigh Money in that manner.

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THE Character of the late Empe-

He was alſo 
laid to be very religiouſly cruel, which his 
Flatterers call'd executing God's Juſtice, 
He had got the Empire by the Cow- 


ardice, Folly, and Drunkenneſs of his

Journal : The Obſeryation I then made 
upon it having been verify'd by the Con- 
ſequence, even ſince the Sheet in which I 
mention'd it was printed off, I beg leave 
to repeat it here.
